Hubble Sends Photos | 
Of Stars Being Formed

WASHINGTON — Gigantic columns 
of cold gas and dust, captured in stunning 
photographs by the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope, are giving scientists an unprece- 
dented view of stars being formed. 

The gaseous towers, almost six trillion 
miles long, resemble stalagmites rising 
from a.cavern floor. At their edges can be 
seen protrusions, each with tips larger 
than our solar system, in which stars are 


“We were just blown away” when see- 
ing the pictures for the first time, said 
astronomer Jeff Hester, the principal in- 


vestigator, from Arizona State Universi- 
ty at Tempe. 

The photographs, taken April 1 and 
released Thursday by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration, show 
about 50 stars that formed inside SeC- 
tions of the columns. 

The columns act as incubators for em- 
bryonic stars, which are cocooned inside 
globules of especially dense hydrogen 
gas.

The elections swept away the last vestiges 
of white-minority rule, eliminated on the na- 
tional level in April 1994 when Nelson Man- 
dela and the ANC won the nation’s first 
democratic vote. 

In the races for almost 700 local councils 
throughout most of the country, early results 
showed the ANC winning majority control of 
54, compared with 11 for the National Party. 
Independent groups such as local taxpayer 
associations also won several councils. 

With the ANC doing well even in regions 
where the National Party dominated in last 
year’s elections, the trend favoring Mande- 


la’s party was expected to continue. 

That means many territories that were 
controlled by whites would now be governed 
by black-led councils with power to decide 
what roads to pave and schools to build. 

For Basson, a soft-spoken trade union lead- 
er with a gold-capped smile, the victory 
marked a triumph over the racial hatred that 
killed his father. 

Martin Basson was a 47-year-old head 
waiter in 1959 when he boarded a streetcar 
heading from downtown to home in the 
mixed-race neighborhood of Coronationville. 

In those days, only whites could sit in the 
preferred aisle seats, leaving non-whites to 
cram onto two benches or stand. Often, only 
one white would sit in a seat designed for two

PRISON UNREST 
Federal Officials Blame 


Gang Activity, Grievances 

Several factors apparently caused 
the spate of disturbances in federal 
prisons last month, federal officials 
have concluded. The causes includ- 
ed gang activity and various griev- 
ances — from drug sentencing poli- 
cias to the possible loss of weight- 
lifting equipment, deputy Attorney 
General Jamie Gorelick said 
Thursday. 

Authorities have not yet deter- 
mined whether inmates coordinated 
the disturbances. 

Previously, observers speculated 
that inmates were upset about a 
vote in Congress that maintained 
tougher penalties for distribution of 
crack cocaine than for distribution of 
powdered cocaine. 

“I think those disturbances had 
many, many roots, one of which no 
doubt was unhappiness over sen- 
tences for various drug offenses,” 
Gorelick said. “But many of those 
who participated in the disturbances 
were not serving drug sentences.

Clinton To Fight ‘Madness’ Of Rising Drug Use By Youths 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Illegal drug use is rising 
among high school students, with junior high school 
students leading the way, a new survey of students says. 

Marijuana use by black males as young as 11 has tripled 
in four years, the survey says. For white girls, it has more 
than doubled. 

Against this bleak statistical backdrop, President Bill 
Clinton said Thursday that he would convene a White 
House conference to counter messages to teens that it’s 
“cool, sexy, attractive” to drink or get high. “This is 
madness, pure and simple. And we all have to do whatever 
we can to get it out of our lives,” Clinton said in a speech 


before the Community Anti-Drug Coalitions of America. 

The proposed one-day conference, slated for January, 
would bring together police, academics, clergy members 
and officials in government, education and media to seek 
ways to reduce crime and drug use among juveniles, 
Clinton said. 

The survey was conducted by the National Parent’s 
Resource Institute for Drug Education, or PRIDE, based 
in Atlanta. 

According to the group, illegal drug usage by high 
school students has been climbing for the past eight years 
and currently hovers near 35 percent. 


The survey of 200,000 students in 32 states found that 
marijuana use in grades 6 through 8 skyrocketed during 
the 1994-95 school year. It showed marijuana use by 13.3 
percent of black males, a 195 percent increase over the 
1991-92 report; by 6.7 percent of black females, a 253 
percent increase over the last four years; and by 7.2 
percent of white females, a 118 percent increase. 

Slightly more than 10 percent of white males in the 
same age group reported using marijuana last year, a 79 
percent increase over the 1991-92 school year. 

Overall, white students reported a higher incidence of 
drug use than black students for the 10 substances 


studied, including cocaine, hallucinogens and inhalants. 
One example: 13.2 percent of white senior males said 
they used hallucinogens in 1994-95, compared with 4.6 
percent of their black male peers. 

Among the survey’s other findings: 

@ Nearly one in 10 junior-high students said they 
smoked marijuana during the 1994-95 school year — 
more than double the number reported four years ago. 

w Cigarette use reached its highest level in eight 
years, with 44 percent of high school students reporting 
they smoked at least once in the past year. Among junier- 


high students, the number was 28 percent.

He likened the globules to watch- 
ing a desert windstorm blow light 
sand away, gradually uncovering bur- 
ied boulders. 

“This is the first time that we have 
actually seen the process of forming stars being uncov- 


ered by photoevaporation,” said Hester. 

The pictures capture the stars before they finished 
forming. 

“Tf left to its own devices, the star eventually approach- 
es a point where nuclear burning happens in its interior,” 
Hester said. ““When it does, it starts turning 0 on wind and 
blowing material away. 

“It’s thought that the wind disperses the cloud around 
it and prevents any more material from forming. The 
stars kind of say, we’ve had enough. The stars inside the 
EGGs seem to be stars that have not said we have 
enough; they are still stars getting mass.”

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Senate Vetoes Bill To Raise Seniors’ Earnings

WASHINGTON — On a procedural vote 
Thursday, the Senate blocked legislation that 
would have allowed people who continue work- 
ing while receiving Social Security to keep 
more of their benefits. 

Under current law, beneficiaries between 
the ages of 65 and 69 lose $1 in benefits for 
every $3 they earn above $11,280. That in 
effect adds a 33-percent tax atop income taxes 
and payroll taxes. 

A bill by Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., would 
have raised the limit over seven years to 
$30,000. But Sen. Alan Simpson, R-Wyo., 
raised a procedural objection, saying McCain’s 
proposal to offset the seven-year, $10 billion 
cost of his bill would eventually shortchange the 
Social Security Trust Fund. 

The Senate voted 53-42 to waive Simpson's 
procedural objection, but that fell short of the 
60 votes needed, and the measure was sent to 
the Finance Committee for redrafting. 

Voting to waive the barrier were Illinois 
senators Carol Moseley-Braun and Paul Simon, 
both Democrats, and Sen. John Ashcroft, R-Mo.

“More than ever, it’s important to 


have Quebeckers in Ottawa who de- 
fend the interests of Quebec when 
unprecedented attacks will be 
launched against us.’ 

The Bloc, with 53 seats, is Parlia- 
ment’s largest opposition party. A 
few Bloc members might resign, and 
special elections would be held to 
replace them, Bouchard said. 

Canadian Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien has promised that Parlia- 
ment, controlled by his Liberal Party, 
will act swiftly on political changes 
intended to satisfy Quebec 
nationalists. 

Chretien’s strategy was assailed 
Thursday by Preston Manning, lead- 
er of the Reform Party. The conserv- 
ative, western-based party advocates 
a major shift of federal powers to the 
provinces. 

Manning said Chretien should offer 
no special status or privileges to Que- 
bec, and instead should focus on de- 
centralization that would give more 
power to all the provinces, on an

As Technology Changes, F'BI Seeks To Keep, Not Expand, Monitoring |

WASHINGTON — The Justice Department 


said Thursday that some future emergency may - 


require that the FBI tap up to one out of every 


1,000 phones in a high-crime urban neighborhood. 


' But the Justice Department emphasized Thursday 


that there are no current plans to expand the 
current number of wiretaps. 

A discussion of wiretap policies erupted as ex- 
perts inside and outside the government tried to 


“ explain and understand a little-noticed FBI an- 


nouncement in the Federal Register. 
The Oct. 16 issue of the Register, which prints 


‘proposed and final federal regulations, contained a 


complicated, technical explanation of changes the 
FBI wants telephone companies to make. 

The changes, often in computer programming, 
are designed to preserve law enforcement’s ability 
to wiretap as telephones are switched from analog, 
copper-wire technology to computer-controlled, 
digital communications over fibre-optic lines. 

Old-style copper lines are easy to tap because 
they carry only one conversation. Digital switches 
and fiber optics routinely carry hundreds of scram- 
bled conversations at the same time; special com- 
puter programs are needed to tap a single line. 

Assistant FBI Director James Kallstrom, head of 
the New York office, explained that phone compa- 
ny switches were engineered to allow an average 
of 10 percent of the current telephones to be used 
at the same time. 

In a New York City neighborhood with 50,000 
phones, the switches can connect about 5,000 at 
once. The FBI is seeking computer programming 
to allow tapping of up to 50 of them at once, 
Kallstrom said.

FBI were working on a terrorist case, the Drug 
Enforcement Administration on a drug case and 
the New York City police were working on a 
kidnapping all at the same time,’ Kallstrom said. 

Despite the notice, Deputy Attorney General 
Jamie Gorelick said: “There is no intention to 
expand the number of wiretaps or the extent of 
wiretapping. . . . I don’t think the American people 
should be worried about that.”’ 

Last year, federal and state courts authorized 
1,154 wiretaps, many on more than one phone. Of 
the total, 48 percent were sought by federal 
agents. . 

Increases in recent years have happened mostly 
in drug-trafficking cases. 

“As we've gotten more aggressive in the drug 
war, aS organized gang activity has been an in- 
creased focus for us, we’ve seen a slight increase,” 
Gorelick said. 

The FBI notice was required by the Communica- 
tions Assistance for Law Enforcement Act, passed 
last year to deal with digital telephone technology. 

FBI Director Louis J. Freeh had said, ‘Without 
this bill ... we would have been completely pre- 
vented in a very short time from carrying out any 
court-approved wiretapping’ because of new 


technology 


Gorelick said the law was designed ‘‘to leave law 
enforcement in the same position it is now, ... to 


ensure that emerging digital technology would not 
defeat current lawful wiretaps.” 

She stressed that court approval would still be 
required for any wiretap. 

Justice Department spokesman Carl Stern said 
the vast staff needed to listen to wiretaps would 
prevent any large expansion. 

Kallstrom pointed out that with old-style tele- 
phones linked by copper wire ‘‘the FBI has had the 
technological capacity to tap 100 percent of the 
telephones in existence’’ whether in use or not. 
But he said it had never had the desire, the staff 
power or court approval to do so. 

The technological capacity would drop from 100 
percent now to 0.1 percent of current telephones 
in high-crime urban areas and to smaller percent- 
ages in small town and rural areas, Kallstrom said. 

But experts familiar with the law were initially 
critical of the FBI’s reach. 

_“The level of capacity that the FBI is proposing 
here would come as a surprise to many who sup- 
ported the legislation,”’ said James X. Dempsey, 
deputy director of the Center for National Security 
Studies, a group that monitors government sur- 
veillance activities. 

Dempsey originally read the notice to mean that 
the bureau wanted to be able to tap 1 percent of 
lines in existence. When he was told that Kallstrom 
said the notice meant 1 percent of the lines that 
can be used at the same time — 0.1 percent of all 
lines in existence — Dempsey said: ‘““That’s good. 
They should say so more explicitly in the notice, 
and they should provide some evidence of why they 
might need that many.”’

Women’s Coalition Targets New Voters 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A biparti- 
san coalition of 110 women’s groups 
announced Thursday that it would try 
to mobilize women to vote next year 
through a high-tech network of faxes, 
e-mail and Internet homepages. 

“Seventy-five years after suffrag- 
ists won women the right to vote, 
voting is not yet a habit for American 
women,” said Irene Natividad, chair- 
woman of the Women’s Vote '96 
coalition. : 

Almost 38 percent of eligible wom- 
en voted in last year’s elections, 
about the same percentage as men. 
Natividad said that because women 
make up more than half the voting 
population, they are missing an op- 
portunity to exert more influence in

at the seventh cervical vertebrae. 

Schumaier said he had argued in 
court that the fraternity had violated 
its own alcohol policies. Both the fra- 
ternity and the university had policies 
in place that prohibited serving alco- 
holic beverages during fraternity 
events to minors. 

The fraternity had been placed on 
probation for six months in 1988 


when a woman passed out and was 
hospitalized after another drinking 
incident. 

But Donald Horowitz of Creve 
Coeur, who represented motel owner 
Raymond Grove, another defendant 


in the case, said he had argued that 


the plaintiff was responsible for her 
own injury. 

“She’s a very nice girl, and it’s 
very unfortunate. She’s done very 
well for herself, but she was the one 
who was responsible,”’ said Horowitz. 

Horowitz said no damages were 
assessed against Grove. But he said 


other defense lawyers for the frater- 
nity were planning to appeal. 

The jury assessed $4.5 million in 
actual damages and $4.5 in punitive 
damages against the fraternity. How- 
ever, the jury also ruled that the 
fraternity was only 70 percent at 
fault and that Reinfeld was 30 per- 
cent at fault. 

That means the judge will reduce 
the amount of plaintiff's damages by 
30 percent, assuming the reward is 
not overturned by a higher court.

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In New Book, 
Charles Shares 


His Favorite 
Shakespeare 


LONDON (AP) — Among Prince Charles’ 
favorite passages from Shakespeare, com- 
piled in a book and recording, is a particularly 
telling choice: “What infinite heart’s ease 
must kings neglect that private men enjoy.” 

In the introduction to ‘‘The Prince’s 
Choice,” released Thursday, the man who 
may someday be king writes: “I found myself 
wondering in amazement at Shakespeare’s 
insight into the mind of someone born into 
this kind of position.” 

The scene is one of nearly 40 extracts 
included in the book and recording. Released 
in time for Christmas shoppers in Britain, it 
won't be sold in the United States until May. 

The aim, Charles says in the introduction, 
s “to inspire some people to re-read the 
plays or, better still, see them again on the 
stage.” 

Charles writes that he has been an avid 
Shakespearean ever since his student appear- 
ance in the minor role of the Duke of Extra in 
a boarding school production of “Henry V.”’ 

For the recording, Charles surrounded 
himself with major British talent — Sir John 
Gielgud, Glenda Jackson, Alec McCowen, 
Paul Eddington and, pre-eminently, Sir Rob- 
ert Stephens. 

Charles is heard in only one passage — act 
2, Scene 5 of Henry IV, Part 1, in which the 
future king of England puts his friend Falstaff 
in the dock for a mock trial of his life of 
excess, 

Prince Charles rises to what, it must be 
said, is not a terribly demanding task, since 
Stephens dominates the scene as Falstaff, 
Shakespeare’s celebrated “‘hill of flesh.” 

“There is a devil haunts thee in the like- 
ness of an old fat man ... a misleader of 
youth,” says the prince, speaking Prince 
Hal’s lines. 

Director Glyn Dearman said Charles did 
need some coaching. “He came across as 
such a nice guy. When he berates Falstaff, 
the problem was getting him to be angry 
enough,’ Dearman said. 


Breast Cancer Gene Linked To Other Cancers® 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The gene responsible for 
hereditary breast cancer might also play a role in the 
noninherited tumors that are far more common — by 
somehow getting lost inside cells, new research suggests. 

The gene BRCA1 is thought to suppress cancerous 
growth when it works properly. Women who inherit a 
mutated version are at increased risk of getting the 
hereditary form of breast cancer. 

No one has ever found mutated BRCA1 in noninherited 
breast tumors, indicating it might not be important for 
most women. But now University of Texas researchers 
have made the surprise finding that otherwise normal 
BRCA1 seems to get lost in some women with noninherit- 
ed breast cancer. 

The discovery, reported today in the journal Science, is 
“a very exciting tease,”’ said Dr. William Wood of Emory 


Diabetes Rate On Rise 
As Nation’s Population 


Gets Older And Fatter 


NEW YORK (AP) — The number of Americans with 
diabetes has risen almost 50 percent since 1983 and the 
disease rate has tripled since 1958 — in part because the 
population is getting older and fatter. 

About 16 million Americans now have. diabetes, up 
from 11 milion in 1983, said Dr. Richard Eastman of the 
National Institute of Diabetes and Digestive and Kidney 
Diseases in Bethesda, Md. 

About half of people with diabetes don’t know it be- 
cause they don’t recognize the symptoms such as unex- 
plained thirst and frequent urination, Eastman said in an 
interview Thursday before presenting the figures at a 
briefing sponsored by the American Medical Association 
and the American Diabetes Association. The numbers 
come from several federal surveys, he said. 

Left untreated, diabetes can lead to blindnesss, kidney 
failure and nerve damage. 

“There has been just an inexorable increase since 
1958,” said Eastman, director of the institute’s division of 
diabetes, endocrinology and metabolic diseases. 

In 1958, diabetes occurred in less than 1 percent of the 
nation’s population, he said, but now it is up to 3 percent 
to 4 percent. The increase appears in type II diabetes, 
which makes up 95 percent of all diabetes cases. 

One reason for the increase is that more people are in 
the age range in which type II is more prevalent, 
Eastman said. The disease is diagnosed on average at age 
51, he said. 

Increased rates of obesity and of a lack of exercise, 
both of which raise the risk of type II diabetes, also are 
responsible, he said. Another reason is the growth of 
minority populations such as blacks, American Indians, 
Asians and Hispanics who have elevated diabetes rates, 
mostly because of their genes, he said. 


Finding Could Help Doctors Map 
Virulence Of Early Conditions 


University. “It means a mechanism we’re already learn- 
ing about may be much more broadly important than our 
initial thought that it would affect just a small group of 
families at high risk.” 

The finding might also eventually help doctors tell how 
far cancer has spread before it appears malignant under 
the microscope, so they can better treat women, he said. 

Between 5 percent and 10 percent of the 182,000 
breast cancer cases diagnosed each year are genetic. 
BRCAl1 is responsible for half of these inherited tumors, 
as well as some hereditary ovarian cancer. Scientists also 
have found that in some women, normal BRCA1 can 
mutate to cause noninherited ovarian tumors. 


But no genetic flaws have ever been found in noninher- 
ited breast tumors. At Texas, Dr. Wen-Hwa Lee, a 
biotechnologist who discovered the first tumor suppres- 
sor gene, decided to check how well BRCA1 worked in 
these patients. 

He found that in some, BRCA1 wasn’t in the nucleus of 
breast cells — the only spot where genes have all the 
ingredients necessary to switch on and manufacture vital 
proteins. Instead, it was located in the cell fluid, or 
cytoplasm. 

“If BRCA1 is not in the nucleus . . . even if it’s normal it 
won’t work,” explained co-researcher Dr. C. Kent 
Osborne. rary 

The findings suggest “that abnormalities in BRCA1 are: ; 
fundamental to the genesis or progression of most breast. } 
cancers,”’ Lee concluded.

Perhaps I should have included this sad 
snippet in Wednesday’s column. It illustrates 
a point that I figured could go unsaid. That 
point is this — some pantie schools are doing 
just fine. 

Almost as soon as I arrived at work 
Wednesday, I was swamped with phone calls. 
A number of them were from principals and 


administrators of the kind of schools of which . 


my three teachers so wistfully talked. 

So if you’re one of the principals or admin- 
istrators who left word on my voice mail 
extending me an invitation to visit your 
school, I politely decline. I understand — and 
Fm sure the readers do, too — that all public 
schools are not the “holding pens’’ that my 
three teachers described. 

Public schools, after all, reflect the commu- 
nities they serve. Just as some neighborhoods 
are relatively safe and others are combat 

‘zones, some public schools are doing a whole 
lot better than others. 
“If the community as a whole, and the par- 
ents in particular, expect and demand a disci- 
environment in the schools, the school 
gdministrators will provide such an environ- 
ment. That’s something for everybody to

Busta- 
mante, a Colombian who entered the 
United States illegally in 1992, is a main 
government witness against Elisa De- 
Luca and her husband, George DeLuca. 
They are accused of running a drug 
operation that bought Colombian co- 
caine in New York City and sold it here. 

Bustamante testified that he counted 
drug money and ferried cash and cocaine 
between St. Louis and New York while 
attending Lafayette High School. He 
came to St. Louis with the DeLucas in 
June 1993, after George DeLuca retired 
as a New York police officer. 

Bustamante, who gives conflicting 
birthdays, is 19 or 20. He told jurors the 
following story: 

He fell in love with Elisa DeLuca’s 
daughter, Alexandra, almost from the 
moment he met her. She lived with her 
mother and George DeLuca in Chester- 
field at a $400,000 house that authori-

Con Artist Reveals Insurance-Scam Tricks

David Ballog Jr. shared the tricks of his 
trade Thursday — the insurance fraud trade. 
Ballog, a 49-year-old admitted con artist, 
spoke to 200 insurance agents for SAFECO at 
the Radisson Hotel in Bridgeton. He said he’s 


‘been speaking to insurance agents across the 


country to try to thwart the bogus insurance 
claims said to be costing the industry about $2 
billion a year. 

“I was a born hustler,’”’ the stout Ballog 


warned the group. “I’m a scoundrel, and when 
it comes to making money, I’m a terror.” 
And he’s going to federal prison for it in 
anuary 

Balog, of Chicago, has been dubbed by 
investigators as the Godfather of Fraud. He 
pleaded guilty a year ago of mail fraud. He’s to 
serve 20 months in prison — a small price to 
pay, he said, for bilking insurance companies 
of $3.5 million.in bogus claims. He said most of 
the money fueled his gambling habit and paid 
off mobsters for shark loans. 


Ballog said he turned in his mother, three 


sons, a daughter-in-law, 10 other relatives and 
two former Chicago police officers to federal 


‘ authorities because he didn’t want them to 


turn on him first. 

“I didn’t want to be used as a bargaining 
chip,” Ballog said. 

In hopes of a light sentence, which he got, 
he agreed to give the insurance industry point- 
ers on how to stop scoundrels like himself. He 
spent 15 years mastering his craft by using his

Well Capped; Parents, Volunteers Haul Water

Nobody’s sure why lead levels are 
higher than usual in the drinking wa- 
ter at the Maple Grove Elementary 
School in Dittmer. 

Tuesday afternoon, school officials 
shut off the well water. 

It was no Halloween prank. 

The state Department of Natural 
Resources said that a test showed the 
lead level was higher than the accept- 
ed standard. 

The mini-crisis brought on a wave 
of volunteer help, and the students 
seemed to enjoy the attention. 

On Thursday, parents and others 
continued to haul water into the 
school so the 600 students — in 
kindergarten though fifth grade — 
and 45 staff members had drinking 


_water. The imported water is also 


being used to help prepare meals. 

No one seemed concerned about 
any danger, although letters were 
sent to parents explaining the prob-

Another trick Ballog said he used 
was to use friends as witnesses. 


He said one night several years 
ago, he, his son and two friends left 
Chicago for a trip to Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., to gamble. To cover gambling 
losses, the foursome stopped at a 
fast-food restaurant for a little insur- 
ance scam. 


The two friends were to act as 
strangers — and witnesses. Ballog 


said he set up phone-answering ser- . 


vices in Texas and Hawaii for the 
friends to give to the insurance ad- 
juster as their home phones. He fig- 
ured the insurance adjuster would 
suspect something if the witnesses as 
well as Ballog and his son were from 
Chicago. 

The friends went into the restau- 
rant and placed taco sauce on the 
floor. Ballog and his son, with a 
chronic bloody nose, went in, and his 
son staged a fall.

“A lot of my countrymen take 
Churchill’s account in his memoirs at 
face value — that we were smarter 
than the Americans,” Charmley said. 

But, he noted, Roosevelt never got 
around to -writing his version, In 
Charmley’s view, Roosevelt was 
clever and manipulative, in the way 
that most Americans assume British 
diplomats are clever and 
manipulative.

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ACORN Petition Focuses On Jobs

The community activist group ACORN is circu- ° 


lating petitions in an effort to force companies that 
get city subsidies to hire unemployed city residents 
and to pay them a “‘living wage”’ of at least $7.50 
an hour 


In a news conference Thursday, representatives 
of the Missouri Association of Community Organi- 
zations for Reform Now, known as ACORN, said a 
1987 ordinance requires companies to hire from a 
First Source registry of unemployed city residents. 

But ACORN said 40 of the 70 companies with 
such agreements have failed to meet their commit- 
ments and that the city has never penalized a 
company for non-compliance. 

ACORN was the prime force behind the 1987 
ordinance but says its investigation last year 


showed that the city was failing to enforce it. 

Further, ACORN says, 81 percent of the jobs 
created under First Source agreements keep em- 
ployees living below the federally defined poverty 
level. 

“We're here today to call for an end to ADC — 
Aid to Dependent Corporations,” said Rita Lomax, 
an ACORN organizer. She said the companies that 
honor their commitments deserve the city’s sup- 
port. But she said the city has many “‘low-road 
companies.” 

‘This type of company soaks up our tax dollars, 
pays poverty level wages to its employees and 
even has the nerve to threaten to move out of town 
if we take away their welfare,’’ she said. 

Lloyd Jordan, chief of staff for Mayor Freeman 
Bosley Jr.; said the mayor’s office has been meet- 
ing with ACORN and other groups since the spring 


on the First Source process. He said Alderman 
Kenneth Jones, I-22nd Ward, was drafting an ordi- 
nance that would address most of ACORN’s 
concerns. 

The ordinance does not address the “living 
wage’ provision. Jordan said he hadn't studied that 
concept enough to take a position on it. He said he 
would want to maké sure that provision wouldn't 
deter projects in the city or creation of new jobs. 

ACORN says wages of $7.50 an hour are enough 
for a family of four to live at the poverty level. The 
future living wage level would fluctuate with the 
cost-of-living index. 

ACORN had had success with initiative peti- 
tions. The group was behind a proposition that 
sharply limited campaign contributions in Missouri 
but has been blocked by federal courts. Voters last 
fall approved the initiative by a 4:1 ratio. 


Newspapers Argue Against New Sales Tax 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — The Missouri Su- 
preme Court was urged Thursday to apply sales 
tax to computers used to produce newspapers. But 
a newspaper’s attorney countered that the com- 
puters are part of a manufacturing process and 
should be tax-exempt. 

The case could have an economic impact for 
many Missouri newspapers, which use computers 
for several phases of their operations, from writing 
stories to laying out the finished pages. 

The Missouri Department of Revenue appealed 
a ruling by the state Administrative Hearing Com- 
mission, which sided in March with the Southeast 
Missourian newspaper at Cape Girardeau. 

After conducting an audit in 1993, the agency 
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said the newspaper had not paid sales tax on 
computer equipment bought from September 
1989 through August 1992. 

But the newspaper said the equipment pur- 
chases should be tax-exempt under Missouri law, 
which gives manufacturers a tax break on equip- 
ment used to make their products. 

Nearly $22,000 in taxes was paid under protest 
last year. The disputed amount before the court is 
about $2,200, partly because the newspaper did 
not contest some of the department’s argument 
about what was owed, said Larry Weltman of St. 
Louis, attorney for the newspaper. 

Weltman urged the seven-member court Thurs- 
day to use ‘‘a common-sense approach”’ in applying 
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the law. 

“‘We believe that this court has addressed the 
sales tax questions at issue in this case several 
times,” he said. 

But Assistant Attorney General Gretchen Garri- 
son said the Southeast Missourian had shown insuf- 
ficient evidence that the exemption should apply to 
its computers. 

The state began applying sales tax to newspaper 
sales in 1990, after the Supreme Court ruled that 
the publications were subject to taxation. 

Doug Crews, executive director of the Missouri 
Press Association, said Thursday that the court’s 
ruling essentially said that newspaper publishing 
was a manufacturing industry. 
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Two Parents Charged 
In Malnutrition Death

The parents of a frail, under- 
weight, underdeveloped 2-year-old 
girl found dead in her bed on Sept. 1 
were charged Thursday night with 
second-degree murder. 

An autopsy report completed earli- 
er Thursday disclosed that the girl, 
Michelle Gray, died from severe de- 
hydration, and Dr. Michael Graham, 
the St. Louis medical examiner, ruled 
the death a homicide. 

Authorities speculated that Mi- 
chelle’s death must have been a long, 
agonizing ordeal because she did not 
receive adequate fluids to sustain life. 

Police arrested Michelle’s parents, 
Jeffery Gray, 32, and Julie Gray, 28. 
Authorities charged each of them 
with second-degree murder and five 
counts of endangering the welfare of 
a child. Bail is $50,000 each. 

The Grays awoke Sept. 1 and 
found the girl lifeless, authorities 
said. 

Investigators found the dead girl’s 
twin sister in what they called a de- 
plorable condition and the family liv- 
ing amid filth in the home in the 400 
block of Wilmington Avenue. 

“‘The surviving twin was lethargic 
and couldn’t sit up or couldn’t walk,”’ 
said Sgt. Mary Warnecke, supervisor 
of the child abuse unit. 

“She was diagnosed as having se- 
vere developmental delays and 
growth retardation due to 
malnutrition.” 

But the surviving twin showed im- 
mediate improvement during a brief

hospital stay, Warnecke added, and 
has been placed in a foster home. 

The twins’ parents told police the 
girls had simply refused to eat, War- 
necke said. 

Authorities also removed three 
other siblings — girls 4 and’8 and a 
boy, 5 — from the home; and they, 
too, have been placed in foster care. 

“The three were not malnour- 
ished, but were filthy and had lice,” 
Warnecke said. 

The house was filthy, with garbage 
strewn about. ““There was animal fe- 
ces on the floor, the toilet didn’t flush 
and the refrigerator didn’t work,’ 
Warnecke said. 

Police said the Missouri Division of 
Family Services had been monitoring 
the Gray household for several years 
but couldn’t say why social workers 
didn’t notice the deteriorating health 
of the twins. 

Marilynn Knipp, a spokeswoman 
for the Missouri Department of So- 
cial Services, said the Division of 
Family Services would examine its 
role with the family. 

“If someone did not do their job 
appropriately, then actions will be 
taken,’’ she said.

But they’re rou- 
tinely awakened a half-hour or more 
earlier by trucks for the various com- 
peting trash firms serving their 
neighborhood — the Willowyck sub- 
division near Parkway North High 
School. 

“If I chose to drive a car without a 
muffler through a neighborhood ev- 
ery day at 6:15 a.m., neighbors would 
be calling and I would be cited and 
ticketed for peace disturbance,” said 
Jacque Tebbe, an elementary school 
teacher, in a letter to the council.

As Most Birds Head South, 
Starlings Prefer To Stay Put

Most birds fly south in fall. Not 
starlings. 

A million of them perch year- 
round in Missouri and Illinois. And 
that’s why you hear those loud 
whistles and cackling sounds in 
treetops and gutters this time of 
year: Starlings are roosting by the 
thousands. 


Alfred Hitchcock once made a 
spooky movie (‘‘The Birds,”’ 
1963) about starlings attacking 
people. But the 8'%-inch, speck- 
led, black-and-white birds with iri- 
descént plumage really are harm- 
less. They’re just looking for a 
place to perch. 


“Starlings are very opportunis- 
tic and adapt well in city areas,” 
said Carol Kershner of Wildlife 
Bird Rehabilitation. ‘‘They can 
find nesting space in any hole.”’ 


In downtown, starlings are visi- 
ble mostly in parks and rooftop 
crannies of buildings. Starlings 
tend to cluster in areas with trees, 
Kershner said. 


From University City to the 
northern end of St. Louis, star- 
lings mix with other feeding birds 
in flocks up to the thousands, she 
said. 


Starlings were brought to 
North America in the 1800s from 
Europe. 


“They've survived and have 
adapted to life here,’’ Kershner 
said. ‘They didn’t fly over, so why 
would they migrate?” 


Some people think starlings are 
pests because they can mess up 
sidewalks and cars. 


Mike Macek, curator of birds at 
the St. Louis Zoo, offered two 
suggestions for shooing away 
starlings: 


® Record a loud bang and play 
it in 15-minute intervals to stop 
the starlings from coming back to 
the dwelling. 


@ Put a fake owl in the tree. An 
owl is a predator to the starlings. 
But beware that if it never moves, 
the starlings will tend to ignore it 
and reclaim their roost. 


Macek said these techniques 
were used last winter in Alton to 
rid a downtown street of starlings. 


“We get calls from people each 
season wanting to know how to rid 
a front-yard tree of starlings,”’ he 
said. 

“Either move your car, cut 
down the tree or just live with it.” 


Americans Must Face | 
Racism, Educator Says | 


Issue Remains ‘Deep And Painful’ In Society

Racism is alive and well in this 
country, and race is the great divide, 
a Harvard educator said in a visit 
Thursday to St. Louis. ' 


Sara Lawrence-Lightfoot, a pro- 
fessor at Harvard’s graduate school 
of education, spoke to about 60 peo- 
ple at a conference on women in 
school administration held at the 
Sheraton West Port. 


“With the O.J. Simpson trial and 
the Million Man March, we began to 
talk out loud about race,’’ Lawrence- 
Lightfoot said, in response to ques- 
tions. ‘““We have to admit how deep 
and painful this issue is in our 
society.” 

She said one has to look no further 
than Bosnia and the Middle East to 
realize the global implications of rac- 
ism. But solutions will come at the 
local level with people acknowledging 
racism and talking about it, she said. 

Lawrence-Lightfoot would like to 
see more black males in schools as 
role models. She would like to see 
curriculum, such as history, include 
the lives of more people and other 
cultures. She would like to see ways 
provided for teachers to deal with 
their own bias, fears and racism. She 
said the most subtle racism often 
takes place in teaching. 

For Lawrence-Lightfoot, the 
daughter of a pediatrician and sociol- 
ogist, education began at home 


around the family table. She said 
school offers a counterpoint to that. 
But for students who have no such 
opportunity, she mentioned a teacher 
who brought a dining room table into 
a literature class so her 11th-graders 
could bring their experiences to the 
table on Monday mornings and relate 
them to what they read. 


Lawrence-Lightfoot has written 
six books. She talked about one pub- 
lished last year called “I’ve Known 
Rivers: Lives of Loss and Libera- 
tion.’’ The book chronicles the lives 
of six African-American men and 
women. In the book, she writes of 
black identity, middle age and 
achievement. She speaks of the loss 
of rootedness amid economic gains. 


“These are journeys marked by 
hope,’” Lawrence-Lightfoot said. ‘“‘ 
found people are able to live with a 
mixture of loss and gain.”’ 

She wants students to recognize 
the extraordinary diversity in any 
cultural group. She would warn stu- 
dents that life is full of imperfection 
and pain, yet possible to endure and 
possible to get better. 

“Kids need to read much more 
complicated stories, and so do we, to 
be seduced into living lives of cour- 
age and commitment,”’ she said. 

‘“‘We need to be deeply rooted and 
confident in our ethnic identities so 
we can be open and generous in re- 
gard of others.”

Japanese Bank 
To Close In U.S. 


Daiwa Also Faces Indictment 
After Bond Trading Scandal

WASHINGTON — The U.S. government announced a 
24-count criminal indictment Thursday against Daiwa 
Bank Ltd. that could lead to fines of more than $1 billion. 

It also ordered the giant Japanese bank to shut its doors 
in the United States — including its branch in downtown 
St. Louis. 

The bank allegedly concealed massive trading losses 
from U.S. banking regulators at the highest levels and 
was charged by a U.S. grand jury with conspiracy to 
defraud the Federal Reserve. 

The charges also include mail and wire fraud, obstruct- 
ing an examination of a financial institution, falsification of 
bank records and failing to report a crime. 

Daiwa, which has 16 branches in the United States, 
arrived in St. Louis in 1990 when it bought the U.S. 
offices of Lloyds Bank of London. Its St. Louis office is at 
200 North Broadway. 

Federal and state banking regulators ordered the bank 
to shut down in the United States by Feb. 2, saying the 
bank had engaged in unsafe and unsound banking prac- 
tices. Daiwa, based in Osaka, is Japan’s 10th-largest bank. 

The steps were the most drastic the U.S. government 
has taken against a foreign bank since it shut down Bank 
of Credit and Commerce International in 1991 in what 
was then called the biggest bank fraud in history. 

The charges against Daiwa stem from the bank’s 
admission in September that Toshihide Iguchi, the former 
head government bond trader at its New York branch, 
had racked up $1.1 billien in losses over 11 years from 
trading U.S. Treasury securities. Daiwa waited two 
months to tell U.S. regulators of Iguchi’s losses after it 
learned of them.

Chrysler, UAW Resume Talks

DETROIT — Chrysler Corp. resumed negotiations 
with striking United Auto Workers members at its De- 
troit glass plant Thursday in an effort to avert any 
shutdowns at assembly plants. 

About 1,000 workers at the McGraw Glass Plant, 
which supplies glass products to most of Chrysler’s nine 
U.S. assembly plants, walked off the job Wednesday over 
health and safety issues. 

The McGraw plant supplies products such as wind- 
shields and back lights to Chrysler assembly plants on a 
just-in-time basis. 


The assembly plants keep only a few days’ supply of' 


glass products on hand rather than stocking large 
inventories. 

Chrysler would be hard hit if forced to close plants that 
manufacture its popular, profitable minivans and Jeep 
Grand Cherokee sport utility vehicle, said Michael 
Schmall, automotive forecasts director at J.D. Power and 
Associates, a Detroit automotive consulting firm. 

“‘We estimate that they’re making a profit on minivans 


and the Grand Cherokee from $5,000 to $10,000 each,” 
said Schmall. “It’s [potentially] a very expensive strike.”’ 


Kerkorian Rebuffed Again 


HIGHLAND PARK, Mich. — Chrysler Corp.’s board 
spurned suggestions from largest shareholder Kirk Ker- 
korian Thursday that it raise the threshold for triggering 
its “poison pill” plan and that it undertake a special 
review of its cash position. 

Chrysler said, however, that its board will meet with 
large shareholders over the next three months to discuss 
Kerkorian’s proposal for three new board members and 
adoption of an anti-greenmail provision. 

The board’s overall response amounted to a stinging 
rebuke of Kerkorian. Chrysler’s poison pill “is important 
in protecting shareholders against abusive takeover tac- 
tics,’ Chrysler Chairman Robert Eaton said, in a pointed 
reference that echoes the company’s previous criticism of 
the Las Vegas billionaire.

“This was a cover-up pure and simple,” said James 
Kallston, assistant director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s New York office. ‘‘One lie leads to another 
and, in this case, to jail and other severe penalties.” 

In a statement issued in New York, Daiwa Bank called 
the indictment “‘regrettable and unfortunate” and said it 
planned to fight the criminal charges. ‘“‘We deeply regret 
the U.S. Attorney’s decision to proceed with these crimi- 
nal charges,” said Takashi Kaiho, newly-named president 
of Daiwa Bank.

\ When To Take Money, Run 


After Hostile Takeover Bid 


Like the rip-roaring ’80s,. only 
different.

of shareholders' must choose be- 
tween taking the money and run- 


'' ning, or patiently waiting out the 


deal-making process. 

Banking, technology, health 
care, media, automotive, utilities 
and many other groups provide 
ample targets in this year of stra- 
tegic mergers. 

Unlike the ego-driven, finan- 
cially motivated bids of the 1980s, 
these offers from lean-and-mean, 
cash-rich corporations are aimed 
at boosting market 
penetration and geo- 
graphic diversi- 
fication. 

There have been 
58 hostile corporate 
takeover bids already 
in 1995, with a total 
value of more than 
$47 billion, according 
to Securities Data 
Co. It’s shaping up as 
the hottest year for 
unsolicited offers since 1988, 
when 87 bids totaling $127 billion 
were logged. 

“Traditionally, less than one- 
third to one-fourth of hostile bids 
prove successful,” said Richard 
Peterson, an executive with Secu- 
rities Data. 


Thus far, 20 of this year’s hos- 
tile bids have been withdrawn, 
while the remainder have been 
completed, partially completed or 
are still pending. Each unsolicited 
offer is different and must be 
judged on its own merit. 

There are general rules of 
thumb for average shareholders 
encountering a hostile takeover 
bid, regarding whether they 
should sell now or wait for the 
deal’s consummation. 

“As a rule, it makes sense to 
lighten up or maybe even sell your 
entire position in a stock that’s 
trading at a premium to the bid 
because more sophisticated inves- 
tors think it isn’t a strong enough 
bid,” said Peter Schoenfeld, vice 
chairman with Shroder Wertheim 
& Co. ““That’s because the public 
is just not. equipped to make a 
decision about the risks and ulti- 
mate outcome of the transaction.”’ 

In some cases, such as the re- 
cent unsolicited bid by Wells Far- 
go for First Interstate Corp., 


shares of the acquiring company 
also move up handsomely. upon 
the announcement, an indication 
that Wall Street thinks the match 
and the price tag make sense. 
That might be a time for the aver- 
age shareholder in the acquiring 
company to consider taking prof- 
its, Schoenfeld believes. 


“Don’t look a gift horse in the 
mouth, for if your stock suddenly 
runs up 30 or 40 percent, it proba- 
bly makes sense to take the mon- 
ey and run,” counseled Bonnie 
Smith, co-portfolio manager for 
the Merger Fund, which invests in 
targets of publicly announced 

mergers, acquisitions 
and corporate reor- 
ganizations. 

Smith warned of 
numerous instances 
in which the bidder 
wound up walking 
away, and the target 
company’s stock 
came crashing to 
earth. 

There are many 
different types of hos- 

tile bids and not all sit equally well 
with every investor. 

“Investors in a high tax bracket 
would ordinarily be very much 
against a:cash bid because they 
don’t want to pay a huge capital 
gains tax if they have a low cost 
basis, but they might be more re- 
ceptive to stock,” said William 
Hummer, senior partner in Wayne 
Hummer & Co. investment and 
money management firm in-Chica- 
go. ““That’s why a lot of takeovers 
structure it in stock and cash.” 


Hummer believes it’s better 
for such investors to wait on a deal 
to see what happens, rather than 
sell immediately and pay signifi- 
cant capital gains tax. 

That’s a point with which Mich- 
ael Metz, chief investment strate- 
gist with Oppenheimer & Co., 
agrees heartily. Arbitrage is a 
specialized game he prefers not to 
play. 

“Holding tight makes the most 
sense for the average individual, 
since you basically bought the 
stock because the company was 
attractive,’ Metz said. “You can 
hope you'll be lucky, that lightning 
will strike and a deal will take 
place, but look upon it as an in-

Biotech Stocks 
Soaring Again, 


But Will It Last?

NEW YORK 


iotechnology is making a spirited come- 
back from two years of lab disappoint- 
ments and falling stocks. But it’s suffered 
for so long that the industry and its investors have 
begun wondering whether the revival will last. 
Scientists who manipulate genes and DNA hop- 
ing to treat some of medicine’s most fearsome 
maladies, have ticked off a list of successes. 
Hopes are high for Food and Drug Administra- 
tion approval of breakthrough drugs for multiple - 
sclerosis, AIDS-related cancer. and blindness, and 
the fatal muscle degeneration called amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis or Lou Gehrig’s disease. 
There’s even hope for a hormone that will some 
day stop people from getting fat. : 


Investors have responded by sending biotech 
stocks soaring at twice the rate of the broader 
market — up about 50 percent since Jan. 1. 

New investment dollars, in the form of stock 
offerings and other financing, are flowing into the 
industry at a near record pace: $1.62 billion in the 
third quarter alone, said the San Francisco re- 
search firm Burrill & Craves. 

But analysts remain circumspect. They look at 
the still-young industry’s proclivity for boom and 
bust cycles. They also note with worry that bio- 
tech stock indexes peaked several weeks ago. 

Because of the high cost of research, biotech 
has an insatiable need for new cash. Only about six 
of the 1,300 companies in the industry actually 
earn a profit, so a steady supply of new investors 
who are willing to wait for a payoff is critical. 

Is a downturn coming again? It’s too soon to 
tell, but this year’s successes at least offer some 
hope for stability. 


The first positive signs happened early in 
1995, at the industry’s financial nadir. 

“It had been a long time since the stock market 
had found biotech in favor and the conventional 
wisdom was the market was never going to come 
back,” said Marcia Kean, executive vice president 
of Feinstein Partners Inc. an investment research 
firm in Cambridge, Mass. 

Analysts expected widespread buyouts, consoli- 
dation, even some bankruptcies. While there were 
a few high profile acquisitions — for instance 
Amgen Inc.’s purchase of Synergen Inc., a compa- 
ny working on neurological drugs — the real 
reforms happened more subtly. 

Large pharmaceutical companies, seeing their 
traditional chemical research pipelines lacking, 
scoured the biotech firms for those that had 
promise. They took small stakes in biotechs and 
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agreed to supply more money as research mile- 
stones were reached — but they let the biotechs 
stay independent to avoid stifling their entrepre- 
neurship. In exchange, the biotechs gave their 
‘new partners the right to sell their new products. 
‘Money poured into biotechs from big [pharma- 
ceutical companies] in the first half of the year to 
the tune of $2.5 billion, in effect identifying for the 
stock market where the valuable opportunities 
were,” Kean said. 
Still, stocks rose only slightly, until June 12. On 
that day Cephalon Inc. of West Chester, Pa., 
unexpectedly reported that its drug Myotrophin 
was the first to slow Lou Gehrig’s disease. 
In July, a discovery had people dreaming of a 
cure for obesity after seeing pictures of fat lab 
mice who had been turned svelte by injections 
with the genetically engineered hormone leptin. 


Other research successes followed. There 
were failures too, but bullish-minded market play- 
ers didn’t mind. Stock prices spiked upward. 

So did the number of companies offering stock 
for the first time, as did secondary offerings of 
those who were already on the market. 

Unlike previous biotech booms, when many 
investors bought largely on hype and hope, it now 
appears areal acceleration of new product ap- 
provals is about to take place. 

Still analysts worty that this optimism will 
prompt investors to snap up too many shares of

Two possible areas of controversy 
involve Powell’s conduct in the Iran- 
Contra affair and his service in the 
Army division responsible for the My 
Lai massacre in Vietnam. 

Powell, then an Army major, 
served in 1968 as a senior operations 
officer for the Americal Division, a 
unit that was responsible for killing 
more than 100 civilians in the village 
of My Lai earlier that year. Powell 
arrived after the massacre but heard 
allegations of torture and murder of 
civilians through a letter passed up 
the chain of command by a young 
Army specialist. 

Powell dismissed the charges as 
unsupported and dropped the matter, 
which erupted into a huge national 
scandal more than a year later. 

In 1985, as military assistant to 
former Defense Secretary Caspar W. 
Weinberger, Powell became aware of 
the secret plan to trade arms for 
hostages with Iran. He and Weinber- 
ger both objected to the deal but 
went along with orders when then- 
President Ronald Reagan overruled 
them.

i WONDER if any other American president has 
understood the issue of race in this country better 
than Bill Clinton. 

That’s what came to mind after an 80-minute inter- 
view with the president on the issue of race relations. I 
was among a dozen columnists who met at the White 
House with Clinton on the issue. All 12 of us are 
members of the Trotter Group, an organization of 
about 30 black columnists from across the country. 
The group is named for William Monroe Trotter, a 
crusading black columnist at the turn of the century. 

Clinton was relaxed and comfortable as he talked 
about a subject to which he had obviously given consid- 
erable thought. “‘People pass like ships in the night and 
don’t talk about what they think,”’ he said, referring to 
blacks and whites, While that became clear after the 
reactions to the O.J. Simpson verdict, he 
said, “I don’t think people are as straight 
with each other as they should be.” 

Clinton said that although blacks and 
whites often work together, people are 
often afraid to raise issues of race instead 
of dealing with them head on. ‘‘We encoun- 
ter each other on a daily basis and tippy-toe 
around the issue,”’ he said. 


The president gave a speech last month 
in Texas in which he talked about racial 
matters at length. He spent some time 
talking about what was not racist. During 
Wednesday's meeting he was asked to de- 
fine what is racist. 

“One, it’s racist to affirmatively discriminate 
against someone on the basis of race. That’s racism. 
Two, it’s racist to act or refrain to act in ways that will 
cause harm to people, either physically or emotionally, 
simply because of race. And three, a subtle form of 
racism that we all have to be careful about, the 
presumption of what people feel or what they think 
based on the color of their skin. It still permeates this 
country and causes barriers.” 

Clinton said the “‘bravest people in America” were 
blacks who lived in high-rise projects, find themselves 
face to face with violence on a regular basis and yet 
continue to work and try to better their condition. 

“They’re still playing by the rules,”’ Clinton said. 
“The preconception by some whites that African- 
Americans don’t share the same values as they is 
wrong.”

he wins and what he says,”’ Clinton said. ‘‘At a time like 
this, it’s absolute folly to try to predict what will 
happen even a month from now. 

“‘What I will say to the African-American communi- 
ty is that no president in modern times has done 
more.” 

Clinton said that he had brought more blacks into 
every level of government than any other president. 
Indeed, at the White House alone, the president has 42 
black staffers. The number has never been that high. 

“‘T would like to be judged on my record and my 
commitment,’ he said. ‘‘Most of what I’ve done, I’ve 
had to fight Republicans to do.’”’ He referred to his 
decision to send troops into Haiti to stabilize the 
government there, his crime bill and his support for 
affirmative action laws. He argued that his opposition 
to the elimination of affirmative action had — save 

the policy. 

“IT believe that one of the great vic- 
tories we have won is that there have 
been no wholesale repeals of affirmative 
action by this Congress.’’ That’s because 
Republicans knew they could count on a 
veto if they tried it, he said. 

The president said he had spent more’ 
time with blacks than most white politi- 
cians and hoped that provided him with 
more of an understanding of them. 

“Even white Americans who don’t sup- 
port me otherwise believe I try to be fair 
on issues of race,’” he said. 


The president said that although there was much 
that the government could do, it’s important for people 
to deal with issues of race on an individual basis, to deal 
with people as individuals, not as groups. 

“To change people’s perceptions, you have to 
change people’s experiences,” he said. | 

Unlike most presidents, Clinton often uses his office 
as a bully pulpit on matters of race. He’s extolled the 
virtues of America’s diversity and argued persuasively 
the need for people of different races to try to under- 
stand one another better. 

Perhaps he’s just a very good actor. 

But after spending some time with him this week, I 
was left convinced that he believes what he says and 
wants todo more to pull us all together. ~

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Don’t Gag The Nation’s Charities 


If the so-called Istook amendment is what some 
House Republicans really mean by lobbying re- 
forms, then cookie-selling Girl Scouts and all other 
charities are in trouble. The legislation would im- 
pose burdensome reporting rules and new restric- 
tions on lobbying and other efforts by organizations 
seeking to influence public policies. 

These groups-and their volunteers now have the 
right to voice‘opinions about human and community 
concerns and legislation bearing on them. Internal 
Revenue Service regulations already act as a deter- 
rent to those that might be tempted to abuse their 
nonprofit status. 

Yet, three first-term Republicans — Ernest J. 
Istook Jr. of Oklahoma, Robert Ehrlich Jr. of Mary- 
land and David McIntosh of Indiana — seem to think 
existing rules aren’t strict enough. Their legislation 
would do harm to many worthy nonprofit organiza- 
tions that receive federal funds. That is why more 
than 500 of them, ranging from the Girl Scouts and 
Catholic Charities to United Way of America and the 
American Association of Retired Persons, are urg- 
ing senators, and reasonable House members as 
well, to reject this measure. 

The amendment could silence the voices of non- 
profit groups at all levels of government. Its provi- 


sions are so restrictive that a group could be forbid- 
den to make known its views on nutritional pro- 
grams for needy kids, for example, to a congression- 
al, state legislative or city council committee. 

Among other things, all charities would be sub- 
jected to definite limits on lobbying and would face 
new record-keeping chores to comply with the 
amendment’s new definitions of lobbying and politi- 
cal advocacy. The added record keeping would be 
especially burdensome to organizations that operate 
on shoestring budgets. 

To make matters worse, Istook proponents want 
to include a bounty provision to give lawyers an 
incentive to track activities by charities and other 
nonprofit organizations and sue those that exceed 
the new restrictive guidelines. The lawyers would 
be given a share of federal dollars recovered from 
the charities. 

Fortunately, backers of the amendment have had 
difficulty finding a home for their gag law. They 
tried but failed recently to attach the amendment to 
Treasury and Postal Service legislation during a 
House-Senate conference session. 

The Istook amendment would have a chilling 
impact on the fine work by charities and advocacy 
groups across America. It should be rejected. 


Is There A Doctor In The House? 


By a lopsided vote of 288-139, the U.S. House of 
Representatives voted to ban an extremely rare 
form of abortion, called intact dilation and evacua- 
tion by medical personnel and partial birth abortions 
by abortion foes. On the face of it, the bill, if 
eventually passed, would affect a relatively small 
number of women — at most a few hundred a year. 
But the implications of the legislation are far-reach- 
ing. The bill is an explicit assault on Roe vs. Wade, 
the Supreme Court’s landmark abortion rights deci- 
sion, and part of a strategy to ban abortion 
completely. 

The campaign to ban these abortions has been 
characterized by a particularly emotion-laden ap- 
peal, complete with graphic illustrations and mis- 
leading misnomers, such as the term “‘partial birth” 
abortion. In the zeal to sensationalize the issue, 
several facts are conveniently forgotten. 

First this procedure is rare; it is by no means the 
preferred method of later-term abortion. The hyste- 
ria is entirely out of proportion. Second, the proce- 


‘ dure is done when the mother’s life is in danger or 


when the fetus suffers such extreme deformities it 
is. unlikely to survive. In some cases, this kind of 
abortion may be medically necessary as the safest 


way to save a woman’s life. Congress has no busi- 
ness micromanaging medical decisions. 

If the bill passes, doctors would be forbidden, 
under pain of criminal penalties, to perform this 
procedure even to save the life of the mother. As 
noted by abortion-rights leader Kate Michelman, 
the lack of exceptions to save a women’s life is a 
“direct constitutional challenge” to Roe, which per- 
mits states to regulate abortion after fetal viability 
but not to outlaw abortion to save a woman’s life. 


This vote has to be seen in a wider context. As 
Democratic Rep. Carolyn Maloney of New York, a 
supporter of abortion rights, noted, this is the 13th 
anti-abortion rights measure to pass in a house of 
Congress since the Republicans took control. Even 
as the so-called partial birth bill passed in the House, 
the military spending bill was being hung up because 
the House objected to the Senate’s weaker anti- 
abortion provisions. 


President Bill Clinton has promised to veto the 
partial abortion bill if the Senate passes it. Even so, 
it’s alarming that such an extremist bill could mus- 
ter such support. Supporters of abortion rights have 
a lot of work ahead of them in 1996. 


Prejudice In Lincolnland 


How do you define prejudice? A notice that until 
recently was on the bulletin board at the Lincoln 
Yellow Cab Co. in Springfield, Ill., is a good place to 
start. Basically, the note told drivers they may want 
to refuse to pick up black men, because they are 
likely to be robbers. Not only does such advice 
violate the law; it also makes a mockery of a town 
that likes to use Abraham Lincoln as its symbol. 

The note to drivers — which was removed from 
the bulletin board Wednesday after inquiries by The 
Associated Press — read: “Effective immediately 
Do not pick up any black males unless you feel it is 
safe. If you do not feel safe with the way they look 
Do not pick them up! There has been too many 
‘robberies lately and they have all been by BLACK 
MALES. Once again, if you do not like the way they 
look or act, if they look funny or anything leave them 


where they are!! If the person is a regular rider & 
you know them that is okay!!”’ 

What a disgrace! No one denies that cab drivers 
are vulnerable to crime and should avoid picking up 
customers who may appear menacing. But to take 
such advice a step further and paint all black men 
with the same broad, prejudicial brush shows not 
just discrimination but insensitivity and ignorance. 

Company manager Earl Reno says he was just 
trying to make sure his drivers were alert after 10 
robberies over the last month; all the robbers, he 
said, were black men. Yet saying that all robbers 
were black men is far from saying that all black men 
are robbers. Taking reasonable precautions makes 
sense. Criticizing a whole race of people for the 
actions of a few doesn’t. In the Land of Lincoln, that 
lesson shouldn’t have to be taught again. 


Don’t Know Much About History 


For a generation that thinks classic rock is music 
released in the ’80s, the study of history may seem 


' like a waste of time. Who cares what happened way 


back then? Apparently, not very many students do, 
judging by the dismal scores released by the Nation- 
al Assessment of Educational Progress — or in this 
case, the lack of educational progress. Before too 
many mistakes are repeated by those who fail to 
learn the lessons of history, the shortcomings in this 
vital area of knowledge must be reversed. 

How bad is students’ knowledge of the events 
‘that shaped their lives? For one example, fourth- 
graders were asked which of these states were 
among the original 13 colonies: Illinois, California, 
New York and Texas. Only 32 percent — fewer 
ee ot ~ taee Gemewer wee New 

_ Asked which war the United States fought to try 
.0 contain communism — Mexican-American, 
World War I, World War II or Vietnam — only 31 
percent could identify Vietnam. To a generation of 
adults that considers Vietnam as experience, not

In a time of ferment such as the nation is experi- 
encing today, a lack of knowledge of history is 
particularly disturbing. Why should people care 
about preserving the protections of the New Deal, 
for example, unless they know how bad conditions 
were before FDR came along? Understanding racial 
tensions is impossible without knowing how they 
came to be so bad. Perspective can bring even the 
most difficult problems — and possible solutions — 
into sharper focus. 

What’s the answer? National history standards 
have been severely criticized, but until the country 
decides what its students should know — and insists 
on making sure they learn it — the abysmal knowl- 
edge of how today’s world came about will continue. 
The familiar lyric “don’t know much about history” 
may be a pleasant pop tune, but it shouldn’t become 
the national anthem.

The 
body of a victim may respond to 
stimulation, but it is a given that 
the mind, the spirit and the emo- 
tions will be scarred far above and 
beyond any pleasure that can be 
derived thereof. 

Potential life-long effects of 
childhood sexual abuse include se- 
vere anxiety attacks, low self-es- 
teem, dissociative disorder, multi- 
ple personality disorder, sexual 
dysfunction and inability to live up 
to one’s intellectual and job perfor- 
mance capacity. 

As stated in the column, 22 per- 
cent of abusers who do not receive 
therapy become repeaters, while 8 
percent of those who receive ther- 
apy return to their perverted 
ways. While these statistics are 
encouraging and support the role 
of therapy for perpetrators, they 
are of little comfort to the children 
and their families who have been 
victimized and possibly murdered 
by repeat offenders.

I may no longer be the 
scrawny 8-year-old who 
spent endless afternoons 
dreamily listening to 
“Meet the Beatles” on 
my parents’ hi-fi, but the 
draw of the musicians 
and their music remains 
pure and irreplaceable. 

“I read the news to- 
day, oh boy! : . . ”” So now that the Beatles are in the news again 
— in the runup to the release of the documentary, two new 
songs and a slew of CDs — I suppose it will become fashionable 
to harrumph over the certain marketing hype. To chide Boom- 
ers for their sappy nostalgia. To focus on the acrimony of the 
band’s break-up. 

Purists will contend that the neat technological trick of 
weaving the late John Lennon’s recording of the left-unfinished 
“Free as a Bird” into a new release defiles sacred history. 

Already, fledgling musicians, hiding their ingratitude, dismiss 
the Beatles’ work as Michael Stipe of R.E.M. did: “elevator 
music.”’ He should last so long. 

“There are places I remember, all my life. . . ."” What young 
Stipe doesn’t realize is that, for many, many members of my 
generation, the Beatles provided the soundtrack to our lives. 
When the video in the mind zooms in on a long-ago snapshot of a 
moment, it’s the Beatles playing in the background. 

Remember how deeply confusing those times were: John F. 
Kennedy died only a few months before the Ed Sullivan debut. 
The civil rights movement was rocking the South, the nascent 
war in Vietnam rolling onto the nation’s consciousness. 

If you’re 8, 10, 12 (or even a teen-ager), this fresh, lyrical 
music sung by an utterly adorable band offers escape, happiness 


and confirmation. In the adolescent swirl of friends made and 
lost, there’s Ringo Starr. singing: ‘What would you think if I 
sang out of tune, would you stand up and walk out on me?” 

. In the teen-age world of unrequited love, there’s: “Who 
knows how long I loved you? You know I love you still. Must I 
wait a lonely lifetime? If you want me to, I will.” 

When we grew out of collecting Beatles cards — mine still 
are somewhere in the basement — we picked out the tunes on 
the guitar. 

Later, we rolled up the carpets, moved the furniture, turned 
on Beatles music full-blast and transformed a simple college 
dorm room into a weekend nightclub of dancing pleasure — 
cheap, sweaty, fun. 

And when it came time to pick the First Song to dance to as 
husband and wife, well, it 
was only a question of

Now, they may be

childhood — impossible, of course — but to better appreciate 
it. To hear happy music again. To wonder at its timelessness. 

I thought about this last. week, as we celebrated another 
birthday in our household. Out of curiosity, I made the calcula- 
tion: The daughter who was turning 8 is only a few months 
younger than I was when the Beatles met Ed Sullivan. 

Naturally, she listens to music — not on a fuzzy, hand-held 
transistor radio, but on a Walkman, singing along to hand-me- 
down cassette tapes by groups already deemed “‘passe”’ by her 
older sister, 

She knows of the Beatles, from the songs | still pluck out on 
the guitar, trying to lull the kids to sleep. 

But will she ever know what it’s like to live through a musical 
revolution? To become a fan and remain one, because the 
musicians are growing and changing with you? To wake up 30 
years later and still find the words and melodies remarkable?

Lingering Hazards Of Nuclear Waste

ore than 20 years ago, envi- 
ing Missourians that no safe 
place exists on Earth neyo ra- 
. dioactive waste. 
even before the Callaway plant io 
operation, and before it began to fission 
uranium fuel and generate its first tons of 
waste. To date no safe, politically viable 
site has been found, and no technology 
exists to contain the wastes or destroy 
their radioactivity. 

At the Callaway nuclear power plant, 
where more than 99 percent of Missou- 
ri's radioactive waste is generated, some 
of the “low-level” waste is so radioac- 
tively hot that it must be handled by 
remote-control equipment or the work- 
ers could get a lethal dose. The only 
radioactive waste allowed to be called 
high-level is the irradiated fuel after its 
removal from the reactor vessel; that is, 

_ the fuel rods themselves. All other waste 
at Callaway must be called “‘low-level.”’ 

St. Louisans should know a lot about 
radioactive waste, because we still have 
over a million cubic yards of the oldest 
radioactive waste of the Atomic Age here 
in our midst. These historic wastes were 
generated from 1942 until 1957 for nu- 
clear weapons purposes and now lie splat- 


and along truck and rail routes. A million 
cubic yards, and no one knows what to do 
with the first cupful. 


” A thousand laboratories at Washington . 


University use radioactive materials in 
redendale Vhs aie 6 teed tvs cries 
at any one time; most technicians work 
with only tiny fractions of one curie and 
treat that with great care and caution. In 
comparison, the Callaway reactor vessel 
while in operation contains some 15 to 20 
billion curies, and the spent-fuel pool 


contains hundreds of millions of curies. 
No site has been built or even geological- 
ly approved for the nation’s high-level 
fuel-rod wastes, and none may ever be. 

Some particulate and gaseous wastes 
leak out of Callaway’s 50,000 fissioning 
fuel rods into the reactor vessel water 
and some leak into the air inside the 
buildings. Much is captured and filtered; 
the rest is released into the Missouri 
River or the atmosphere. 

When the saturated filters are re- 
placed, they are called “low- level” ee. 
That is, the same extremely 
fission products that are called high-level 
waste when inside the fuel rods are called 
“low-level” when they leak out of -the 
rods. When highly radioactive parts and 
components are replaced because of acci- 


Ee tectric utilities and the

dents, defects or aging. they, too, are 
called “‘low-level.” 

“‘Low-level” and high-level wastes will 
continue emitting radioactive particles 
and rays that can mutate and otherwise 
damage cells of humans and other living 
creatures virtually forever into the fu- 
ture. Power-plant wastes have half-lives 
of hundreds of thousands of years and 
longer. 

In 1987 Michigan was chosen as the 
first state to receive the wastes of the 
seven-state Midwest Low-Level Radioac- 


tive Waste Compact. Its citizens and po-. 


litical leaders understandably protested 
and got their state kicked out of the 


compact. 

Ohio residents are now protesting 
their status as the Midwest’s next ap- 
pointed host, as will people no doubt do in 
Missouri, Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin, 


and Indiana when each state successively 
is threatened with becoming the host 
state. 

At present, the only “‘low-level’’ waste 
facility willing to accept the nation’s com- 
mercial wastes — from nuclear power 
plants (containing over 91 percent of the 
U.S. “low-level” radio activity), medica- 
l/academic wastes (with only two-tenths 
of 1 percent), and industrial and govern- 
ment wastes — is located at Barnwell, 
S.C.,in a very humid and therefore un- 
suitable site. Even though the Barnwell 
facility is known to generate money for 
its state’s schools, nearby residents no 
doubt have legitimate concerns. 

One would think that the federal gov- 
ernment would mandate a moratorium on 


* the generation of more nuclear-power 


and nuclear-weapons wastes until safe 


wide. Electric utilities and the public 
have found nuclear power to be too ex- 
pensive, dirty and dangerous. That’s why 
the last viable order for a nuclear power 
plant in the United States was placed in 
October 1973 — 22 years ago. 

In spite of these facts, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy is funding the develop- 
ment of “advanced” nuclear power reac- 
tors and is calling for the resumption of 
nuclear power plant sales at home and 
abroad. 

When the Missouri Legislature recon-

In a span of three games, the New Orleans Saints have 
toppled the preseason Super Bowl favorites in each con- 


' ference — San Francisco and Miami. 
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They have one of the top pass rushes in thé National 


Football League, at least in terms of sacks. 

And they’re favored to win again this Sunday in the 
Superdome against the visiting Rams. So Jim Mora is the 
toast of the town in New Orleans, right? 

Hardly. A closer approximation might be that he is just 
plain toast. 

Even with last week’s 11-7 stunner over San Francisco 
and that 33-30 shocker over Miami on Oct. 15, Mora sits 
on perhaps the hottest of NFL coaching hot seats. 

Those two upset victories, big as they were; happen to 
be-the Saints’ only triumphs in a 2-6 season. Some fans 
have begun showing up with bags over their faces — a 
Néw Orleans tradition for bad football since the 1980 
“‘Aints” started 0-14 en route to a 1-15 season. 

Not that brown paper bags are in short supply on the 
bayou. For the first.time since 1985, the Saints failed to 
sell out a home game in the 69,000-seat Superdome, 
when Atlanta came to town Sept. 19. 

The team has averaged only 52,000 its last three home 
games, and nearly 20,000 seats remained available for 
Sunday’s Rams game at the start of this week. 

None of which bodes well for Mora, 86-69 in 10 
seasons with the Saints. Only Miami’s Don Shula has 
coached longer at the same spot among active NFL head 
coaches. 

» Mora publicly apologized to the fans after the team’s 0- 
5 start. The “Fire Mora’’ signs began cropping up at the 
Superdome during loss No. 5 — to Philadelphia on Oct. 1. 
Owner Tom Benson has been mum on Mora’s job status. 

For his part, Mora has tried to keep plugging along. 

“It’s part of the game,”’ he said. “You just go on about 
your job and not let that kind of stuff worry you. You know 
when you lose that people are going to be upset, and 
they're certainly upset here because we have not had a 
good team, a good record. | 

“I understand that. I just don’t let it distract me. We 
just go on about our business.” 

‘The Saints have lived on that fine line that separates 
winners and losers in the NFL. Six of their eight games 
have been decided by five points or fewer. 

.“*The league is a lot like that now,” Mora said. 

“There's maybe two or three really good teams. I think 
there’s a bunch of teams that are right in a pack. 

*“*You see a lot of close games every week. You see a lot 
of overtime games. You see teams beating teams that you 
don’t think they’re going to beat. I think this is an 
indication of the league. 

“But the key is to win. We’re 2-6; we haven’t won. And 
that’s not good.” 

The New Orleans defense has improved since Sept. 10, 
when the Saints lost to the Rams 17-13 at Busch Stadium. 
Nonetheless, Mora has not had his entire starting unit on 
the field for a single play this season because of injuries. 

Two starters, defensive end Joe Johnson of Jennings 
High and linebacker Winfred Tubbs, are questionable for 
Sunday’s game with injuries. Johnson has missed the last

two weeks with a sprained ankle. Tubbs has missed four 
games with calf and thigh injuries. 

Nonetheless, the Saints can bring the heat. They have 
two of the NFC’s top eight sackers in defensive tackle 
Wayne Martin (seven sacks) and right defensive end 
Renaldo Turnbull (six). That duo will line up over the 
Rams’ Wayne Gandy and Leo Goeas on Sunday in the 
Superdome. 


“You look at our sacks, and you say, ‘Man, these guys 
can really rush the passer,’ ’’ Mora said. ““To be honest 
with you, I don’t think you need to fear our pass rush.” 

Of course, given their season-high yield of six sacks last 
Sunday against Philadelphia, Rams blockers should fear 
any pass rush. 


Offensively, the Saints have been duds. Even with 
Mario Bates’ 106-yard rushing day against San Francisco, 
New Orleans ranks 30th — that’s last — in the NFL in 
rushing offense. 


“It’s been very disappointing,’ Mora said. ‘‘We just 
don’t run the ball very well. We haven’t blocked very well. 
It was nice to see us run the ball a little better last week 
against Frisco, [but] Frisco had some defensive guys that 
didn’t play.” 


In the passing game, former Rams quarterback Jim 
Everett has cooled off in the last two weeks after a good 
start. He threw four interceptions in a 20-3 loss to 
Carolina on Oct. 22, and managed only 156 yards against 
San Francisco. 


Two starters on the Saints’ right side, tackle Richard 
Cooper and guard Chris Port, will miss the Rams game 
because of injuries. : 

Despite the injuries, the offensive woes, and the overall 
gloom and doom, Mora is hoping the San Francisco 
triumph will be a springboard for his team. 

“We're still in a big hole — 2-6 isn’t a very good 
record,” he said. ‘So it’s not like we’re bristling with 
confidence here.” 
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Commitment To Rose Bowl 
Thorny Issue For Buckeyes

We feel Florida’s pain. But it’s 
Ohio State that stands to be most 
victimized by the absurd system used 
to determine a college football 
champion. 

Defending national champion Ne- 

braska (8-0) nudged past Florida 
State to be- 
come No. 1 in 
both polls this 
week. The 
Seminoles (7-1) 
and Gators (7- 
0) were second 
and third be- 
fore Florida 
State’s 33-28 
loss to Virginia 
on Thursday 
night. 

There are persuasive arguments 
for Nebraska, Florida and Ohio State 
to be No. 1, and pollsters — most of 
whom are conscientious and in- 
formed — are in a predicament. 
They are called upon first to project 
the season, and then to reflect it. The 
equation isn’t necessarily simple, as 
Ohio State quarterback Bob Hoying 
understands. 

“If we were No. 1 or No. 2 right 
now and we got bumped from that 
spot because another team played a 
better schedule, we would be upset,”’ 
Hoying said. 

But consider the case of Ohio State 
(8-0), which began the season ranked 
12th. The Buckeyes have beaten six 
ranked teams, including three in the 
current top 15. Nebraska and Florida 
have two victories over ranked 
teams, and Florida State played its 
first game against a ranked team 
Thursday night — and lost. 

“I don’t know if we’re better than 
those teams or not, but we’ve played 
the toughest schedule by far,” said 
Ohio State coach John Cooper, whose 
team gets his first-place vote in the 
CNN/USA Today coaches’ poll. 

And their gaudy average margins 
of victory (Florida State, 38.5 points, 
Florida 28.0 Nebraska 26.4) aren’t 
dramatically better than Ohio State’s 
(21.3) — which isn’t being accused of 
running up scores against cream 
puffs to entice voters. Last week, 
Cooper mercifully muzzled his team 


when it took a 56-0 first-half lead 
over Iowa. Final: 56-35. 

“There are a lot of complaints 
about teams running up the score... 
but we let them live,” said nose 
guard Luke Fickell, who wasn’t nec- 
essarily pleased. ‘What happened in 
the second half tends to bring morale 
down.” 

None of that would matter if not 
for college football’s anti-climactic 
method of selecting a champion. 

For now, the so-called ‘“‘Bowl Alli- 
ance’’ has constructed a scenario that 
could have No. 1 playing No. 2 in the 
Fiesta Bowl. But Ohio State is in the 
Big Ten Conference, which is com- 
mitted to the Rose Bowl rather than 
the Alliance and apparently learned 
nothing from a similar injustice per- 
petrated on undefeated Penn State 
last season, 

So if Ohio State were ranked No. 1 
or No. 2 at the end of the regular 
season, it still wouldn’t be in the title 
game. All of which, some suspect, is 
causing a bias in balloting. For in- 
stance, since Ohio State is getting six 
first-place votes in The Associated 
Press poll and nine in the coaches’ 
poll, the math spells out that several 
voters are putting the Buckeyes low- 
er than the top four. 

“T hope that isn’t true, but there 
may be some people out there who 
want to see the Fiesta Bowl have 1 
vs. 2,’ Cooper said. “In my opinion, if 
you go undefeated, you ought to de- 
serve a share of it.”’ 

That would be one solution. And 
Cooper offered the Los Angeles 
Times another: Let the winner of the 
Fiesta Bowl meet the winner of the 
Rose Bowl. “It would clear the air,” 
he said. 

That, of course, won’t happen, for 
reasons from limitations on numbers 
of games to sponsorship rights for 
the Fiesta Bowl, etc. So all the Buck- 
eyes can do is keep their sights on 
what they can control and root for 
such scenarios as Florida State de- 
feating Florida. 

“Winning the Big Ten is in our 
control,” tailback Eddie George said. 
“Winning the national championship 
isn’t. It’s all an illusion to us. ... It’s 
someone else’s perspective. It’s in 
someone else’s hands. All we can do 
is go undefeated and win the Rose 
Bowl.”

To many, that is evidence that the Larry Bird system for evaluating 
talent is flawed. Popular debate has the title of the sport’s best player 
belonging to either Olajuwon (No. 2) or Chicago’s Michael Jordan (No. 


The response: Every system is flawed. No system can take into 
account intangibles such as a player’s will to win. 

The Bird system is arguably the best way to determine a player’s 
worth. The former Boston Celtics star would add up a player’s positives 
— points, rebounds, assists, steals and blocked shots. Then he would 
subtract negatives — missed field goals and free throws, turnovers and 
fouls — to determine a statistical average. 

There is one modification for these ratings: Fouls are not part of the 
formula, because they are a subjective factor. 

This system is not influenced by hype or reputation. The results are 
based strictly on the 1994-95 regular season and do not include playoff 
performance. That explains why Jordan, who returned to the sport late 
in the season after his fling with baseball, did not crack the top 10. 

No rookies are included in these rankings because they have yet to 
play an NBA game. But only two — Golden State’s Joe Smith and 
Philadelphia’s Jerry Stackhouse — should be considered solid bets to

It since has added the National 
Hockey League, and is expected 
to have part of the next baseball 
contract. 

“It was trick or treat, and we 
got tricked,” David Hill, presi- 
dent of Fox Sports, told The New. 
York Times. “All the marketing 
we've done, all the promos, you 
can’t recall that.

a prospective buyer. “It’s a very 
strong signal of [Anheuser-Busch’s] 
intention to end their stewardship on 
a very high note,” Lamping said.

When The Abnormal Becomes The Norm 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Please explain what happens 
when someone has a low white cell count. What is 
the consequence? And what can one do to help the 


situation? 


Low white cell counts usually lead to 
infections. 

That’s the short answer, The longer 
answer has to do with what is causing 
the deficiency and which of the five 
varieties of white cells is involved. 

Much concern among readers on the 
matter might be over. a perfectly normal 
situation. Some people simply have 
chronically and innocently low white cell 
counts. They defend their bodies with 
lower numbers of those infection-fight- 


er cells than can the rest of us. I suspect that you 


are one of those abnormal normal folks. 


But your question .is good. In general, white 
cells’ important work involves gobbling up germs 
ies. That is what makes 

to find and treat the 


and manufacturing an 
them so vital. So you Want 


cause of a deficiency. 

Sometimes, the problem lies in the bone mar- 
row, where the white cells are manufactured. 
Doctors can tell much by examining a sample of 

marrow, for therein can lie the cause of 
the drop-off. Sometimes, for example, 
cancer cells from distant sites can in- 
vade marrow and cause a disruption of 
white cell production. You certainly 
would want to know about that. 

I don’t want to leave you in a quan- 
dary. You asked a simple question. If 
you have reason to believe or have been 
told that your white cells are down seri- 
ously, you should be seeking answers 
from your doctor. Only when the cause 
is known can —— begin. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I have not seen letters on 
Trichomonas. I am a woman, long married, who 
was diagnosed with it. My husband and I were 
treated with Flagyl, but after two days of it, could 
not keep it down. What am I supposed to do? 


Where do you get this parasite? 


The vast majority of trichomoniasis patients get 
the Trichomonas organism from sexual partners. 
A few people get it from towels or other items. 

Either partner can harbor the ofganism for 
years before passing it on. It might not cause 
symptoms until its population soars. That is why 
both partners get treatment if one is diagnosed. 

Flagyl — metronidazole — works for tricho- 
monas. Maybe you would fare better taking it after 
a meal. 

Don’t drink alcohol while you are taking Flagyl. 
The combination can make you nauseous. 

If those measures don’t help, you can ask your 
doctor about trying metronidazole gel for local 
application. It is worth a try, although it is not 
strictly speaking an anti-Trichomonas treatment. 

Some find a vaginal cream with clotrimazole 
helpful in control. Again, it is not approved for such 
use, but your doctor might see fit to prescribe it.

It is sad when a child has talent but 
cannot play an instrument because of 
pain. My boys have tried every neck 
and shoulder strap on the market, 
and I even bought a stand to hold the 
sax, but they don’t care for it. 

My older son has been to two os- 
teopaths and an orthopedic pediatri- 
cian. All three said they couldn’t help 
him as long as he continued to play 
the saxophone.

er facts of his/her life. It doesn’t 
matter how often the person drinks, 
or even the amount consumed on 
each binge. What matters is the per- 
son chooses alcohol over his family, 
job and/or other responsibilities. This 


does not necessarily mean they be- 


come completely neglect- 
ful (although that will 
probably happen over 
time), but that their 
spouses, children and jobs 
are given a lower ‘priority 
than having a drink. 
Alcoholism is a progres- 
sive and secretive disease. 
The alcoholic becomes a 
master at hiding his obses- 
sion. All too often, his fam- 
ily and friends become just 


_as good at ignoring the warning 


signs, enabling the alcoholic to con- 
tinue hiding his actions. Eventually, 
however, the person becomes so ob- 
sessed with getting his alcohol that 
he becomes careless — and then 
everyone is forced to face the disease 
and its attending disasters. 

I advise everyone who even sus- 
pects a loved one is an alcoholic to 
attend several Al-Anon meetings. 
Your questions will be answered and 
you will receive non-judgmental 
support.

Austen: 


From Book 
To Film 


‘“‘PERSUASION”’ 


Rating: PG. Running time: 1:42. 


By Harper Barnes 

Post-Dispatch Critic at Large , 

6 BDBERSUASION,” the magnificent new 
movie based on Jane Austen’s last novel, 

is charged with suspense and rich in social 

satire. Yet it is basically a love story — at times 

a remarkably modern one, at others a vivid look 

at a world in which even a relatively indepen- 

dent woman like Anne Elliot had very few 

choices open to her. 

Perhaps the most important decision an early 
19th-century, upper-middle-class Englishwom- 
an could make involved saying yes or no to a 
proposal of marriage. 

Austen herself, who loved dances and parties 
and flirtations but was never married, appar- 
ently said no at least once and perhaps several 
times. By all reports, she lived happily, proud of 
her writing, adored by and adoring her brothers 
and sisters, her nieces and nephews. 

Yet “‘Persuasion,”’ written shortly before the 
great novelist’s death at 41, suggests she may 
have had some regrets. The novel is about a 
woman who has a second chance at love after 
originally rejecting it for a bad reason. Ulti- 
mately, it is about earthly redemption. 

One of the many triumphs of this astonishing 
movie is that director Roger Michell, screen- 
writer Nick Dear and star Amanda Root make 
us understand that, on the emotional level, love 
is the battlefield where Anne Elliot is fighting 
for her life. 
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Amanda Root and Ciaran Hinds in “Persuasion,” based on the Jane Austen novel. 


What makes the scenario so maddening — 
and so maddeningly suspenseful — for modern 
audiences is that Anne cannot even give the 
appearance of struggle, even after she decides 
she wants to win back the man she had once 
turned down. The man has to ask the question 
— all Anne can do, this time, is give the right 
answer. 

As the story begins, Anne, the middle daugh- 
ter of a baronet (Corin Redgrave), appears to 
be slipping into spinsterhood at the age of 27. 
Eight years before, she had been engaged to a 
young naval officer named, Frederick Went- 
worth (Ciaran Hinds), but she foolishly let an 
aristocratic friend, Lady Russell (Susan Fleet- 
wood) talk her into breaking off the engage- 
ment because Wentworth had no money. 

Anne’s father, in financial straits, decides to 
rent the ancestral home to Admiral Croft John 
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Woodvine) and his spirited, almost proto-femi- 
nist wife (Fiona Shaw). Mrs. Shaw’s brother is 
none other than Frederick Wentworth, now a 
sea captain rich with the spoils of war with 
France. 

Inevitably, Anne and Frederick are thrown 
together again. She is anxious to see him, but 
he treats her with anger and contempt that 
slips into apparent indifference. 

Subplots (and supporting characters, includ- 
ing a suitor for each) swirl around them, and 
every time it appears that there is a chance the 
two will break through the barrier of the past, 
something or someone intervenes. 

At times, “‘Persuasion”’ is like an early Alfred 
Hitchcock thriller or a Buster Keaton silent 
feature, almost comic in its split-second timing 
of events — in this case, events that don’t quite 
come to pass, eyes that fail to meet, hands that 


~~ 
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just miss touching, words almost spoken. 

Like all of Austen’s heroines, Anne Elliot is 
witty and articulate, but in Amanda Root’s 
luminous, subtle performance, it’s her silences 
that speak like thunder. At first, she seems 
distant, depressed, almost consciously unat- 
tractive, as if she were dooming herself to 
loneliness and genteel poverty. . 

But slowly this remarkable British actress, 
until now little known in this country, opens - 
herself to the camera, and we finally realize 
that she is sparklingly beautiful. By the time °' 
that happens, we are half-crazy with hope that 
Frederick Wentworth will notice, too. 7”

“THE WILD BUNCH’”’

Director Sam Peckinpaugh’s 
great, gritty 1969 Western, with a 
superb cast of stars and character 
actors, tells the very bloody, always 
absorbing tale of a bunch of bank 
robbers who don’t belong in the 20th 
century. William Holden heads the 
thieves, and his old buddy Robert 
Ryan is in charge of the ragged posse 
chasing them across southern Texas 
and into Mexico. Most of the men on 


all sides — Mexican freebooting sol- 


diers add to the mix — are untrust- 


polished, 13-year-old from Los Ange- 
les whose newly widowed mother 
moves her to a small town in Wash- 
ington. Beth resents the move until 
she meets Jody Salerno, played by 
Anna Chlumsky. — 

Where Beth is’a sophisticated city 
girl, Jody is a neglected tomboy who 
runs wild in the woods and has a vivid 
imagination.

“Gold Diggers”’ is partly an adven- 
ture movie, partly a coming-of-age 


story and partly a teen-age girl-buddy 
movie. This is too many different 
stories to weave successfully into one 
movie. Director Kevin James Dobson 
should have stuck with one aspect of 
the story, probably the adventure 
part, instead of working in the 
themes of meaningful friendship, 
spousal and child abuse, divorce and 
alcoholism.

‘“‘MOODS AND GROOVES’’ 
Steven Kowalczyk (Atlantic) 


Several very attractive facets of jazz 
and pop singing come together on this 
New England singer/songwriter’s debut 
recording: the sly, beatnik-inspired writ- 
ing of performers such as Tom Waits, 
Rickie Lee Jones and Donald Fagen; the 
smooth, syncopated vocal dexterity of 
Harry Connick Jr. and John Pizzarelli; and 
the encompassing grasp of the jazz tune 
demonstrated by masters such as Ben 
Sidran, Van Morrison and especially Mose 
Allison. 

To hear a song like Kowalczyk’s “Vam- 
pire,‘ which exploits gothic imagery to 
spin a tale of contemporary social alien- 
ation, is to realize that this singer’s groove 
is actually poetry — it’s just that his 
verses are cunningly pegged to rhythm 
and melody. And this young performer 
turns out to be a deluxe balladeer, not only 
with his own material, but with a soulful 
treatment of the Johnny Burke-Jimmy Van 
Heusen standard “Polka Dots and Moon- 
beams,” which beautifully evokes the late 
Bill Evans. 

Atlantic Group CEO Ahmet Ertegun 
personally produced these sessions, with a 
supporting cast that includes saxophonist 
Nino Tempo (who hasn’t sounded this live- 
ly, on record, in years), percussionists 
Carlos Vega and Jeff Porcaro, guitarists 
Dean Parks and Grant Geissman, and nu- 
merous others.

““SYNASTHETIC’”’ 
A Positive Life (Waveform) 


Because it takes such a lean, atmos- 
pheric approach to dance music, ambient 
dub is a deceptively simple discipline. But 
as A Positive Life makes plain with ‘‘Syn- 
asthetic,” it takes talent to know when, 
exactly, less becomes more. 

APL’s best tracks display an almost 
instinctive grasp of the principle, slowly 
layering textures so the music seems to 
grow organically, using sound effects to 
enhance the groove and always maintain- 
ing a sense of melody in the music. 

True, “Synasthetic” doesn’t always de- 
liver on that end (‘‘The Calling” never 
quite gathers enough momentum to make 
its arrangement work, while “Lighten 
Up” seems mired in sci-fi theme cliches), 
but the album’s best tracks, like “‘Ware- 
house 5am” or “The Calling,’’ create the 
kind of aural atmosphere that makes 
movement seem an almost irresistible 
urge.

Life with baby isn’t all grand 


DAY’S TOPIC: How to move a baby 
grand piano from here to there, with 
your hosts, Ben Folds Five. 

First thing, take off one or more of the 
legs. Second thing, tip it up on its side. 
Roll, don’t lift. 

“The trick is to not do any lifting. 
You've got to let the piano do the work, 
use it as its own leverage,” Ben Folds said. 

“It’s physics. . . . You get these big 
huge roadie guys who just want to lift it, 
and I used to be pretty patient with them, 
but now I’m just like, ‘Don’t touch it. Just 
get away.’ I can push it in one spot and it 
just goes over on its side. The roadies are 
like, ‘Damn, boy, you’re strong for a 
skinny guy.’ ”’ 

The baby grand Baldwin, which Folds 
bought on credit about two years ago, sees 
the world in a customized Ryder van. 
Think of pianos in cartoons, snapping their

ropes, hurtling toward Mr. Magoo. Folds’ 
piano is banged up and covered with 
scratches and only occasionally plays in 
tune. 

“That poor thing. It may not even last 
another year. It’s had the crap beaten out 
of it.” 

Early in the life of Ben Folds Five, a 
Chapel Hill, N.C., trio (three guys, not 
five), the Baldwin took a leap from the 
back of the truck. Piano meets asphalt:

Which is, more or less, how the best 
free CD I ever got in my whole life as a 


music editor wound up in the mailbox one 
day this summer. Seriously. I don’t know 
what it is exactly that draws me again and 
again to the punk-meets-the-I’m-a- 
Pepper-she’s-a-Pepper sound of Ben Folds 
Five: A piano [Folds], a fuzzed-up bass 
[Robert Sledge], and drums [Darren 
Jessee] — they get it done with nary a 
grungy guitar, no weenie digital 
keyboards and no. . . well, not even a flute 
or a horn. 

“T’ve pretty much given up trying to 
explain our music,” Folds says in his 
Carolina drawl. “‘We just played this show 
in Dallas, where people basically didn’t get 
it. We’re loading the piano back in the 
truck and this guy who has that Billy Ray 
Cyrus haircut — you know, the big mane 
of hair in the back? He says, ‘You guys 
sound just like Styx.’ Now, I might take 
that as a compliment from someone who 
gets it, but it was obvious that this was a 
guy who had only just figured out that Styx 
wasn’t cool anymore. That’s what bugged 
me.” 

Critics have also drawn their Ben Folds 
Five comparisons in a straight line from 
late-’70s AM radio, only with more love 
and irony in their hearts: Todd Rundgren 
divided by Joe Jackson plus Squeeze? Billy 
Joel with indie-rock ethics? 

Folds himself has called it ‘“‘punk rock 
for sissies,”’ and claims Jimi Hendrix as the 
divine intervention here. 


‘I guess people who come to our shows 
at small clubs, they expect something, but 
they don’t know what,”’ he said. “Some 
people see there’s three guys and a piano, 
so they think it might be a jazz band. Then 
they wind up wondering why I keep 
slamming the piano with my elbows. Then 
there’s people who are in this 
International Latent Brotherhood and 
Sisterhood of Ben Folds Five, who 
completely understand it.”’ 

The songs on Ben Folds Five’s self- 
titled debut (on Passenger/Caroline 
records) come from the sweet, vulnerable 
places in Folds’ mind. ‘“‘Underground”’ is a 
snide anthem to the tattoo-and-nose-ring 
alternative set. “Boxing” is a teary waltz 
number that imagines a conversation 
between ‘Howatd Cosell and Muhammad 


Ali. “Julianne” is a “Back in the U.S.S.R”’- 


tempo rocker about a meeting: ‘‘This girl, 
she looked like Axl Rose/Got drunk and 
took her home and we slept in our 
clothes.”

While Darren Jessee plays bouncy 
drums and Robert Sledge (formerly of 
Toxic Popsickles) thumbs furry bass lines 
(and both add supergroovy doo-wah 
harmony vocals), Folds pounds the keys 
hard and sings even harder, higher, raw in 
the throat, occasionally spitting 
consonants from his front teeth. But his 
songs run counter to punk’s extended 
middle finger, and he dares to be a dork in 
a cardigan who sings about love. 

“I was writing songs on guitar for the 
longest time and then I got a piano. It was 
the piano we had in my house when I was a 
kid, and moved it over to where I was 
living,’ Folds, 29, says. “One day I just 
decided to play the songs on the piano, just 
to see what they sounded like. Knocking it 
out on the piano was Just so. . . refreshing. 
I was like, This is nice. . . . I play piano like 
I play guitar, which is what makes it 
different.” 

Folds took his share of piano lessons 
starting at age 9. He grew up in North 
Carolina and played in a few bands before 
striking out for Nashville, where he was a 
studio session drummer. He lived in New 
York for a year and played bass in an 
“anything goes” guitar band called 
Majosha, which put out a couple of indie- 
label singles and got some college-radio 
airplay, but, he says, “I think it was a little 
cheesy for me. A little too showbiz- 
oriented.” 


He came home to Chapel Hill in early 
1994 and started to look for new 
bandmates. He met Jessee and Sledge 
through mutual friends and ‘‘the thing just 
worked right away. Sometimes when 
things are just simple and easy, they work. 
You can spend a lot of time and effort on 
something, and it still doesn’t work. This 
just did.”’ 

In the Chapel Hill scene (which spawned 
Superchunk, Archers of Loaf and Polvo, 
among other college-radio favorites), Ben 
Folds Five became known for its 
powerhouse live shows — and Folds 
would go home nursing his bleeding, 
swollen hands. The CD, produced by 
Caleb Southern, captures the panicked 
pounding of the group’s club 
performances. 

The piano-moving misadventures are 
presumably far from over. After the 
Baldwin fell on Folds’ younger brother, 
can it get any worse? 

“We get it tuned whenever we can 
afford it,’’ Folds said, ‘‘otherwise I just 
play it out-of-tune, like a bar piano. . . . Oh, 
man, what’s that movie, “The Piano,’ with 
what’s her name?”’ 

Holly Hunter? 

“Yeah, and Harvey Keitel, where they 
leave the piano on the beach and then they 
carry it through the jungle? God, I couldn’t 
even watch that movie. It gave me a 
stomach ache.”

§ ew real nightmare before Christ- 
mas is called Thanksgiving.

Directory Lists Memorable 
And Forgettable Shows:

Of the Chicago Tribune 

|b PLACE of its gracelessly precise 
title, “The Complete Directory to 

Prime Time Network and Cable TV 

Shows: 1946-Present” ought to be 

called the ‘‘Encyclopedia of 

Ephemera.”’ 

Pinned to the pages between its 
bright red covers are some of the 
shortest-lived butterflies ever to flut- 
ter across the national 
consciousness. 

For every ‘Mary Tyler Moore 
Show,” well known and warmly re- 
membered after years of airing, 
there are a dozen flashes of light like 
“Delvecchio,” ‘Detective School” 
and “The Diahann Carroll Show.” 

That it takes 1,386 pages to con- 
tain the prime-time universe is testa- 
ment to the universe’s relentless ex- 
pansion, the difficulty of producing a 
good series and, especially, the itchy 
trigger fingers of the men and wom- 
en who run networks. 

In the new, sixth edition of their 
paperback behemoth (Ballantine, 
$23), the authors for the first time 
have added “‘cable’’ to their title and 
included entries for every evening 
cable series. 

That, along with the usual wreck- 
age of network shows, has meant the 
book has grown since the last edition 
in 1992 by some 700 listings, to more 
than 5,000, and by 170 pages. 

Talking to Earle Marsh, one of the 
authors, you get the feeling that 
keeping the book current is like try- 
ing to keep your arms around a hot- 
air balloon as it is inflated. 

“Nothing has ever been deleted. It 
only gets bigger,”’ Marsh said during 
a promotional stop in Chicago last 
week. 

“T have a social life. I really do,” 
Marsh, a 50-year-old Northwestern 
University graduate, felt it necessary 
to add. 

Beginning with the first edition in 
1979, the book has become an invalu- 
able reference, not only for television 
writers who need to know whether 
Betty White’s ““MTM” character was 
Sue Ann Niven or Sue Ann Nivens 
(the latter), but also for anybody who 
needs a lesson in the fallibility of 
human judgment or the timelessness 
of certain concepts. 

“ ‘Friends’ was not a new idea,” 
said Marsh. “I have a list with me. I 
have ‘Friends’ shows in 1950.” 

There was even, on ABC in 1979, 
another series called ‘Friends,’ 
about three 11-year-old children. 
Marsh’s book describes it as a “‘su- 
percute comedy-drama.” 

To understand the voraciousness 
of television, Marsh said, look at one 
of the appendices, ‘isting long-run- 
ning series. 

“Out of the 5,000 shows listed, out 
of which 4,000 are network, there 
are maybe 200 shows that ran at 
least six seasons,”” Marsh said. 

“But it’s not just a reference book. 
It’s entertaining. And it’s part of ev- 
erybody’s personal history. Even if 
you don’t watch TV now, there are 
very few people who didn’t have a 
period in their life — even if they 
denigrate what they think television 
is today — that they watched TV.”’ 


Thumbing through the “Directo- 

ry” produces equal parts nostalgic 
7 (Hey. Horshack! Remember 
that crazy laugh?) and cultural panic 
(“Three’s Company” finished in the 
ratings Top 3 for three straight 
years?). 

Pick a page at random. There’s a 
listing for ‘“Roseanne,’”’ the current 
and fine ABC sitcom, complete with 
airdates and times, a cast listing and a 
capsule description. Getting equal 
treatment is “Rosetti and Ryan,” in 
which Tony Roberts played a smug 
lawyer for all of three months in 
1977. And there’s “The Rounders,” 
a four-monther for ABC in 1966-67, 
described as “robust comedy, set in 
the contemporary West.” 

The book — whose only real com- 
petitor is Alex McNeil’s ‘‘Total Tele- 
vision” — was born out of an acci- 
dent of office assignment. Marsh and 
co-author Tim Brooks had adjoining 
offices in NBC’s research depart- 
ment in 1974. 

Talking together, they decided 4 
TV compendium would be a good 
idea and finally managed to convince 
a publisher of the same. 

“For researchers, who should 
have known better, we grossly un- 
derestimated the number of ‘pro- 
grams we were going to have tordeal 
with, the ease or difficulty which it 
was going to take to get it dond and 
how much work it was going to‘be,” 
said Marsh, who now does computer 
installation and consulting in media 
research to supplement his “‘Directo- 
ry” income. “If we really understood 
going in how much work this was 
going to be, we’d have never done it. 
But we slogged our way through it.” 

And certainly, he added, they 
didn’t think they’d be doing it 20 
years later. 

The first edition sold about 
110,000 copies, he said, and each 
subsequent one between 50,000 and 
75,000. 

What adding cable meant, Marsh 
said, was Herculean research remi- 
niscent of that required by the first 
edition, where inadequate record- 
keeping made it a ponderous task to | 
try to reconstruct the beginnings of | 
an industry. 

“They don’t want to spend money 
on maintaining archival information 
for researchers because they need 
the money to keep going for next 
week,” Marsh said of some current 
cable channels. 

Like any good author, he is con- 
vinced his publisher is mismarketing 
the book. 

He is sure there’s an untapped 
interest in its material among the 
kind of people who don’t normally 
visit ‘bookstores — people who, 
wouldn’t you know, watch television. 

For that matter, sales would sky- 
rocket if only every actor lisfed 
would buy a copy.

When much or all the missing 
strength is accounted for, base your 
defense on finding partner with the 
weakest holding possible to defeat 
the contract. Here’s an example of 
what we mean. 

North bid strongly in response to 
South’s opening bid, but South had 
only one story to tell. 

When South could not cue-bid 
clubs along the line, North was satis- 
fied with four hearts; which became 
the final contract. 

West led the king of clubs, on 
which partner — with the 


nine. Taking dummy’s points into ac- 
count, West was looking at 26 points 
and South had opened the bidding. 
West could reckon that, at most, East 
would have two or three points. 


Was there any chance of defeating 
the contract if East held a doubleton 
club? Impossible. 


The defenders could take two club 
tricks and a ruff, but that would be all 
since South had at least six trump 
tricks to cash in addition to dummy’s © 
pair of ace-kings.

Dear Bob: Thié‘contract we signed to sell 

our home says, “ime is of the essense.’ 

The sale was to.close by Friday, June 30, 
1995. 

But the buyer’s agent came up with 
several excuses, sO we verbally gave her 
another week. When the sale hadn’t closed 
by July 14, two weeks later, we decided the 
sale was dead. 

Frankly, we were happy because we 
decided we really didn’t want to sell the 
- house after all. 

When we got back from vacation on July 
_ 26 the buyer was ready to close the sale, 
‘ but we refused. The buyer is now suing us 
in court for specific performance of the 
sales contract. Do we have to sell even 
though the buyer didn’t perform the sales 
contract on time and it says, “Time is of 
the essence’’?

Dear Greg: In a real estate sales contract, 
the phrase, ““Time is of the essence” 
doesn’t always mean what it says. If one 
party is a few days late in performing the 
contract, a court will often require perfor- 
mance. The legal reason is, ‘“The law ab- 
hors forfeitures.” 

But I must hasten to add some contracts 
must be performed exactly on time or they 
become unenforceable. An example is a 
real estate purchase option which has a 
specific deadline. If the optionee misses 
that deadline by even one day, courts will 
not order the option enforced. 

Getting back to your situation, if the 
buyer was a few days late in closing the 
home purchase and there was a reasonable 
excuse, a court would probably require you 
to deliver the title. But when the buyer is 
_ almost one month late in rming, most 
- courts would say the buyer is too late and 
‘not order specific perioxrmance of the 
contract. 

However, anything can hapen in a trial 
court. That’s why we have appeals courts. 
Unless your buyer has a valid excuse, ‘I 
doubt the court will order specific perfor- 
mance of the sales contract since the buyer 
was almost one month late in being able to 
perform. Your attorney can give you a 
better evaluation of the situation. 
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‘ Dear Bob: About 12 years ago I invested 
_ in two real estate syndication limited part- 
nerships. Although I’ve heard many syndi- 
cations did poorly, mine turned out very 
well and I doubled my money in about four 
years. Are there any good realty syndica- 
tions available today? |

‘Dear Rolf: Today, REITs (real estate 
‘investment trusts) are the equivalent of 
real estate syndication limited partner- 
ships. REITs are required to pay out 90 
percent of their annual earnings to their 
shareholders. Marly REITs have their 
shares traded on the New York Stock Ex- 
change and other exchanges to make the 
shares very liquid. 

Another REIT advantage is you can 
check the value of your holdings daily, 
whereas valuing real estate limited part- 
nership syndications was extremely diffi- 
cult. The situation has definitely improved 
for the better.

Lake Saint Louis 
Wins Round On 
Billboard Limits

Lake Saint Louis has won a challenge to an 
ordinance that restricts the number and kinds 
of billboards that can be erected in the city. 

On Wednesday, St. Charles Circuit Judge 
Lucy D. Rauch found in favor of the city and 
against Outcom Inc., doing business as Por- 
lier Outdoor Advertising Co. The company 
had sought to erect eight billboards along 

Interstate 70 within the city limits. 
~’. \City Administrator Ron Nelson said Thurs- 
day. that he understood that the judge had 
upheld the city’s ordinance as written. “I feel 
our ordinance has been vindicated by this 
decision, and we're very pleased with that,” 
Nelson said. 

The city had noted in court documents that 
the city had banned billboards before Porlier 
submitted its application in June 1994 to build 
eight. Then city officials learned that a court 
had struck down a restrictive billboard ordi- 
nance of the city of St. Louis. 

To prevent the overturning of their ordi- 


nance, Lake Saint Louis aldermen rewrote it 
to allow billboards under certain conditions 
pertaining to setbacks from the rights of way, 
landscaping, maintenance, size, height and 
ability to resist wind. That ordinance, adopt- 
ed last year on July 5, is the one Rauch 
upheld. 

Porlier’s attorney, Dana Hockensmith, ar- 
gued that the city had delayed approval of the 
permits while officials rewrote the ordinance. 
The city’s attorney, Jay Summerville, denied 
any delay, noting that the ordinance was 
adopted 32 days after the company’s first 
application. Summerville noted also that the 
company had not-furnished information re- 
quired for application under the new ordi- 
nance, but had filed suit, instead. 

Hockensmith could not be reached for 
comment. Brent Porlier said he preferred not 
to comment until he saw the judge’s order. 

Nelson, the city administrator, said he 
hoped the judge’s decision would set a tone

Expenses Up 
In Ortwerth’s 
Budget, But 
No Tax Hike 


More Revenue, Transfers 
Projected For A Balance

Expenses next year from St. Charles Coun- 
ty’s general fund would exceed this year’s 
spending by 15 percent under a budget pro- 
posed this week by County Executive Joe 
Ortwerth. 

But Ortwerth’s budget plan does not call 

for a tax increase. 
-. He proposes expenses from the general 
fund of $29,869,191. The figure includes 
$1,239,509 in interfund transfers and an 
emergency reserve fund of $912,812. 

Ortwerth expects revenue in the general 
fund to be $30,427,082, an 8 percent in- 
crease from this year’s estimated revenue. 

He expects a balance in the general fund at 
the end of 1996 of $5,382,391. That is 
$1,962,109 less than the balance expected at 
the end of this year. 

In his budget message to the County Coun- 
cil, Ortwerth noted that the fund balance at 
the end of next year would amount to a 
reserve of nearly 18 percent of expected 
annual revenue. 

Ortwerth foresees a growth in sales-tax 
revenue in 1996 of 6 percent. So far this 
year, the sales-tax growth has been about 8 
percent. Although sales-tax receipts have in- 
creased by 21 percent in the past two years 
and by 31'percent in the past three years, 
Ortwerth said, “‘I believe we should exercise 
caution in our projections of sales-tax vitali- 
ty” due to the uncertainty of the current 
economic recovery. 

Ortwerth based his projections of proper- 
ty-tax receipts on an estimated increase of 5 
percent in assessed valuation.

° OS gg 193-page budget proposal, Ortwerth’s 
first since taking office in January, will get 
close scrutiny by the County Council begin- 
ning with a work session scheduled for 5:30 
p.m.

Developer Misses 
Another Deadline

For the second time in three months, the 
Spencer Creek Development Corp. has failed 


to meet a deadline to give St. Peters a list of 


national tenants for a retail development be- 
ing planned. 

Aldermanic President Jerry Hollingsworth, 
2nd Ward, says the board understands the 
problems and is willing to work with Spencer 
Creek and its parent company, Midland De- 
velopment Group of St. Louis. 

Spencer Creek was supposed to present 
the city with tenants that would occupy 
300,000 square feet of retail space at the new 


development. The shopping area would be 


near Suemandy Road east of Mid-Rivers 
Mall. 


The new shopping area would be bordered 
by the proposed Mall Link Road and the 
proposed Spencer Road Extension. 

When the first deadline of Aug. 1 passed 
without the’ signed leases being given to the 
city, Hollingsworth said, “This is not the way 
I want to see the ballgame started.”’ 

On Wednesday, another deadline passed. 

‘We'd like to get something going right 
now, Hollinsgworth said. “But we’re going 
to let discretion be the better part of valor. 
It’d be better to take our time and do it 
right.”’ 

He said the hang-up is with a proposed 
Home Depot and Garden Center, which 
wouldde the major tenant of the new center. 

Hollingsworth said that St. Charles also 
was courting Home Depot for a site at Cave 
Springs and Mexico Road. 

“The problem is we’ve got two sites, two 
cities and one company,’’ Hollingsworth said. 
“We've got to be willing to take the time and 
sharpen the pencils and see if we can get it.” 


On Tenants List 


Stephen Notestine, a senior vice president 
for Midland and manager of the Spencer 
Creek project, would not confirm that Home 
Depot was the company still in question. 

But he said, ‘““We made a presentation to 
the board at their last meeting and we indi- 
cated that we needed some additional time to 
try to procure two other very prestigious 
tenants.” 

Notestine said Midland had lined up ten- 
ants for about 50 percent of the space neces- 
sary to meet its agreement with the city. 

That comes as news to City Administrator 
Robert Irvin, who said he had seen no signed 
leases. 

City attorneys have drawn up an amend- 
ment to the original agreement with Midland, 
which included $4.9 million in financing, and 
it will be presented to the board at next 
week’s meeting. 

Irvin said the amendment would cut back 
on the project, slicing $1 million from the 
city’s financing and reducing the area. The 
sites closest to Mid-Rivers Mall would not be 
developed under the new agreement. 

The amendment also would give the city 
the right to pull out of the agreement with 
Midland at any time. 

Originally, the Midland group was seeking 
$8 million in financing, Irvin said. The city 
administration and the city’s Tax Increment 
Financing Advisory Commission favored a 
more modest development that would have 
cost the city $1.6 million in special financing. 

But the board and Mayor Tom Brown vot- 
ed in favor of the larger development, which 
would have included some 56 acres and retail 
space of 427,000 square feet. 

Irvin said the amendment to the agree-

Flood-Buyout Spending Gets Further Study

St. Charles officials are trying to decide 
which part of the redevelopment plan for the 
flood buyout area the city will finance — or 
ignore — in the next few months. 

Cliff Baber, the city’s public works direc- 
tor, said, “Basically what we’ve got is about 
$2.2 million in money and about $3.8 million 
in bids.” 

The City Council had hoped to introduce a 
bill on Tuesday calling for the creation of a 


master plan for the nearly 35 acres east of 
Howard and Second streets and north and 
east of there to the Missouri River and be- 
yond the Highway 370 bridge. 

But Baber said Thursday that he and Parks 
Director Richard Ash will need more time to 
review the construction bids for the redevel- 
opment improvements. “‘Some things are go- 
ing to have to be cut out, and we just won’t be 
able to get that done by next Tuesday.” 

Officials are planning to finance many of 
the riverfront improvements with .$2.2 mil- 


lion that is left from federal flood-buyout 
money and through a federal community de- 
velopment block grant program. 

St. Charles collected more than $9 million 
in federal flood buyout funds during 1993 and 
1994. 


The city was supposed to have awarded 
contracts for spending the money by Oct. 31, 
but federal officials last week gave St. 
Charles a 30-day extension on that deadline. 

Baber said city staff members probably will 
ask council members to hold a special meet- 


ing Nov. 14 to introduce a bill creating the 
master plan. He said that delay would permit 
administrators to huddle with a special com- 
mittee overseeing the creation of the master 
plan for the riverfront area. 

That committee includes Mayor Robert 
Moeller, the council president and two coun- 
cil members, as well as three members of the 
Parks Board. 

“Ash and I will get together and decide 
what we think we could eliminate for now and

for billboard legislation within the 
county. Several other municipalities 
are trying to restrict billboards. Nel- 
son said, ‘It’s a burning issue.”’ 

Lake Saint Louis has about 26 bill- 
boards, most along Highway 40-61. 
These are old ones, in place before 
the ban was enacted. They are still 
allowed as nonconforming uses. 


Nelson said the city had billboard 


restrictions to uphold community 
standards and standards for planning 
and zoning and land use. He said 
billboards affect the appearance of 
the community and value of the prop- 
erties around them. 

Nelson said regulation is required 
because of the sizeable safety issue. 
Regulation for wind tolerance is im- 
portant because billboards of today 
are enormous, he said. Regulations 
need to be written to ensure the 
signs don’t blow over and damage 
people or property.

A TIF is a tax increment financing 
district. Such districts are estab- 
lished to finance public improve- 
ments at a development site. Taxes 
generated by the development within 
such districts may be diverted for up 
to 23 years to pay off the bonds. 

Notestine said Midland was aware 
of the new proposals and agreed with 
them. 

Brown, on the other hand, said the 
amendment was yet to be approved.

Counting Holidays 


I have been following the ongoing 
debate over holidays for St. Charles 
County employees with some inter- 
est. In particular, the letter from 
Sheila Sanders raises some 
questions. 

First of all, let’s be accurate in the 
number of days involved. Presently, 
the county gives its employees a to- 
tal of 13 holidays. This is three more 
than St. Louis County employees 
get. It would seem that those three 
should be eliminated, (Lincoln’s 
Birthday, Truman’s Birthday, Co- 
lumbus Day). Contrary to Sanders’ 
letter, these are not all bank and 
federal holidays 

Second, county employees are 
now paid at a rate equal to or in 
excess of those paid in private busi- 
ness. This was not always the case, 
but an examination of their salaries 
will verify this. 

One last comment. All too often 
the county closes the offices at the 
first snow flurry, much earlier than 
anyone else, including schools. Why 
should the county make it so difficult 
to do business with them by closing 
so frequently? After all, as Sanders 
said, we are all taxpayers, and it is 
wasteful not to have county facilities 
open at convenient times. The time 
has come to eliminate this waste of 
our tax dollars.

And Furthermore ... 


After reading the letter submitted * 
by Sheila Sanders of Wentzville, I 
felt compelled to rebut some of the 
positions she took. For years I have 
been concerned about the excessive 
holidays and time off granted to St. 
Charles County employees and it is 
about time our County Council takes 
a look. 

St. Charles County employees re- 
ceive 13 paid holidays a year. Of 
course no one would argue with reg- 
ular holidays like Christmas, New 
Years, Thanksgiving, Labor Day, 
Memorial Day-and the Fourth of 
July. But in addition to those stand- 
ard holidays, county employees re- 
ceive Washington’s Birthday, Lin- 
coln’s Birthday, Truman’s Birthday, 
Martin Luther King Day, Columbus 
Day, Veteran’s Day, the Friday after 
Thanksgiving and a half day on Good 
Friday. Even federal employees do 
not get off that much. 

In private industry, lost profits 
and sales from the normal six holi- 
days have to be made up by employ- . 
ees working even harder on the oth- 
er days. In county government, the 
same amount of work that would 
have been accomplished on those 13 
holidays is just further delayed from 
completion. 

Since the implementation of the 
new St. Charles County personnel 
policy, county employee wages have 
risen and are very much on par with 
those in private industry for similar 


job classifications. 

In addition to the 13 paid holidays, 
county employees receive 12 paid 
sick days a year. That is also exces- 
sive. No human being of average 
health needs to be sick 12 days per 
year. County employees also receive 
vacation time and accumulate it up 
to 10 weeks. 

There are some longtime county 
employees who would be able to take 
75 days off in a year. When there are 
only 260 weekdays in a year, that 
means that some employees could - 
not be available to work one-third of 
the time. How much work can be 
accomplished in only two-thirds of 
the time? 

Changes go on every day in pri- 
vate industry. Plants close or compa- 
nies downsize by layoffs, and union 
contracts are always subject to rene- 
gotiations. Why are county employ- 
ees immune to changes such as 
these? What logic says that you just 
can’t take anything away because 
they’ve always had them? Every- 
thing in life is subject to change. 
Nothing is guaranteed. 

Efficiency in government should 
be the council members’ No. 1 goal, 
and I support all our county council 
members who are working for that 
goal. All county taxpayers (including 
county employees) will appreciate 
seeing their tax money spent wisely.

Free. Public Is Invited. 
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Not By Bread Alone... 


Oysters, Green Beans, Potato Cakes, Slaw Also = Churches Financially Alive

Oyster stew and German potato 
cakes; sweet n’sour green beans and 
Catholic slaw; burnt caramel ice 
cream — all traditional home-cooked 
recipes that have been passed down 
in area churches from generation to 
generation, recipes that are used at 
church suppers, bazaars, and craft 
shows to attract epicureans, who 
help expand church coffers. 

People travel for miles around to 
sample the German potato pancakes 
at St. John’s United Church of Christ 
in Cappeln. Cooks at St. Peter Catho- 
lic Church in St. Charles guard their 
cole-slaw recipe with a vengeance 
because, parish cooks say, its unique 
flavor draws the public to fund-rais- 
ing functions. The same is true of 
oysters at Smith Chapel United 
Methodist Church in rural Elsberry 
and apple butter at St. John’s UCC 
and St. Charles Christian Church 
(Disciples of Christ) in St. Charles. 

Augusta historian Anita Mallin- 
ckrodt says no food-oriented church 
event in Augusta is complete without 
German-style green beans. 

“Green beans are everywhere out 
here, and people love them, except 
for me, who grew up on them,”’ Mal- 
linckrodt said. 

Mallinckrodt is a descendent of 
one of the first German families to 
settle in the area. When the Mallinck- 
rodts moved to Augusta from Dort- 
mund; Germany, because transporta- 
tion was limited, social events 
centered on church functions, where 
food was abundant. 

Food is still the mainstay of church 
functions. What has changed, Mallin- 
ckrodt says, is that more churches 
tout their special dishes to raise 
money. 

“Small rural churches especially 
are experiencing hard times because 
of the economy, and food sales have 
become a major fund-raising activi- 
ty,” she said. “I can go for Catholic 
sausage, Lutheran pork, Methodist 
turkey and UCC apple butter and 
kettle beef. The old-timers in many 
of our churches cooked quantities of 
beef in open kettles outdoors, and so 
that has become a great fund-raiser 
for churches out here in the hills.”’ 

Apple butter is popular. The deli- 
cacy was introduced in the Midwest 
by Amish and Mennonites of Pennsy!- 
vania in the Swiss tradition. 

Mallinckrodt recently produced a 
photo essay on the annual Apple But- 
ter Cook at St. John’s UCC in Cap-

peln — an event she described as 
unusual and exciting. 

“They cooked the apple butter in 
14 kettles starting at 7 a.m. using 41 
bushels of apples,” she said. “‘By the 
end of the day, that resulted in more 
than 600 quarts of apple butter, most 
of which had been pre-ordered.”’ 

Betty Griffin of St. Charles Chris- 
tian Church at 1815 Boonslick Road 
has been making apple butter for the 
church’s Countrie Store sale for the 
past 25 years. Sales from the apple 
butter amount to more than $1,000 
each year, Griffin says. This year’s 
Countrie Store is planned for 9 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. Saturday. The apple butter 


will go for $4.75 a quart, $2.75 a pint 
and $1.75 a half pint. 

Griffin and 20 of her colleagues 
needed three days to make this 
year’s batch. After turning some 16 
bushels of donated apples into apple- 
sauce, they added cinnamon, sugar 
and red hots and baked it in the oven 
for six hours while stirring every 30 
minutes. 

“The long cooking time is what 
makes our apple butter so good,” 
Griffin said. “We really have gotten a 
reputation for our apple butter. The 
last four years the men have helped 
us, making it much easier.” 

The Smith Chapel United Method- 


ist Church makes about $700 on its 
annual oyster supper. The. supper 
planned for 5 p.m. Saturday has been 
one of the church’s primary money 
raisers since 1930 when it was at a 
member’s home. The following year 
the sanctuary pews were moved to 
one side with the cooking area sepa- 
rated from the tables by a curtain, 
says church historian Arleen Herring 
of Elsberry. 

The oyster tradition was brought 
to northeastern Lincoln County by 
settlers from Virginia and Kentucky, 
says Herring. 

“The oyster supper was a fund- 
raiser from the start when the Ladies 
Aid Society needed to raise funds to 
pay benevolences, now named appor- 
tionments,. which are assessed to the 
congregation by the denomination,” 
Herring said. 

The a la carte menu consists of 
scalloped oysters, oyster stew and 


_ fried oysters as well as various side 


dishes. The oysters are 75 cents 
each, and the stew is $1.25 a bowl. 

The group purchased 10 gallons of 
oysters this year at $51 a gallon. 
Even though the oysters are bought 
at cost, Herring says, the oyster sup- 
per is the most labor-intensive of the 
church’s three annual dinners. 

“Between preparing the oysters, 
cooking them, serving diners and 
getting volunteers to make other 
dishes such as potato salad and pies, 
it’s a big job for a small church,”’ she 
said. | 

Smith Chapel member Alma Sitton 
has been making the oyster stew for 
12 years from an old church recipe. 
Sitton will pass the recipe on to an- 
other member when she gives up the 
job. Sitton’s caramel ice cream and 
burnt-caramel cake are big sellers at 
the church’s annual ice cream supper 
in July, says Herring. 

“She has her own way of burning 
sugar in a heavy skillet to get the 
caramel flavor,’’ Herring said. ‘‘Peo- 
ple always call in and ask us to put a 
piece of Miss Alma’s cake in back for 
them.”’ 

Anita Mallinckrodt says that at one 
time or another most churches en- 
shrine their recipes in cookbooks, an- 
other way of turning food into.cash. 

‘“‘We have one out here with many 
of the popular church recipes in it,”’ 
she said. “It can be purchased in any 
shop in Augusta.”

The jury award was announced

which was sued along with nine other 
defendants, is planning to appeal. 
Representatives of the fraternity 
could not be reached for comment. 

The accident that changed Rein- 
feld’s life occurred April 20, 1991, at 
a spring formal weekend, said Rein- 
feld’s lawyer, Steven Schumaier. Phi

MIAMI BEACH, Fila. -— For 75 terrifying min- 
utes Thursday, a nervous man with a small bag 
stood on a school bus carrying 13 children with 
disabilities,repeatedly reaching into his jacket as if 
he had a gun and threatening to blow everyone up. 

Four times, the bus, surrounded by police cars 
as it traveled 15 miles of Miami-area highways, 
came to a stop at the hijacker’s request. Each time, 
he crouched down and gathered his whimpering 
young hostages around him to shield himself from 
the police. 

When negotiations failed, police shot him to 
death at the door of the bus and dragged him into 
an alley because they feared he had a bomb 
strapped to his body. 

After it was over, the shaken children — who

Gingrich Seeks 
Commission On 
Political Reform 


Plan Draws Suspicion From Some In Both Parties

WASHINGTON — More than four 
months after he and President Bill Clin- 
ton agreed to set up a commission on 
political reform, House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich proposed one Thursday. 

Gingrich, testifying to a House panel, 
made it clear he did not want to focus 
solely on campaign reform, suggesting a 
broad “‘commission on power and politi- 
cal reform in the information age.”’ 

“T believe we need a very profound 
overhaul of our political system,’’ Ging- 
rich said. He called for an examination of 
the waning power. of political parties, 
advantages of incumbency and questions 
posed by the “information age.”

Some Democrats questioned whether 
the proposal was a move to delay action 
on campaign reform. 

White House Press Secretary Mike 
McCurry said Clinton would “look at the 
speaker’s proposal carefully.’’

Hubble Sends Photos 
Of Stars Being Formed

WASHINGTON — Gigantic columns 
of cold gas and dust, captured in stunning 
photographs by the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope, are giving scientists an unprece- 
dented view of stars being formed. 

The gaseous towers, almost six trillion 
miles long, resemble stalagmites rising 
from a cavern floor. At their edges can be 
seen protrusions, each with tips larger 
than our solar system, in which stars are 
growing. 

‘“‘We were just blown away”’ when see- 
ing the pictures for the first time, said 
astronomer Jeff Hester, the principal in-

vestigator, from Arizona State Universi- 
ty at Tempe. 

The photographs, taken April 1 and 
released Thursday by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration, show 
about 50 stars that formed inside sec- 
tions of the columns. 

The columns act as incubators for em- 
bryonic stars, which are cocooned inside 
globules of especially dense hydrogen 
gas. The scientists have dubbed these 
globules EGGs, for Evaporating Gaseous 
Globules.

It had the 
first Federal Communications Com- 
mission license issued. 

The station, owned by Westing- 
house Electric, celebrated the anni- 
versary by running audio vignettes of 
historic moments and music. 

Some believe regular daily news 
programs first began in Detroit on 
Aug. 20, 1920, a little more than two 
months before KDKA’s first election 
broadcast on Nov. 2. 

KDKA started in the small garage

S. African’s Election Win Is Sweet Revenge For 


From News Services 

+ JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — White 
thugs clubbed Phillip Basson’s father to death 
36 years ago for sitting in the whites-only 
section of a streetcar. Political justice was 
Basson’s best revenge, and he got it Thurs- 
day when he became one of South Africa’s 
first elected non-white town councilors. 

' “My father died as a result of apartheid,” 
Basson, 60, said Thursday. “I try to forget, 
but it always comes back. After he died, my 
determination to change the system became 
much more hard.” 

' African National Congress candidates such 
as Basson won an apparent landslide in 
Wednesday’s first all-race local elections. Re- 
sults were still trickling in and a final tally 


- 


wasn’t expected until today, but Basson knew 
at dawn he’d won Ward 16 in greater 
Johannesburg. 

The elections swept away the last vestiges 
of white-minority rule, eliminated on the na- 
tional level in April 1994 when Nelson Man- 
dela and the ANC won the nation’s first 
democratic vote. 

In the races for almost 700 local councils 
throughout most of the country, early results 
showed the ANC winning majority control of 
54 compared with 11 for the National Party. 
Independent groups such as local taxpayer 
associations also won several councils. 

With the ANC doing well even in regions 
where the National Party dominated in last 
year’s elections, the trend favoring Mande- 


la’s party was expected to continue. 

That means many territories that were 
controlled by whites would now be governed 
by black-led councils with power to decide 
what roads to pave and schools to build. 

For Basson, a soft-spoken trade union lead- 
er with a gold-capped smile, the victory 
marked a triumph over the racial hatred that 
killed his father. 

Martin Basson was a 47-year-old head 
waiter in 1959 when he boarded a streetcar 
heading from downtown to home in the 
mixed-race neighborhood of Coronationville. 

In those days, only whites could sit in the 
preferred aisle seats, leaving non-whites to 
cram onto two benches or stand. Often, only 
one white would sit in a seat designed for two 


Croats, Bosnians 
Agree On Exchange 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Bosnian peace 
talks produced some dividends Thursday as 
Croatia and Bosnia’s Muslim-led government 
agreed to a good-faith exchange of 600 fam- 
ilies. The United States offered proposals for 
a settlement and for separating rival armies 
and paramilitary units. 

American, European and Russian media- 
tors shuttled among three Balkan delegations 
at the Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, test- 
ing for shifts on issues that ignited 42 months 
of bloodshed in the former Yugoslav republic. 

Under an agreement with the negotiating 
parties, all news on the talks comes from 
State Department spokesman Nicholas Burns 
in Washington. 

In his briefing Thursday, Burns said the 
United States believed that Radovan Karad- 
zic and Ratko Mladic, two Bosnian Serb lead- 
ers indicted by a U.N. war crime tribunal, 
should be stripped of authority in any accord. 

Otherwise, U.S. troops would not be sent 
to help enforce peace. Referring to the two 
leaders, Burns said: “When we deploy, we 
don’t believe these two individuals should be 
in positions of power.”’ 

Burns said there was “limited progress” 
toward a settlement. 

Croatia and Bosnia agreed to allow 200 
Muslims to return to Croat-controlled Jajce in 
central Bosnia and 200 Croatian families to 
Muslim-controlled Bugojno near Sarajevo. 

A week from now, 100 Muslim families will 
be settled in Stolac and 100 Croatian families 
in Travnik, both in Bosnia. 

The 600 displaced families are a tiny frac- 
tion of the hundreds of thousands of people 


but refuse to share. 


“Once in a while, they’d wave you over and . 


you could sit down,” Basson recalled. ““That’s 
what happened to my father.

Stars form in clouds so dense that the gas collapses 
under its own gravity. These gas clumps grow into baby 
Stars. As they age, the young stars dump out large 
amounts of energy. Massive stars, especially, are very 
bright, very hot and produce huge amounts of intense 
ultraviolet radiation. 

“That radiation hollows out a cavity [in the gas] around 
them when it heats their surroundings and clears them 
out,”’ Hester said. 

The photographs show a few very massive, very hot 
bright stars against a cavity. 

“If you were to watch that over the course of a million 
years, you could see the cavity get bigger and bigger as 
radiation eats further into the cloud,”’ Hester explained. 
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5 photographs, taken 
April 1 and released 
Thursday, show about 
50 stars that formed 
inside the columns. 


“As that cloud gets boiled away, it 
uncovers things buried there. In the 
case of M16, it’s uncovering a region 
that is forming yet more stars; the 
cloud hasn’t all been eaten away.” 

He likened the globules to watch- 
ing a desert windstorm blow light 
sand away, gradually uncovering bur- 
ied boulders. 

“This is the first time that we have 
actually seen the process of forming stars being uncov- 
ered by photoevaporation,’’ said Hester. 

The pictures capture the stars before they finished 
forming. 3 

“Tf left to its own devices, the star eventually approach- 
es a point where nuclear burning happens in its interior,” 
Hester said. “‘When it does, it starts turning on wind and 
blowing material away.’ 

“It’s thought that the wind disperses the cloud around 
it and prevents any more material from forming. The 
stars kind of say, we’ve had enough. The stars inside the 
EGGs seem to be stars that have not said we have 
enough; they are still stars getting mass.”’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Air bags 
can kill babies and toddlers, the Na- 
tional Transportation Safety Board 
warned Thursday. It called for an 
immediate campaign to warn parents 
of the danger. 

The board moved to enlist manu- 
facturers and health, medical and 
educational organizations in getting 
the word out to parents of young 
children. 

The move comes just a week after 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration issued a similar 
caution. 


The Safety Board said it has inves- 
tigated seven accidents in. which an 
infant or small child was killed or 
severely injured as a result of an 
inflating air bag. 

In at least four of the cases, drivers 
were unaware of warnings against 
using rear-facing safety seats when 
air bags were installed, the agency 
said. It urged the highway safety ad- 
ministration to seek the cooperation 
of the National Association of Broad- 
casters in developing a highly visible 
nationwide campaign to advise the 
public about the dangers of: 


® Placing a rear-facing child safety 
seat in the front seat of a car with air 
bags. 

@ Leaving a child unrestrained in 
the front seat. 

The bags deploy with considerable 
force and can harm. small children 
who are not restrained properly or 
who are in rear-facing seats, it noted. 
The agency has urged parents to 
place children in safety seats in the 
rear of cars. Safety officials stressed 
that air bags, used with seat belts, 
have an excellent safety record and 
have saved hundreds of lives.

194 vote. Sixty-three Republicans 
joined all but 29 Democrats in oppos- 
ing the riders. 

Among Missouri's delegation, 
Democrats William L. Clay, Richard 
A. Gephardt and Karen McCarthy 
voted for the instruction, and Demo- 
crats Pat Danner, Ike Skelton and 
Harold Volkmer joined Republicans 
James Talent, Bill Emerson and Mel 
Hancock in opposing it. Of the three 
Democratic members from southern 
Illinois, Richard Durbin and Jerry 
Costello approved the instruction, 
and Glenn Poshard opposed it. 

Opponents called the riders a back- 
door attack on environmental laws 
inserted for the benefit of industry 
lobbyists. ‘““This is environmental de- 
struction by stealth,” said Rep. David 
Bonior, D-Mich. 

But the riders’ supporters accused 
opponents of scare tactics and said 
the restrictions were merely another 
attempt to rein in “excessive regula- 
tions.’”’ Rep. Tom DeLay, R-Texas, 
the majority whip, said the riders 
would keep the “unelected, overzeal- 
ous bureaucrats from implementing 
their own agenda.” 

But Rep. Sherwood Boehlert, R- 
N.Y., called the action “one of the 
key votes of this Congress’’ because 
it demonstrated that many Republi- 
cans oppose reductions in environ- 
mental protection. ““The public does 
not support these riders,’’ he said. 

The House version of the agency’s 
budget trims EPA spending by 34 
percent, including deep cuts in Su- 
perfund toxic waste cleanup and en- 
forcement. The Senate would cut 
EPA spending by 23 percent. 

But the restrictions have attracted 
the most controversy. The Senate 
never considered putting them into 
its spending bill, and the House suc- 
ceeded at one point in September in 
deleting them. But in a second vote, 
they were narrowly reinstated. 

Rep. Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, noted 
that one restriction would keep the 
EPA from issuing toxic pollution 
standards for the Great Lakes. 

Some of the other provisions would 
prevent or restrict the EPA from: 

= Imposing centralized vehicle 
emissions testing programs. 

® Controlling industrial and mu- 
nicipal runoff into lakes and streams. 

@ Imposing new controls on toxic 
emissions from refineries, cement 
kilns and some other industrial 
facilities. 

® Issuing regulations on new stan- 
dards for arsenic and radon in drink- 
ing water. 

@ Maintaining jurisdiction over 
wetlands protection. 

@ Expanding a requirement to 
publicly disclose toxic emissions from 
manufacturing plants. 

®@ Enforcing current sewer over- 
flow controls, leading to raw sewage 
being dumped onto beaches and into 
waterways.

WASHINGTON — Whether Hilla- 
ry Rodham Clinton sought to disrupt 
the police search of Vincent Foster’s 
office after his death remained a 
heated dispute after Senate testimo- 
ny Thursday by her top aide and a 
close adviser: 

Susan Thomases, Mrs. Clinton’s 
friend, and Margaret Williams, Mrs. 
Clinton’s chief of staff, testified be- 
fore the Senate Special Whitewater 
Committee that a series of telephone 
calls surrounding the death were not 
related to any coverup. 

But Committee Chairman Alfonsé 
D’ Amato, R-N.Y., found the testimo- 
ny “beyond belief’’ and accused the 
women of intentionally misleading 
the committee. 

Sen. Lauch Faircloth, R-N.C., re- 
newed calls to have Mrs. Clinton 
testify. 

D’Amato said, ‘““That is a decision 
the First Lady will have to make.” He 
said he was leaning against formally 
asking her to testify. 

But Sen. Paul Sarbanes, D-Md., 
said, “That is just throwing the onus 
onto Mrs. Clinton. I don’t think there 
is any basis for her to come.” 

Sarbanes said it didn’t surprise him 
that memories failed about what was 
said during phone calls in July 1993. 

Testimony Thursday focused on a 
sequence of calls by Mrs. Clinton, 
Williams and Thomases in the days 
after Foster’s death on July 20, 1993. 

In one series on July 22, Williams 
called Mrs. Clinton before 7 a.m. at 
her family’s residence in Little Rock. 
Then, almost immediately, Mrs. Clin- 
ton called Thomases at a Washington 
hotel, and a minute later Thomases 
called White House counsel Bernard 
Nussbaum. 

That is significant, according to 
the Republican committee members’ 
theory, because two hours later 
Nussbaum told Justice Department 
officials he was reneging on an agree- 
ment to allow them to see Foster’s 
papers during a search of his office 
later that day.

Senate Vetoes Bill To Raise Seniors’ Earnings 
Social Security Concerns Blocked Passage —

WASHINGTON ~— On a procedural vote 
Thursday, the Senate blocked legislation that 
would have allowed people who continue work- 
ing while receiving Social Security to keep 
more of their benefits. 

Under current law, beneficiaries between 
the ages of 65 and 69 lose $1 in benefits for 
every $3 they earn above $11,280. That in 
effect adds a 33-percent tax atop income taxes 
and payroll taxes. 

A bill by Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., would 
have raised the limit over seven years to 
$30,000. But Sen. Alan Simpson, R-Wyo., 
raised a procedural objection, saying McCain’s 
proposal to offset the seven-year, $10 billion 
cost of his bill would eventually shortchange the 
Social Security Trust Fund. 

The Senate voted 53-42 to waive Simpson’s 
procedural objection, but that fell short of the 
60 votes needed, and the measure was sent to 
the Finance Committee for redrafting. 

Voting to waive the barrier were Illinois 
senators Carol Moseley-Braun and Paul Simon, 
both Democrats, and Sen. John Ashcroft, R-Mo. 
Opposed was Sen. Christopher S. Bond, R-Mo.

Aid To Palestinians 


The Senate approved on Thursday an exten- 
sion until Dec. 1 of legislation that authorizes 
U.S. aid for the Palestinian people. 

The legislation now requires approval by the 
House, which is in recess until Tuesday. Ap- 
proval is expected to be routine. 

Republican senators allowed the legislative 
authority for Palestinian aid to lapse at 12:01 
a.m. Wednesday. 
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That. action also meant that the P 
Liberation Organization no longer had avitfior- 
ity to operate its Washington office. Officials 
said the office received notification on Wedfies- 
day to cease operations. 

The United States is committed to $500 
million in assistance to the Palestinians Over 
five years. 

The Republicans were using the Palestinian 
issue to pressure the Clinton administration to 
take seriously months-old Republican-backed 
proposals for reorganizing the foreign affairs 
bireaucracy.

In New Book, 
Charles Shares 


His Favorite 
Shakespeare 


LONDON (AP) — Among Prince Charles’ 
favorite passages from Shakespeare, com- 
piled in a book and recording, is a particularly 
telling choice: ‘What infinite heart’s ease 
must kings neglect that private men enjoy.”’ 

In the introduction to ‘‘The Prince’s 
Choice,” released Thursday, the man who 
may someday be king writes: “I found myself 
wondering in amazement at Shakespeare’s 
insight into the mind of someone born into 
this kind of position.”’ 

The scene is one of nearly 40 extracts 
included in the book and recording. Released 
in time for Christmas shoppers in Britain, it 
won't be sold in the United States until May. 

The aim, Charles says in the introduction, 
is “to inspire some people to re-read the 
plays or, better still, see them again on the 
stage.” 

Charles writes that he has been an avid 
Shakespearean ever since his student appear- 
ance in the minor role of the Duke of Extra in 
a boarding school production of “Henry V.”’ 

For the recording, Charles surrounded 
himself with major British talent — Sir John 
Gielgud, Glenda Jackson, Alec McCowen, 
Paul Eddington and, preeminently, Sir Rob- 
ert Stephens. 

Charles is heard in only one passage — act 
2, scene 5 of Henry IV, Part 1, in which the 
future king of England puts his friend Falstaff 
in the dock for a mock trial of his life of 
excess. 

Prince Charles rises to what, it must be 
said, is not a terribly demanding task, since 
Stephens dominates the scene as Falstaff, 
Shakespeare’s celebrated “‘hill of flesh.”’ 

“There is a devil haunts thee in the like- 
ness of an old fat man ... a misleader of 
youth,” says the prince, speaking Prince 
Hal’s lines. 

Director Glyn Dearman said Charles did 
need some coaching. ‘“‘He came across as 
such a nice guy. When he berates Falstaff, 
the problem was getting him to be angry 
enough,’ Dearman said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The gene responsible for 
hereditary breast cancer might also play a role in the 
noninherited tumors that are far more common — by 
somehow getting lost inside cells, new research suggests. 

The gene BRCA1 is thought to suppress cancerous 
growth when it works properly. Women who inherit a 
mutated version are at increased risk of getting the 
hereditary form of breast cancer. 

No one has ever found mutated BRCA1 in noninherited 
breast tumors, indicating it might not be important for 
most women. But now. University of Texas researchers 
have made the surprise finding that otherwise normal 
BRCAI1 seems to get lost in some women with noninherit- 
ed breast cancer. 

The discovery, reported today in the journal Science, is 
“a very exciting tease,”’ said Dr. William Wood of Emory 


Diabetes Rate On Rise 


As Nation’s Population 
Gets Older And Fatter 


NEW YORK (AP) — The number of Americans with 
diabetes has risen almost 50 percent since 1983 and the 
disease rate has tripled since 1958 — in part because the 
population is getting older and fatter. 

About 16 million Americans now have diabetes, up 
from 11 milion in 1983, said Dr. Richard Eastman of the 
National Institute of Diabetes and Digestive and Kidney 
Diseases in Bethesda, Md. 

About half of people with diabetes don’t know it be- 
cause they don’t recognize the symptoms such as unex- 
plained thirst and frequent urination, Eastman said in an 
interview Thursday before presenting the figures at a 
briefing sponsored by the American Medical Association 
and the American Diabetes Association. The numbers 
come from several federal surveys, he said. 

Left untreated, diabetes can lead to blindnesss, kidney 
failure and nerve damage. 

“There has been just an inexorable increase since 
1958,” said Eastman, director of the institute’s division of 
diabetes, endocrinology and metabolic diseases. 

In 1958, diabetes occurred in less than 1 percent of the 
nation’s population, he said, but now it is up to 3 percent 
to 4 percent. The increase appears in type II diabetes, 
which makes up 95 percent of all diabetes cases. 

One reason for the increase is that more people are in 
the age range in which type II is more prevalent, 
Eastman said. The disease is diagnosed on average at age 
51, he said. 

Increased rates of obesity and of. a lack of exercise, 
both of which raise the risk of type II diabetes, also are 
responsible, he ‘said. Another reason is the growth of 
minority populations such as blacks, American Indians, 
Asians and Hispanics who have elevated diabetes rates, 
mostly because of their genes, he said.

ET’S TAKE a moment to update three 
| precent columns. 

To begin, I'd like to continue 
Wednesday’s discussion with three very frus- 
trated high school teachers. After listening to 
their horror stories, I asked the three if they 
had ever thought about transferring to a 
district more peaceful than the one in which 
they are presently employed. 

We can’t get out, they said. 

They said that people in the educational 
system know the truth, and understand that 
very little teaching goes on in certain schools. 

Instead, teachers 
spend their time try- 
ing to maintain a 
semblance of order. 

Consequently, if 
you are a longtime 
teacher in a troubled 
school, you are con- 
sidered damaged 
goods. 

The better dis- 
tricts won’t touch 
us, the teachers said. 
The better districts 

want teachers who are enthusiastic and have 
creative ideas about teaching, and they’re 
afraid teachers like us have lost our teaching 
skills or have become burn-outs, the three 
teachers told me. 

Perhaps I should have included this sad 
snippet in Wednesday’s column. It illustrates 
a point that I figured could go unsaid. That 
point is this — some public schools are doing 
just fine. 

Almost as soon as I arrived at work 
Wednesday, I was swamped with phone calls. 
A number of them were from principals and 
administrators of the kind of schools of which 
my three teachers so wistfully talked. 

So if you’re one of the principals or admin- 
istrators who left word on my voice mail 
extending me an invitation to visit your 
échool, I politely decline. I understand — and 
Tm sure the readers do, too — that all public 
schools are not the “holding pens” that my 
three teachers described. 

Public schools, after all, reflect the commu- 
nities they serve. Just as some neighborhoods 
are relatively safe and.others are combat 

zones, some public schools are doing a whole 
* lot better than others. 

« If the community as a whole, and the par- 
ents in particular, expect and demand a disci- 
plined environment in the schools, the school 
administrators will provide such an environ- 
ment. That’s something for everybody to 
remember.

Love for the 15-year-old daughter of 
his drug dealer boss prompted high 
school senior Jorge Bustamante to work 
aS a cocaine courier so he could raise 
$10,000 and run away with the girl. 

That was the story Bustamante told 
Thursday in U.S. District Court. Busta- 
mante, a Colombian who entered the 
United States illegally in 1992, is a main 
government witness against Elisa De- 
Luca and her husband, George DeLuca. 
They are accused of running a drug 
operation that bought Colombian co- 
caine in New York City and sold it here. 

Bustamante testified that he counted 
drug money and ferried cash and cocaine 
between St. Louis and New York while 
attending Lafayette High School. He 
came to St. Louis with the DeLucas in 
June 1993, after George DeLuca retired 
as a New York police officer. 

Bustamante, who gives conflicting 
birthdays, is 19 or 20. He told jurors the 
following story: 

He fell in love with Elisa DeLuca’s 
daughter, Alexandra, almost from the 
moment he met her. She lived with her 
mother and George DeLuca in Chester- 
field at a $400,000 house that authori-

Con Artist Reveals Insurance-Scam Tricks

David Ballog Jr. shared the tricks of his 
trade Thursday — the insurance fraud trade. 

Ballog, a 49-year-old admitted con artist, 
spoke to 200 insurance agents for SAFECO at 
the Radisson Hotel in Bridgeton. He said he’s 
been speaking to insurance agents across the 
country to try to thwart the bogus insurance 
claims said to be costing the industry about $2 
billion a year. 

“I was a born hustler,”’ the stout Ballog 


warned the group. ‘I’m a scoundrel, and when 


it comes to making money, I’m a terror.” 

And he’s going to federal prison for it in 
January 

Balog, of Chicago, has been dubbed by 
investigators as the Godfather of Fraud. He 


pleaded guilty a year ago of mail fraud. He’s to 


serve 20 months in prison — a small price to 
pay, he said, for bilking insurance companies 
of $3.5 million in bogus claims. He said most of 
the money fueled his gambling habit and paid 
off mobsters for shark loans. 


Ballog said he turned in his mother, three © 


sons, a daughter-in-law, 10 other relatives and 
two former Chicago police officers to federal 
authorities because he didn’t want them to 
turn on him first. 
“I didn’t want to be used as a bargaining 
chip,” Ballog said.

In School’s Water 


Well Capped; Parents, Volunteers Haul Water

Nobody’s sure why lead levels are 
higher than usual in the drinking wa- 
ter at the Maple Grove Elementary 
School in Dittmer. 

Tuesday afternoon, school officials 
shut off the well water. 

It was no Halloween prank. 

The state Department of Natural 
Resources said that a test showed the 
lead level was higher than the accept- 
ed standard. 

The mini-crisis brought on a wave 
of volunteer help, and the students 
seemed to enjoy the attention. 

On Thursday, parents and others 
continued to haul water into the 
school so the 600 students — in 
kindergarten though fifth grade — 
and 45 staff members had drinking 
water. The imported water is also 
being used to help prepare meals. 

No one seemed concerned about 
any danger, although letters were 
sent to parents explaining the prob- 
lem. “It’s created excitement,” said 
Ken Dillner, the principal. ‘We've 
being having a grand time serving 
each other water. Actually, the well 
water tasted better.” 

As Diliner spoke, Joe Schwartz 
drove up with a free supply of spring 


water from the Castle Mountain Co. 
in south St. Louis. “We're giving 
them six coolers, 20 bottles of water 
and cups just to get started. We de- 
cided to help out,’’ said Schwartz, a 
supervisor for the firm. 

The school, off Missouri Highway 
30, is at the southern end of the 
Northwest School District. 

Tom J. Gerling, assistant superin- 
tendent, said the school had been 
sending test samples of its well water 
to the Department of Natural Re- 
sources twice a year, and this is the 
first time any sample went above the 
limit — 15 parts of lead per billion — 
that is set by the Environmental 
tection Agency. 


One reading, at a sink that is clos- | 


est to the well, measured 22 parts 
per billion. But readings at five other 
water outlets were below 15. 

Gerling said more tests will be 
done and a remedy decided upon, 
which could include flushing the lines 
each day, using chlorination, filtra- 
tion or a water softener system. 
“We'll wait to see what [the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources] advises,’ 
he said. 

Kenneth Duzan, an environmental 
specialist with the department’s pro- 
gram for testing lead and copper in

drinking water, said, “I don’t think 
there’s any reason to panic.” He said 
the well water probably has a lead 
level of 10 to 13 parts per billion and 
the plumbing lines or fixtures proba- 
bly contributed more lead particles. ' 

Duzan said Jefferson County seems 
to have a higher incidence of lead in 
the ground water. Five public water 
districts in the county have detected 
lead compared with only 11 other 
water systems in the state, he said. 

“‘There’s: evidence that this lead is 
not readily absorbed in the body,” as 
Duzan said. 

Nona Doyle, secretary at St. Mar: 
tin’s United Church of Christ, across 
from the school, is not concerned; 
She has a 7-year-old grandson in the 
school. “‘He’s pretty wild. I don't 
think the water has anything to do 
with it. I’ve been drinking it for 20 
years and I’m healthy.” 

The Jefferson’County Health De- 
partment will be at the school 
Wednesday: to test individuals con- 
cerned about lead poisoning.

“ Jackson, 45, has pleaded guilty to 
tacketeering charges. He testified 
aa Venezia, 52, of Belleville, and 

hree others being tried on charges 
of operating a multimillion-dollar 
gambling empire using video ma- 
chines placed in dozens of area tav- 
erns by Venezia’s B&H Vending/Ace 
Music Co. 

i Under cross-examination by Vene- 

ia’s attorney, Michael Metnick, 
ackson denied that he had taken 
bribes to protect prostitution or 
drugs. But he agreed that he also has 
pleaded guilty to federal charges of 
taking bribes from another business- 
man in Washington Park to protect 
an unrelated gambling operation. 

. Jackson also told Metnick that, 
while Jackson will forfeit the $400-a- 
month mayor’s post when he is sen- 
tenced in February, the City Council 
recently increased his monthly ex- 
pense account to $1,500 from $500. 

When asked by another defense 
attorney, Michael Costello, if Jack- 
son’s pay really had been increased 
after he pleaded guilty of extortion 
and racketeering, Jackson cracked, 


_“*What’s so bad about that?”’ 


When Costello asked what Jackson 
had done with the bribe money alleg- 
edly paid by Venezia, Jackson re- 
sponded, “‘I lived a good life.” 

He said he had bought a used Jag- 
uar car and sometimes kept as much 
as $40,000 in cash at his home in 
Belleville, where the mortgage was 
in Venezia’s name because Jackson 
couldn’t get a loan. Jackson said he 
paid more than $29,000 in cash as a 
down payment and was still meeting 
the mortgage payments of more than 
$1,200 a month. 

Under intense questioning by Met- 
nick, Jackson said he and Venezia had 
tried to cover up plans to pay a bribe 
to a state liquor agent who they be- 
lieved was targeting Venezia’s gam- 
bling business. 

Metnick pointed out that the word 
“bribe” was never used in a conver- 
sation between Jackson and Robinson 
that Robinson secretly recorded in 
August 1992. Jackson agreed that he 
used the words “straight up and 
aboveboard”’ several times when 
talking to Robinson about what Vene- 
zia was willing to do for him. 

But Jackson explained, “I used the 
phrase several times because I was 
trying to keep from saying ‘bribe.’ ”’ 

Under more questioning by Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney Miriam Miquelon, 


Jackson said Venezia was looking for - 


a way to keep from paying cash di- 
rectly to Robinson. “‘But in reality, it 
was all about bribing Bonds Robin- 
son,’ Jackson said. 

Metnick argued that Robinson had 
been soliciting bribes from Venezia 
for some time, and only turned to the 
FBI when Venezia refused to pay 
him.

outspoken legislator and a master at 
using House rules to his advantage.

Well, maybe. But Charmley said 
that back home in Britain, he had 
been accused of ‘‘besmirching a na- 
tional monument.”’

Charmley’s new book is nothing if 
not unorthodox. In general, it por- 
trays the wartime Churchill as a sen- 
timentalist who got outfoxed by Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt, to the 
great detriment of Great Britain. 

“A lot of my countrymen take 
Churchill’s account in his memoirs at 
face value — that we were smarter 
than the Americans,’ Charmley said. 

But, he noted, Roosevelt never got 
around to writing Ais version. In 
Charmley’s view, Roosevelt was 
clever and manipulative, in the way 


that most Americans assume British 


diplomats are clever and 
manipulative.

he agreed to give the insurance in- 
dustry pointers on how to stop scoun- 
drels like himself.

Teen-agers’ Ignorance Is Ancient History 


A new study finding that American 
teen-agers are woefully lacking in 
historical knowledge is an old story to 
John Charmley. 


When he taught history in 1992-93 
as a visiting professor at Westmin- 
ster College in Fulton, Mo., he found 
that some students were as well- 
versed as anyone he'd ever taught. 

“But among the non-history ma- 
jors..., he said, his voice trailing 
off in a sigh. ‘In the past,’”’ he added, 
“one could rely on a base level of 
knowledge. It’s no longer there.” 


He noted that a television news 


show this week had referred-in its 
coverage of the Bosnian peace talks 
to “Munich 1938,” then asked:

ence? A lack of knowledge in history 
surely must have an impoverishing 
impact on political discourse.” 
Are things any better in Britain?”

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Parents Face Charges 


In Malnutrition Death 


2-Year-Old Girl Was Found Dead In Bed

St. Louis police will seek murder 
charges against the parents of a frail, 
underweight, underdeveloped 2- 
year-old girl found dead in her bed on 
Sept. 1. 

An autopsy report completed 
Thursday disclosed that the girl, Mi- 
chelle Gray, died from severe dehy- 
dration, and Dr. Michael Graham, the 
St. Louis medical examiner, ruled the 
death a homicide. 

Authorities speculated that Mi- 
chelle’s death must have been a long, 
agonizing ordeal because she did not 
receive adequate fluids to sustain life. 

Michelle’s 28-year-old mother was 
arrested and booked Thursday; war- 
rants will be sought. The girl’s fa- 
ther, 32, was expected to surrender 
soon. 

Michelle’s parents awoke Sept. 1 
and found the girl lifeless, authorities 
said. 

Investigators said they were ap- 
palled to find the dead girl’s twin 
sister in a deplorable condition and 
the family living amid filth in the 
home in the 400 block of Wilmington 
Avenue. 

“The surviving twin was lethargic 
and couldn’t sit up or couldn’t walk,”’ 


said Sgt. Mary Warnecke, supervisor - 


of the child abuse unit. 

“She was diagnosed as having se- 
vere developmental delays and 
growth retardation due to 
malnutrition.” 

But the surviving twin showed im- 
mediate improvement during a brief

hospital stay, Warnecke added, and 
has been placed in a foster home. 

The twins’ parents told police the

Authorities also removed three 
other siblings — girls 4 and 8 and a 
boy, 5 — from the home, and they, 
too, have been placed in foster care. 

“The three were not malnour- 
ished, but were filthy and had lice,”’ 
Warnecke said. 

The house was extremely filthy, 
with garbage strewn about. “There 
was animal feces on the floor, the 
toilet didn’t flush and the refrigerator 
didn’t work,” Warnecke said. 

Police said the Missouri Division of 
Family Services had been monitoring 


- the Gray household for several years 


but couldn’t say why social workers 
didn’t notice the deteriorating health 
of the twins. 

Marilynn Knipp, a spokeswoman 
for the Missouri Department of So- 
cial Services, said the Division of 
Family Services would examine its 
role with the family. 

“If someone did not do their job 
appropriately, then actions will be 
taken,’’ she said.

In response, County Councilman 
Mark Brodsky has proposed a new 
ordinance barring the pickup of trash 
from residential parts of the county’s 
unincorporated areas before 7 a.m. 
and after 7 p.m. Hauling firms are 
opposed, saying they rarely get such 
complaints. 

The Tebbes say they and their two 
children like to get up around 6:45 
a.m. most weekdays. But they’re rou- 
tinely awakened a half-hour or more 
earlier by trucks for the various com- 
peting trash firms serving their 
neighborhood — the Willowyck sub- 
division near Parkway North High 
School. — 

“If I chose to drive a car without a 
muffler through a neighborhood ev- 
ery day at 6:15 a.m., neighbors would 
be calling and I would be cited and 


. ticketed for peace disturbance,” said 


Jacque Tebbe, an elementary school 
teacher, in a letter to the council. 
Brodsky, a Republican from Creve 
Coeur, said at a committee hearing 
Thursday that at least 10 municipal- 
ities — including the one he lives in 
— already ban trash pickups before 7 
a.m. Ladue is even more strict, with

an 8 a.m. start-up. The upshot, he 
contended, is that the firms tend to 
concentrate their earliest stops in the 
unincorporated areas. 


“You feel like the last poor relative 
who doesn’t get some of the ameni- 
ties municipalities get,’’ one of the 
Tebbes’ neighbors, Marjean Living- 
ston, told the committee. 

But Michael Zykan of Browning- 
Ferris Industries — a major hauler 
here — worried that ‘‘we’re going to 
have do a major reroute” if Brodsky’s 
bill passes. A 7 a.m. start-up in such a 
large section of the county will cause 
more trash trucks to be stuck in rush- 
hour traffic jams, he said, and make it 
difficult to complete residential 
school pickups before children arrive. 


Dan. Imig of Waste Management 


Inc. predicted that the bill actually 


would prompt more of another com- 
mon homeowner complaint: Trash 


‘cans aren't emptied early enough so 


residents can put them in the back 
yard before they leave for work. 

The committee took no action on 
Brodsky’s bill. One member, Demo- 
crat Deborah Kersting of South 
County, said another solution may be 
to divide the county’s unincorporated 
areas into zones and limit the number 
of companies allowed to operate in 
each. That would keep the number of 
trash stops per week on a given 
street to a minimum, Kersting said.

As Most Birds Head South, 
Starlings Prefer To Stay Put

Most birds fly south in fall. Not 
starlings. 


A million of them perch year- 
round in Missouri and Illinois. And 
that’s why you hear those loud 
whistles and cackling sounds in 
treetops and gutters this time of 
year: Starlings are roosting by the 
thousands. 


Alfred Hitchcock once made a 
spooky movie (‘‘The Birds,’’ 
1963) about starlings attacking 
people. But the 8%-inch, speck- 
led, black-and-white birds with iri- 
descent plumage really are harm- 
less. They’re just looking for a 
place to perch. 


“Starlings are very opportunis- 
tic and adapt well in city areas,” 
said Carol Kershner of Wildlife 
Bird Rehabilitation. “They can 
find nesting space in any hole.”’ 


In downtown, starlings are visi- 
ble mostly in parks and rooftop 
crannies of buildings. Starlings 
tend to cluster in areas with trees, 
Kershner said. 


From University City to the 
northern end of St. Louis, star- 
lings mix with other feeding birds 
in flocks up to the thousands, she 
said. 


Starlings were brought to 
North America in the 1800s from 
Europe. 


“‘They’ve survived and have 
adapted to life here,’’ Kershner 
said. “They didn’t fly over, so why 
would they migrate?” 


Some people think starlings are 
pests because they can mess up 
sidewalks and cars. 


Mike Macek, curator of birds at 
the St. Louis Zoo, offered two 
suggestions for shooing away 
starlings: 


® Record a loud bang and play 
it in 15-minute intervals to stop 
the starlings from coming back to 
the dwelling. 


@ Put a fake owl in the tree. An 
owl is a predator to the starlings. 
But beware that if it never moves, 
the starlings will tend to ignore it 
and reclaim their roost. 


Macek said these techniques 
were used last winter in Alton to 
rid a downtown street of starlings. 


“We get calls from people each 
season wanting to know how to rid 
a front-yard tree of starlings,” he 
said. 

“Either move your car, cut 
down the tree or just live with it.” 


Americans Must Face 


Racism, Educator Says 


Issue Remains ‘Deep And Painful’ In Society

Racism is alive and well in this 
country, and race is the great divide, 
a Harvard educator said in a visit 
Thursday to St. Louis. 


Sara Lawrence-Lightfoot, a pro- 
fessor at Harvard’s graduate school 
of education, spoke to about 60 peo- 
ple at a conference on women in 
school administration held at. the 
Sheraton West Port. 


“With the O.J. Simpson trial and 
the Million Man March, we began to 
talk out loud about race,’’ Lawrence- 
Lightfoot said, in response to ques- 
tions. ““We have to admit how deep 
and painful this issue is in our 
society.” 


She said one has to look no further | 


than Bosnia and the Middle East to 
realize the global implications of rac- 
ism. But solutions will come at the 
local level with people acknowledging 
racism and talking about it, she said. 


Lawrence-Lightfoot would like to 
see more black males in schools as 
role models. She would like to see 
curriculum, such as history, include 
the lives of more people and other 
cultures. She would like to see ways 
provided for teachers to deal with 
their own bias, fears and racism. She 
said the most subtle racism often 
takes place in teaching. 

For Lawrence-Lightfoot, the 
daughter of a pediatrician and sociol- 
ogist, education began at home 


around the family table. She said 
school offers a counterpoint to that. 
But: for students who have no such 
opportunity, she mentioned a teacher 
who brought a dining room table into 
a literature class so her 11th-graders 
could bring their experiences to the 
table on Monday mornings and relate 
them to what they read. 


Lawrence-Lightfoot has written 
six books. She talked about one pub- 
lished last year called “I’ve Known 
Rivers: Lives of Loss and Libera- 
tion.’”’ The book chronicles the lives 
of six African-American men and 
women. In the book, she writes of 
black identity, middle age and 
achievement. She speaks of the loss 
of rootedness amid economic gains. 


“These are journeys marked by 
hope,” Lawrence-Lightfoot said. “I 
found people are able to live with a 
mixture of loss and gain.” 


She wants students to recognize 
the extraordinary diversity in any 
cultural group. She would warn stu- 
dents that life is full of imperfection 
and pain, yet possible to endure and 
possible to get better. 

“Kids need to read much more 
complicated stories, and so do we, to 
be seduced into living lives of cour- 
age and commitment,” she said. 

‘“‘We need to be deeply rooted and 
confident in our ethnic identities so 
we can be open and generous in re- 
gard of others.”

Hull is the team’s only reliable 
goal scorer this season.

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Rams At Saints: 
For Either Team, 
It's Not In Bag

In a span of three games, the New Orleans Saints have 
toppled the preseason Super Bowl favorites in each con- 
ference — San Francisco and Miami. 

They have one of the top pass rushes in the National 
Football League, at least in terms of sacks. 

And they’re favored to win again this Sunday in the 
Superdome against the visiting Rams. So Jim Mora is the 
toast of the town in New Orleans, right? 

Hardly. A closer approximation might be that he is just 
plain toast. 

Even with last week’s 11-7 stunner over San Francisco 
and that 33-30 shocker over Miami on Oct. 15, Mora sits 
on perhaps the hottest of NFL coaching hotseats. 

Those two upset victories, big as they were, happen to 
be the Saints’ only triumphs in a 2-6 season. Some fans 
have begun showing up with bags over their faces — a 
New Orleans tradition for bad football since the 1980 
‘‘Aints” started 0-14 en route to a 1-15 season. 

Not that brown paper bags are in short supply on the 
bayou. For the first time since 1985, the Saints failed to 
sell out a home game in the 69,000-seat Superdome, 
when Atlanta came to town Sept. 19. 

The team has averaged only 52,000 its last three home 
games, and nearly 20,000 seats remained available for 
Sunday’s Rams game at the start of this week. 

None of which bodes well for Mora, 86-69 in 10 
seasons with the Saints. Only Miami’s Don Shula has 
coached longer at the same spot among active NFL head 
coaches. 

Mora publicly apologized to the fans after the team’s 0- 
5 start. The ‘Fire Mora’ signs began cropping up at the 
Superdome during loss No. 5 — to Philadelphia on Oct. 1. 
Owner Tom Benson has been mum on Mora’s job status. 

For his part, Mora has tried to keep plugging along. 

“It’s part of the game,” he said. “‘You just go on about 
your job and not let that kind of stuff worry you. You know 
when you lose that people are going to be upset, and 
they’re certainly upset here because we have not had a 
good team, a good record. 

“I understand that. I just don’t let it distract me. We 
just go on about our business.”’ 

The Saints have lived on that fine line that separates 
winners and losers in the NFL. Six of their eight games 
have been decided by five points or fewer. ; 

“The league is a lot like that now,” Mora said. 
“‘There’s maybe two or three really good teams. I think 
there’s a bunch of teams that are right in a pack. 

‘You see a lot of close games every week. You see a lot 
of overtime games. You see teams beating teams that you 
don’t think they’re going to beat. I think this is an 
indication of the league. 

“But the key is to win. We're 2-6; we haven’t won. And 
that’s not good.” 

The New Orleans defense has improved since Sept. 10, 
when the Saints lost to the Rams 17-13 at Busch Stadium. 
Nonetheless, Mora has not had his entire starting unit on 
the field for a single play this season because of injuries. 

Two starters, defensive end Joe Johnson of Jennings 
High and linebacker Winfred Tubbs, are questionable for

Sunday’s game with injuries. Johnson has missed the last 
two weeks with a sprained ankle. Tubbs has missed four 
games with calf and thigh injuries. 


Nonetheless, the Saints can bring the heat. They have 
two of the NFC’s top eight sackers in defensive tackle 
Wayne Martin (seven sacks) and right defensive end 
Renaldo Turnbull (six). That duo will line up over the 
Rams’ Wayne Gandy and Leo Goeas on Sunday in the 
Superdome. 


“You look at our sacks, and you say, ‘Man, these guys 
can really rush the passer,’ ’’ Mora said. “To be honest 
with you, I don’t think you need to fear our pass rush.” 


Of course, given their season-high yield of six sacks last 
Sunday against Philadelphia, Rams blockers should fear 
any pass rush. 


Offensively, the Saints have been duds. Even with 
Mario Bates’ 106-yard rushing day against San Francisco, 
New Orleans ranks 30th — that’s last — in the NFL in 
rushing offense. 


“It’s been very disappointing,’ Mora said. “We just 
don’t run the ball very well. We haven’t blocked very well. 
It was nice to see us run the ball a little better last week 
against Frisco, [but] Frisco had some defensive guys that 
didn’t play.”’ 


In the passing game, former Rams quarterback Jim 
Everett has cooled off in the last two weeks after a good 
start. He threw four interceptions in a 20-3 loss to 
Carolina on Oct. 22, and managed only 156 yards against 
San Francisco. 


Two starters on the Saints’ right side, tackle Richard 
Cooper and guard Chris Port, will miss the Rams game 
because of injuries. 

Despite the injuries, the offensive woes, and the overall 
gloom and doom, Mora is hoping the San Francisco 
triumph will be a springboard for his team. 

“We're still in a big hole — 2-6 isn’t a very good 
record,” he said. ‘‘So it’s not like we’re bristling with 
confidence here.”

— Right tackle Ed Simmons, the 
only lineman not to miss a play this 
year, and left tackle Joe Patton were 
banged up more than usual in Sun- 
day’s 24-15 loss to the Giants.

Commitment To Rose Bowl 
Thorny Issue For Buckeyes |

We feel Florida State’s pain. We 
ache for the Florida Gators. But it’s 
Ohio State that stands to be most 
victimized by the absurd system used 
to determine a college football 
champion. 

Defending 
national cham- 
pion Nebraska 
(8-0) nudged 
past Florida 
State to be- 
come No. 1 in 
both polls this 
week. The i 
Seminoles (7-0) Rie 
and Gators (7- es. 

0) are second 7 
and third. 

There are persuasive arguments 
for each of those schools to be No. 1, 
and pollsters — most of whom are 
conscientious and informed — are in 
a predicament. They are called upon 
first to project the season, and then 
to reflect it. The equation isn’t neces- 
sarily simple, as Ohio State quarter- 
back Bob Hoying understands. 

“If we were No. 1 or No. 2 right 
now and we got bumped from that 
spot because another team played a 
better schedule, we would be upset,” 
Hoying said. 

But consider the case of Ohio State 
(8-0), which began the season ranked 
12th. The Buckeyes have beaten six 
ranked teams, including three in the 
current top 15. Nebraska and Florida 
have two victories over ranked 
teams, and Florida State played its 
first game against a ranked team 
Thursday night. 

“‘T don’t know if we’re better than 
those teams or not, but we’ve played 
the toughest schedule by far,” said 
Ohio State coach John Cooper, whose 
team gets his first-place vote in the 
CNN/USA Today coaches’ poll. 

And their gaudy average margins 
of victory (Florida State, 38.5 points, 
Florida 28.0 Nebraska 26.4) aren’t 
dramatically better than Ohio State’s 
(21.3) — which isn’t being accused of 
running up scores against cream 
puffs to entice voters. Last week, 
Cooper mercifully muzzled his team 


_ when it took a 56-0 first-half lead 


over Iowa. Final: 56-35. 


“There are a lot of complaints 
about teams running up the score . 
but we let them live,”’ said nose 
guard Luke Fickell, who wasn’t nec- 
essarily pleased. ‘“What happened in 
the second half tends to bring morale 
down.” 

None of that would matter if not 
for college football’s anti-climactic 
method of selecting a champion. 

For now, the so-called ‘Bow! Alli- 
ance’ has constructed a scenario that 


could have No. 1 playing No. 2 in the 


Fiesta Bowl. But Ohio State is ‘in the 
Big Ten Conference, which is com- 
mitted to the Rose Bowl rather than 
the Alliance and apparently learned 
nothing from a similar injustice per- 
petrated on undefeated Penn State 
last season. 

So if Ohio State were ranked No. 1 
or No. 2 at the end of the regular 
season, it still wouldn’t be in the title 
game. All of which, some suspect, is 
causing a bias in balloting. For in- 
stance, since Ohio State is getting six 
first-place votes in The Associated 
Press poll and nine in the coaches’ 
poll, the math spells out that several 
voters are putting the Buckeyes low- 
er than the top four. 

“IT hope that isn’t true, but there 
may be some people out there who 
want to see the Fiesta Bowl have 1 
vs. 2,’ Cooper said. “‘In my opinion, if 
you go undefeated, you ought to de- 
serve a share of it.” 

That would be one solution. And 
Cooper offered the Los Angeles 
Times another: Let the winner of the 
Fiesta Bowl meet the winner of the 
Rose Bowl. “It would clear the air,”’ 
he said. 

That, of course, won’t happen, for 
reasons from limitations on numbers 
of games to sponsorship rights for 
the Fiesta Bowl, etc. So all the Buck- 
eyes can do is keep their sights on 
what they can control and root for 
such scenarios as Florida defeating 
Florida State, then losing in the 
Southeastern Conference champion- 
ship game. 

“Winning the Big Ten is in our 
control,” tailback Eddie George said. 
“Winning the national championship 
isn’t. It’s all an illusion to us. .. . It’s 
someone else’s perspective. It’s in 
someone else’s hands. All we can do 
is go undefeated and win the Rose 
Bowl.”

Steelers Find No Defense From Injuries

PITTSBURGH — The Pittsburgh 
Steelers had the AFC’s best defense 
last season — remember Blitzburgh? 
This season, they’ve found no de- 
fense for injuries. 

The Steelers’ already bad injury 
situation got even worse Thursday as 
defensive starters Chad Brown and 
Carnell Lake sat out practice with 
sprained ankles and linebacker Greg 
Lloyd left early with a strained groin. 

All-Pro cornerback Rod Woodson 
already has missed all but eight plays 
this season with a badly damaged 
right knee, and probably won’t play 
again until 1996. Nose tackle Joel 
Steed also must sit out three more 
games under an NFL-imposed ste- 
roids suspension. 

The Steelers are so injury-prone, 
it’s not even safe for them to go to 
bed. Free safety Darren Perry prac- 
ticed Thursday with four stitches in a 
right foot he cut on his bed Tuesday. 

“This is so typical of our season — 
if it’s not one thing, it’s another,” 
Perry said. 

Lloyd summed up the defense’s 
growing frustration with their fragile 
health and on-field inconsistency by 
angrily ripping off the athletic tape 


almost out of necessity while he re- 
covers from an offseason gunshot 
wound to his left knee. 

The injuries couldn’t come at a 
worse time in the Steelers’ season, 
either. Despite losing four of five 
games at one point, the Steelers (4-4) 
are tied with Cleveland for the AFC 
Central Division lead as they begin a 
stretch of three road games in four 
weeks. 

The next month could be pivotal to 
the Steelers’ hopes of repeating in a 
division that has a combined 17-24 
record. Following the Bears, they 
play consecutive division games 
against the Browns (4-4), the Ben- 
gals (3-5) and the Browns again. 

“‘T thought we had some toughness 
... against Jacksonville, and a resolve, 
and we played Steelers football,” 
coach Bill Cowher said of Sunday’s 
24-7 victory. ‘“‘We’re going to have to 
do that now playing three of the next 
four on the road.”’ 

But who will they play those games 
with? 


Normally, a Steelers player 
doesn’t play on Sunday if he doesn’t 
practice on Thursday, the last full- 
scale practice of the week, but 
Cowher might be forced to make ex- 
ceptions this-week.

By the time the Chicago Bulls went 
to training camp in the fall of 1992 to 
seek a third consecutive National 
Basketball Association championship, 
they were prohibitive favorites. 

The likeliest challenger from the 
West was a matter of some debate, 
but there was little question the Bulls 
and their fabulous headliner, Michael 
Jordan, could win another title mere- 
ly by wanting to. 

They did, too. 

This fall, the Houston Rockets 
went to training camp to seek a third 
consecutive NBA championship and 
remained long shots at the Vegas 
sports books and in the minds of 
many basketball fans, just as they 
were last season, just as they were 
the season before that. 

“I think it’s going to be a very 
difficult year for Houston,” Bulls 
coach Phil Jackson said. “‘I think the 
age factor will be tough. What we did 
in our third year, and I think what 
they'll have to do, is they’ll have to 
coast their older guys, [Hakeem] 
Olajuwon and [Clyde] Drexler.”’ 

The Rockets are used to these 
predictions of doom. In fact, they’re 
used to something pretty close to 
doom itself. They finished a mediocre 
third in the Midwest Division last 
season, and came within one loss of 
being eliminated from the playoffs in 
each of the first two rounds. 

“T’ve found that every year there 
are going to be doubters,’’ Rockets 
coach Rudy Tomjanovich said. 
‘“‘There was an article in our paper 
that had six or seven teams out of Las 
Vegas picked to have better chances 
to win the championship than us. 
That’s something we use as fuel, as 
an incentive. But I think if we won it 
again, there’s still going to be 
doubters.” 

Probably. But winning it again this 
season is even more of a challenge 
than it was in 1994-95. 

Jordan is back, for one thing. The 
Bulls’ headliner missed a season and 
three quarters in his inexplicable 
quest to emulate Deion Sanders. 

“With Jordan having a full season, 
we anticipate we're going to be a 
team that challenges in the East,” 
said Jackson, who coached Bulls 
championship teams in 1991, ’92 and 
'93 


“I think people who know Michael 
Jordan’s competitive spirit are going 
to see a ballplayer. Yes, he’s an aged 
player. He’s come through numbers 
of seasons in the NBA. He’s still not 
going to be a guy you're going to be 
able to stop from having a 30-, 35-, 
40-point night. 

The perennial question is, ‘Do you 
think he’ll lead the league in scoring?’ 
I’ve said if [Orlando’s] Shaquille 
[O’Neal] or somebody else doesn’t 
average 33 points a game, I think 
Michael is still capable, playing fewer 
minutes, of averaging 30 points a 
game. That’s the difference. He'll 
play fewer minutes.” 

In addition, the Bulls traded for 
Dennis Rodman, the gifted, eccentric 
league rebounding champion. 

“This could be a devastating 
team,”’ said former Bulls coach Doug 
Collins, who takes over the rival De- 
troit Pistons this season. 

“I think the move they made was a 
risky one in some aspects. But if you 
look at it, Dennis Rodman is in the 
last year of his contract, he’s coming 
to a team with some strong personal- 
ities, and the worst thing that can 
happen is, if it doesn’t work out, he 
moves on and you have some money 
to sign another player.” 

_ “Certainly Dennis Rodman is go- 
ing to help them,”’ Charlotte coach 
Allan Bristow said. “I can’t think of 
three better defensive players out- 
side of the center position than Jor- 
dan, [Scottie] Pippen and Rodman. 
They may be the top three defensive 
small guys in the league.” 

The Bulls will have to get by the 
defending Eastern Conference cham- 
pions in Orlando. After being swept 
out of the NBA finals by Houston last 
spring, the Magic is eager for a re- 
turn engagement.

Rating The NBA’s Best Players 


A thumb injury has Shaq on the shelf to start the season. 


Hakeem Olajuwon led the Houston Rockets to their second consecu- 
tive NBA championship. He clearly outplayed San Antonio’s David 
Robinson in their matchup in the Western Conference finals. 

Yet it is Robinson who wears the crown as the league’s best player. 

To many, that is evidence that the Larry Bird system for evaluating 
talent is flawed. Popular debate has the title of the sport’s best player 
belonging to either Olajuwon (No. 2) or Chicago’s Michael Jordan (No. 
11). 


The response: Every system is flawed. No system can take into 
account intangibles such as a player’s will to win. 

The Bird system is arguably the best way to determine a player’s 
worth. The former Boston Celtics star would add up a player’s positives 
— points, rebounds, assists, steals and blocked shots. Then. he would 
subtract negatives — missed field goals and free throws, turnovers and 
fouls — to determine a statistical average. 

There is one modification for these ratings: Fouls are not part of the 
formula, because they are a subjective factor. 

This system is not influenced by hype or reputation. The results are 
based strictly on the 1994-95 regular season and do not include playoff 
performance. That explains why Jordan, who returned to the sport late 
in the season after his fling with baseball, did not crack the top 10. 

No rookies are included in these rankings because they have yet to 
play an NBA game. But only two — Golden State’s Joe Smith and 
Philadelphia’s Jerry Stackhouse — should be considered solid bets to

The Blues have had a season’s 
worth of controversy since training 
camp started less than two months 
ago.

Tyson Withdrawal 
Put Fox On Canvas 


Ahoy goblins grabbed the Fox network on Halloween 
night 

That’s when it was announced that Mike Tyson had a 
broken hand and that his scheduled fight Saturday against 
Buster Mathis Jr. had been called off. 

Fox had been set to show the bout, the first major pro 
heavyweight event on free television since ABC showed 
Leon Spinks defeat Muhammad Ali in 1978. 

And Fox officials were not pleased with the first signifi- 
cant setback since Rupert Murdoch’s upstart network got 
into the sports business late in 
1993 by snatching the National 
Football League away from CBS. 
It since has added the National 
Hockey League, and is expected 
to have part of the next baseball 
contract. 

“It was trick or treat, and we 
got tricked,’ David Hill, presi- 
dent of Fox Sports, told The New 
York Times. “All the marketing 
we've done, all the promos, you 
can’t recall that. We were totally 
burned.” 

Fox had pulled out all the 
stops. John Madden had planned 
to stop in Las Vegas this week, 
to do some feature reports that 
were to air during the three-hour telecast of the Tyson 
bout and several undercard events at the MGM Grand 
hotel-casino. Pat Summerall, Madden’s NFL broadcast 
partner, had been set to do the play-by-play. James Brown 
was to be the host for the telecast, and an army of 
technicians and cameras had been dispatched to the site. 

The fight figured to be a ratings bonanza and would 
have come in the important November sweeps, upon 
which ad rates are based. Fox will substitute consecutive 
Lem of one of its best-rated programs, “The X- 

iles. 

Instead of the Tyson hype, the ring will be dark — 
because of what the naysayers are saying is paltry ad- 
vance ticket sales and stiff competition from the Riddick 
Bowe-Evander Holyfield heavyweight fight the same 
night a few doors down Las Vegas Boulevard at Caesars 
Palace. 

The big winners were the promoters of the Bowe- 
Holyfield bout, which is on pay-per-view TV. With no 
competition on free television, the stable of customers 
willing to pony up about $40 to TVKO should increase 
sharply. 

With the competition, about 500,000 households were 
expected to buy Bowe-Holyfield. Now, as many as 
900,000 are expected to buy the fight, according to 
estimates Thomas Umstead, senior editor of Multichan- 
nel News, made for the Los Angeles Daily News. That’s a 
difference of roughly $16 million. 


Advance Notice: Be forewarned, football fans. The San 
Francisco-Dallas showdown Nov. 12 won’t be televised in 
St. Louis because of the presence of the Rams. 

The home team is playing in town against Carolina that 
day, and that contest will be shown locally. NFL rules 
limit Fox, which has the rights to the Rams and Cowboys- 
49ers games that day, to showing only one game here 
that day. And the rules mandate that it be the Rams’ 
game.

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Here, North vs. South 
Is An Historic Twist

Big football game out in the Park- 
way School District tonight. Get 
there early to find a parking spot 
within comfortable walking distance. 
That’s the way it usually goes when 
archrivals meet. 

That’s the way it usually goes 
when Parkway West meets Parkway 
Central. 

But, in a twist, that game means 
nothing. The biggest, noisiest, most 
expectant crowd will convene at 
Parkway South, where the undefeat- 
ed Patriots will meet the undefeated 
Parkway North Vikings at 7:30 p.m. 

It will be Senior Night for Parkway 
South. The school’s band will put 
forth the usual season finale hoopla. 

“With all that, it’s still pretty clear 
what the main feature is,’ South 
coach David Yarborough said. “It’s 
exciting. It’s also kind of unfortunate 
that North or South will have to set a 
school record for victories just to 
make the playoffs.”’ 

The winner tonight earns a berth 
in the Missouri Class 5A playoffs, 
which begin Wednesday, in addition 
to a 10-0 regular-season record. 

The loser has to find solace in a 9-1 
record. 

Most seasons, both of these teams 
would take incredible delight in that. 
Neither has played in a state champi- 
onship game; Parkway Central has. 
Neither has even played in a state 
semifinal; Parkway West has played 


in three. 

“It’s been a pee mentally,” 
Yarborough said. ‘‘We’ve gone from 
being a good team to being the hunt- 
ed. The amount of pressure is differ- 
ent. The whole concept of motivation 
changes,” 

Yarborough said the kiss of death 
for South and North in the past has 
been their annual label of ‘‘well- 
coached teams.’’ He and North coach 
Denny Staub surely appreciate the 
compliment. And they have been 
among the area’s better, more endur- 
ing football teachers and motivators 
for years. 

But the implication has been that 
South and North lacked players tal- 
ented enough to move much beyond 
the regular season. 

They will flood the all-Suburban 
South Conference teams this season. 
South quarterback Ryan Robinson 
has passed for 1,257 yards and 13 
touchdowns; teammate Brian Thur- 
mond has run for 781 yards and 
scored 14 times. 

North running back Rodney Oliver 
has run for more than 1,300 yards 
and 18 TDs. 

Yet in many ways, they are the 
same old Patriots and Vikings.

Missouri State University in Spring- 
field when the accident happened. 

The jury award was announced 
Wednesday in St. Charles County 
Circuit Court after an eight-day trial. 
The trial was moved to St. Charles 
County because: one of the defen- 
dants lives there. 

The fraternity, Phi Sigma Kappa, 
which was sued along with nine other 
defendants; is planning to appeal. 

Representatives of the fraternity 
could not be reached for comment. 

The accident that changed Rein- 
feld’s life occurred April 20, 1991, at 
a spring formal weekend, said Rein- 
feld’s lawyer, Steven Schumaier. Phi 
Sigma Kappa, whose national head- 
quarters are in Indianapolis, was the 
host. The weekend included an eve- 
ning at the Bentree Lodge near Bran- 
son, Mo. 

Reinfeld’ s suit says that the frater- 
nity provided alcoholic beverages and 
that her judgment and physical abili- 
ties were impaired as a result of her 

them. 

At the time, she was 18. It was the 

‘first. time she had ever been intoxi- 
cated, Schumaier said. 

Reinfeld, a former Webster 
Groves diving champion, hit her head

The weather turned on us. But that may not 
be all bad. 

Take pests. Jack Holper of Animal Solutions 
Inc., a wildlife-removal specialist i in south St. 
Louis County, says now that it’s cold: 

“Fleas are going to stop being around out- 
doors for sure. And it helps the indoor flea 
problem, too, because [pets] won’t bring them 
in from the yard. 

“And the stinging insects go into the ground

WASHINGTON — In a rebuff of Re- 
publican leaders, the House rejected on 
Thursday efforts to restrict the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency’s enforcement 
of clean air and clean water laws. 

Immediately after the vote, President 
Bill Clinton called on Congress also to 
reinstate funds cut from the EPA budget. 

“‘Today’s vote on the 17 special inter- 
est environmental riders is a step in the 
right direction, but we still have a long 
way to go if we are going to stop Con- 
gress’ assault on public health and the 
environment,” Clinton said. 

“It [the agency’s budget] still cuts 
funding for enforcement of environmen- 
tal laws. .. . America cannot protect the 
environment if we gut enforcement of 
anti-pollution laws.”

Moderate Republicans joined Detmd- 
crats in directing that the 17 riders be 
dropped from an EPA spending bill when 
House and Senate negotiators take it up.

- Radio Pioneers Celebrate 75th Year 


With Broadcast Of Historic Moments 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — We inter- 
rupt this story for the following mes- 
sage: Happy 75th birthday 
Radioland 


Seventy-five years ago Thursday, 
KDKA radio broadcast the Harding- 
Cox presidential election returns. It 
wasn’t the message that rocked the 


. world. It was the medium. 


KDKA is widely credited with 
making the first documented com- 
mercial radio broadcast. It had the 
first Federal Communications Com- 
mission license issued. 

The station, owned by Westing- 
house Electric, celebrated the anni- 
versary by running audio vignettes of 
historic moments and music. 

Some believe regular daily news 
programs first began in Detroit on 
Aug. 20, 1920, a little more than two 
months before KDKA’s first election 
broadcast on Nov. 2.

Hubble at the Eagle Nebula, or M16, 
a nearby star-forming region 7,000 
light years away in the constellation 
Serpens. 

Stars form in clouds so dense that the gas collapses 
under its own gravity. These gas clumps grow into baby 
- stars. As they age, the young stars dump out large 
amounts of energy. Massive stars, especially, are very 
bright, very hot and produce huge amounts of intense 
ultraviolet radiation. 

“That radiation hollows out a cavity [in the gas] around 
them when it heats their surroundings and clears them 
out,”” Hester said. 

The photographs show a few very massive, very hot 
bright stars against a cavity. 

“If you were to watch that over the course of a million 
years, you could see the cavity get bigger and bigger as 
radiation eats further into the cloud,” Hester explained.

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The photographs, taken 


April 1 and released 
Thursday, show about 
50 stars that formed 
inside the columns. 
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“As that cloud gets boiled away, it 
uncovers things buried there. In the 
case of M16, it’s uncovering a region 
that is forming yet more stars; the 
cloud hasn’t all been eaten away.” 

He likened the globules to watch- 
ing a desert windstorm blow light 
sand away, gradually uncovering bur- 
ied boulders. 


“This is the first time that we have. 


actually seen the process of forming stars being uncov- 
ered by photoevaporation,”’ said Hester. | 

The pictures capture the stars before they finished 
forming. : 

“If left to its own devices, the star eventually approach- 
es a point where nuclear burning happens in its interior,” 
Hester said. ‘‘When it does, it starts turning on wind and 
blowing material away. 

“It’s thought that the wind disperses the cloud around 
it and prevents any more material from forming. The 
stars kind of say, we’ve had enough.

.. “I think the negotiations are serious,” said state 
Sen. John Pica, whose district includes the stadium 

. The negotiations came to light shortly before a vote 
next Tuesday in Cleveland on a tax to renovate the 
Browns stadium in Cleveland. 

_ The chairman of the Maryland Stadium Authority 
refused to comment on reports that the Cleveland 
Browns are one of the teams negotiating with Balti- 
more. But WBAL-TV in Baltimore reported the 
Browns have a handshake deal to move to Baltimore. 

The station also reported that NFL owners plan to 
vote next week to guarantee Baltimore a team, even 
though John Moag, chairman of the stadium author- 
ity, has asked that the vote be delayed. However, the 
NFL would guarantee a team, but only one hand- 
picked by the league. 

Instead of the Browns, one of five other teams, 
Cincinnati, Tampa Bay, Arizona, Seattle or New Eng- 
land, could be moved to Baltimore, WBAL-TV 
reported. 

The negotiations have been done outside the public 
spotlight because of the city’s experience with the 
Cincinnati Bengals this summer. There was concern at 
the time that media attention jeopardized negotiations.

Rams At Saints: 
For Either Team, 
It's Not In Bag 


In a span of three games, the New Orleans Saints have 
toppled the preseason Super Bow! favorites in each con- 
ference — San Francisco and Miami. 

They have one of the top pass rushes in the National 
Football League, at least in terms of sacks. 

And they’re favored to win again this Sunday in the 
Superdome against the visiting Rams. So Jim Mora is the 
toast of the town in New Orleans, right? 

Hardly. A closer approximation might be that he is just 
plain toast. 

Even with last week’s 11-7 stunner over San Francisco 
and that 33-30 shocker over Miami on Oct. 15, Mora sits 
on perhaps the hottest of NFL coaching hot seats. 

Those two upset victories, big as they were, happen to 
be the Saints’ only triumphs in a 2-6 season. Some fans 
have begun showing up with bags over their faces — a 
New Orleans tradition for bad football since the 1980 
“Aints” started 0-14 en route to a 1-15 season. 

Not that brown paper bags are in short supply on the 
bayou. For the first time since 1985, the Saints failed to 
sell out a home game in the 69,000-seat Superdome, 
when Atlanta came to town Sept. 19. 

The team has averaged only 52,000 its.last three home 
games, and nearly 20,000 seats remained available for 
Sunday’s Rams game at the start of this week. 

None of which bodes well for Mora, 86-69 in 10 
seasons with the Saints. Only Miami’s Don Shula has 
coached longer at the same spot among active NFL head 
coaches. 

Mora publicly apologized to the fans after the team’s 0- 
5 start. The “Fire Mora” signs began cropping up at the 
Superdome during loss No. 5 — to Philadelphia on Oct. 1. 
Owner Tom Benson has been mum on Mora’s job status. 

For his part, Mora has tried to keep plugging along. 

“It’s part of the game,”’ he said. ‘‘You just go on about 
your job and not let that kind of stuff worry you. You know 
when you lose that people are going to be upset, and 
they’re certainly upset here because we have not had a 
good team, a good record. 

“I understand that. I just don’t let it distract me. We 
just go on about our business.” 

The Saints have lived on that fine line that separates 
winners and losers in the NFL. Six of their eight games 
have been decided by five points or fewer. 

“The league is a lot like that now,’ Mora said. 
“‘There’s maybe two or three really good teams. I think 
there’s a bunch of teams that are right in a pack. 

“You see a lot of close games every week. You see a lot 
of overtime games. You see teams beating teams that you 
don’t think they’re going to beat. I think this is an 
indication of the league. 

“But the key is to win. We’re 2-6; we haven’t won. And 
that’s not good.” 

The New Orleans defense has improved since Sept. 10, 
when the Saints lost to the Rams 17-13 at Busch Stadium. 
Nonetheless, Mora has not had his entire starting unit on 
the field for a single play this season because of injuries. 

Two starters, defensive end Joe Johnson of Jennings 
High and linebacker Winfred Tubbs, are questionable for 
Sunday’s game with injuries. Johnson has missed the last

two weeks with a sprained ankle. Tubbs has missed four 
games with calf and thigh injuries. 

Nonetheless, the Saints can bring the heat. They have 
two of the NFC’s top eight sackers in defensive tackle 
Wayne Martin (seven sacks) and right defensive end 
Renaldo Turnbull (six). That duo will line up over the 
Rams’ Wayne Gandy and Leo Goeas on Sunday in the 
Superdome. 


“You look at our sacks, and you say, ‘Man, these guys 
can really rush the passer,’ ’’ Mora said. ‘“To be honest 
with you, I don’t think you need to fear our pass rush.”’ 

Of course, given their season-high yield of six sacks last 
Sunday against Philadelphia, Rams blockers should fear 
any pass rush. 


Offensively, the Saints have been duds. Even with 
Mario Bates’ 106-yard rushing day against San Francisco, 
New Orleans ranks 30th — that’s last — in the NFL in 
rushing offense. 


“It’s been very disappointing,” Mora said. ‘We just 
don’t run the ball very well. We haven’t blocked very well. 
It was nice to see us run the ball a little better last week 
against Frisco, [but] Frisco had some defensive guys that 
didn’t play.” 


In the passing game, former Rams quarterback Jim 
Everett has cooled off in the last two weeks after a good 
start. He threw four interceptions in a 20-3 loss to 
Carolina on Oct..22, and managed only 156 yards against 
San Francisco. 


Two starters on the Saints’ right side, tackle Richard 
Cooper and guard Chris Port, will miss the Rams game 
because of i injuries. 

Despite the injuries, the offensive woes, and the overall 
gloom and doom, Mora is hoping the San Francisco 
triumph will be a springboard for his team. 

“We’re still in a big hole — 2-6 isn’t a very good 
record,” he said. ‘‘So it’s not like we’re bristling with 
confidence here.”’

Roaming Rams Practice At St. Louis U.

Call them the Roaming Rams. Be-

Thursday’s workout on the artificial 
turf at SLU. ‘We had good footing, 
and I think our timing on the passing 
game was much better than it was 
Wednesday, when we were slipping 
and sliding. 

This srahably won't be the last 
time the Rams use the Billikens’ 
field. 

“T can certainly see this as an alter- 
nate site, because the drainage situa- 
tion on our [Mathews-Dickey] fields 
is not very good. It just depends on 
the amount of rain we have.” 

For those keeping score, Thurs- 
day’s practice venue was the seventh 
for the Rams since Brooks became 
head coach. They had three mini- 
camps at Rams Park in Anaheim, 
Calif., in the spring.

maged once at Kirkwood High. Dur- 


ing the regular season, they have 
practiced at Mathews-Dickey, once 
at Busch Stadium, and now at St.

“‘We’re going to set an NFL record 
this year,’ Brooks said. “A week 
from Friday we'll be down in the 
Dome, so that’ll be the eighth. one. 
We'll look for some other places, too, 
kind of scatter it around.” 


What’s My Line: Although the 
Rams yielded a season-high six sacks 
against Philadelphia, Brooks said he 
will go with the same five starters on 
the offensive line Sunday against 
New Orleans.

On Wednesday, Brooks defended 
right tackle Darryl Ashmore, who 
was manhandled by Eagles defensive 
end William Fuller. 

“Ashmore Had his worst game of 
the year,” Brooks said. ‘He played 
against a very good defensive end 
who had come off the injury list — 
and [Fuller] gave us fits all day long.”’ 

But Brooks added: ‘Ashmore had 
performed very well in the early sea- 
son, had been a very productive pass 
blocker. That’s why one game isn’t 


all of a sudden going to make us junk 
what has been happening for the last 
six, seven weeks.”

Thorny Issue For wc

We feel Florida’s pain. But it’s 
Ohio State that stands to be most 
victimized by the absurd system used 
to determine a college. football 
champion. 

Defending national champion Ne- 

braska (8-0) nudged past Florida 
State to be- 
come No. 1 in 
both polls this 
week. The 
Seminoles (7-1) 
and Gators (7- 
0) were second 
and third be- 
fore Florida 
State’s 33-28 
loss to Virginia 
on Thursday 
night. 

There are persuasive arguments 
for Nebraska, Florida and Ohio State 
to be No. 1, and pollsters — most of 
whom are conscientious and in- 
formed — are in a predicament. 
They are called upon first to project 
the season, and then to reflect it. The 
equation isn’t necessarily simple, as 
Ohio State quarterback Bob Hoying 
understands. 

“If we were No. 1 or No. 2 right 
now and we got bumped from that 
spot because another team played a 
better schedule, we would be upset,”’ 
Hoying said. 

But consider the case of Ohio State 
(8-0), which began the season ranked 
12th. The Buckeyes have beaten six 
ranked teams, including three in the 
current top 15. Nebraska and Florida 
have two victories over ranked 
teams, and Florida State played its 
first game against a ranked team 
Thursday night — and lost. 

“T don’t know if we’re better than 
those teams or not, but we’ve played 
the toughest schedule by far,” said 
Ohio State coach John Cooper, whose 
team gets his first-place vote in the 
CNN/USA Today coaches’ poll. 

And their gaudy average margins 
of victory (Florida State, 38.5 points, 
Florida 28.0 Nebraska 26.4) aren’t 
dramatically better than Ohio State’s 
(21.3) — which isn’t being accused of 
running up scores against cream 
puffs to entice voters. Last week, 
Cooper mercifully muzzled his team 


when it took a 56-0 first-half lead 
over fowa. Final: 56-35. 

“There are a. lot of complaints 
about teams running up the score... 
but we let them live,” said nose 
guard Luke Fickell, who wasn’t nec- 
essarily pleased. ‘‘What happened in 
the second half tends to bring morale 
down.”’ 

None of that would matter if not 
for college football’s anti-climactic 
method of selecting a champion. 

For now, the so-called ‘‘Bow! Alli- 
ance”’ has constructed a scenario that 
could have No. 1 playing No. 2 in the 
Fiesta Bowl. But Ohio State is in the 
Big Ten Conference, which is com- 
mitted to the Rose Bowl rather than 
the Alliance and apparently learned 
nothing from a similar injustice per- 
petrated on undefeated Penn State 
last season. 

So if Ohio State were ranked No. 1 
or No. 2 at the end of the regular 
season, it still wouldn’t be in the title 
game. All of which, some suspect, is 
causing a bias in. balloting. For in- 
starice, since Ohio State is getting six 
first-place votes in The Associated 
Press poll and nine in the coaches’ 
poll, the math spells out that several 
voters are putting the Buckeyes low- 
er than the top four. 

“TI hope that isn’t true, but there 
may be some people out there who 
want to see the Fiesta Bowl have 1 
vs. 2,” Cooper said. ‘‘In my opinion, if 
you go undefeated, you ought to de- 
serve a share of it.” 

That would be one solution. And 
Cooper offered the Los Angeles 

imes another: Let the winner of the 
Fiesta Bowl meet the winner of the 
Rose Bowl. “It would clear the air,”’ 
he said. 

That, of course, won’t happen, for 
reasons from limitations on numbers 
of games to sponsorship rights for 
the Fiesta Bowl, etc. So all the Buck- 
eyes can do is keep their sights on 
what they can control and root for 
such scenarios as Florida State de- 
feating Florida. 

“Winning the Big Ten is in our 
control,” tailback Eddie George said. 
‘Winning the national championship 
isn’t. It’s all an illusion to us. . . . It’s 
someone else’s perspective. It’s in 
someone else’s hands. All we can do 
is go undefeated and win the Rose 
Bowl.”

The Blues are losing Hull at a bad 
time, after back-to-back defeats and 
only one win and a tie in the last 
seven games — plus all kinds of off- 
ice controversy. 

“It’s one crisis after another,” 
Keenan said. ‘‘Maybe we're just get- 
ting them out of the way at one 
time.”

ET’S TAKE a moment to update three 
recent columns. 


To begin, I'd like to continue 
Wednesday’s discussion with three very frus- 
trated high school teachers. After listening to 
their horror stories, I asked the three if they 
had ever thought about transferring to a 
district more peaceful than the one in which 
they.are presently employed. 

- We can’t get out, they said. 

They said that people in the educational 
‘system know the truth, and understand that 
very little teaching goes on in certain schools. 

Instead, teachers 
spend their time try- 
ing to maintain a 
semblance of order. 

Consequently, if 
you are a longtime 
teacher in a troubled 
school, you are con- 
sidered damaged 
goods. 

The better dis- 
tricts won't touch 
us, the teachers said. 
The better districts 

want teachers who are enthusiastic and have 
creative ideas about teaching, and they’re 
afraid teachers like us have lost our teaching 
skills or have become burn-outs, the three 
teachers told me. 

Perhaps I should have included this sad 
snippet in Wednesday’s column. It illustrates 
a point that I figured could go unsaid. That 
point is this — some public schools are doing 
just fine. 

Almost as soon as I arrived at work 
Wednesday, I was swamped with phone calls. 
A number of them were from principals and 
administrators of the kind of schools of which 
my three teachers so wistfully talked. 

So if you’re one of the principals or admin- 
istrators who left word on my voice mail 
extending me an invitation to visit your 
school, I politely decline. I understand — and 
F'm sure the readers do, too — that all public 
schools are not the “holding pens” that my 
three teachers described. 

* Public schools, after all, reflect the commu- 
nities they serve. Just as some neighborhoods 
are relatively safe and others are combat 
zones, some public schools are doing a whole 
Jot better than others. 
*. If the community as a whole, and the par- 
ents in particular, expect and demand a disci- 
plined environment in the schools, the school 
administrators will provide such an environ- 
ment. That’s something for everybody to 
remember. 


. Ona much more heartening note, a num- 
ber of people have expressed interest in help- 
ing the family of Austin Deery.

Official Testifies In Illegal Gambling Trial

The owners of a tavern in Belleville 
thought they had been doublecrossed by 


Thomas Venezia while they were involved in . 


an illegal gambling scheme with him, accord- 
ing to a secret tape recording played in feder- 
al court Thursday. 

Danny and Deborah Browning, owners of 
the 323 Club in Belleville, fumed that Venezia 
had told them he was reporting to the IRS all 
of the gambling profits he had split with them, 
even though the agreement had been for 
everyone to report only half. 

On a recording made by one of Venezia’s 


ie 


employees who was working with federal 
investigators, the Brownings complained that 
they were being audited by the IRS and 
feared that the amount they had reported as 
income would not match the amount Venezia 
had reported. 

“If the numbers are different, we’re all 
going to get in trouble,” Deborah Browning 
said in the recording. 

‘The tape was one of many made by Jerry 
Dreyer of Belleville, who already has testified 
that he was a “route man” who collected 


gambling money for Venezia’s company, 
B&H Vending/Ace Music. He agreed to coop- 
erate with IRS and FBI agents after learning 
they had collected a lot of evidence against 
him. 

Venezia, 52, of Belleville, is being tried on 
gambling and racketeering charges in federal 
court in East St. Louis along with his wife, 
Erin Griffin Venezia, 22; his former wife, 
Sandra Nations Venezia, 39, of Belleville; and 
a former owner of a topless nightclub, Arthur 
Mowe, 64, of Caseyville. They all have plead- 


ed not guilty. 

Prosecutors said Venezia’s company made 
millions of dollars distributing video slot ma- 
chines and poker machines to taverns where 
customers were paid off illegally for their 
winnings. 

The prosecutors also said Venezia did not 
report all of his income. 

Danny Browning has pleaded guilty of in- 
come tax evasion and testified for prosecu- 
tors Wednesday and Thursday that he and 
Venezia: split the gambling profits equally. 
For 1993, Browning said, his share was 
‘‘somewhere between $50,000 and

Mail Bomb Stirs Review Of Prison Security 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) - — Stateville’s warden 
has ordered a review of security to determine how 
a crude bomb could have been built by an inmate 
and mailed undetected to a federal judge, officials 
confirmed Thursday. 

The bomb, addressed to U.S. District Judge 
Blanche Manning, was discovered Tuesday by an 
X-ray scanner at the federal courthouse in Chica- 
go. It had gone undetected by a similar X-ray 
machine at sateville Correctional Center, authori- 
ties said. 


Gov. Jim Ragar said it appeared that the bomb, 
made of batteries and wire and hidden in a hardcov- 
er book, was built from items that authorities are 
unable to take away from inmates because they 
have certain court-protected rights. 

“I do think that we need to make sure that we 
are doing everything possible within the law to see 
that bombs aren’t being mailed from prisons to 
anyone — public officials or whatever,” he told 
reporters at the Statehouse. “But I think we still 
need a few more answers before we will be able to

determine whether we need to change the security 
procedures.” 


On Wednesday, state Corrections Department 
spokesman Nic Howell said he doubted the incident 
would lead to staff discipline, a change in scanning 
procedures or limits placed on inmates’ access to 
items such as batteries. 


Howell said Thursday that he learned afterward 
that Stateville Warden George DeTella had or- 
dered a review of prison security measures and 
also would cooperate with the FBI to determine 
how the bomb had got out.

Murder Puts Urbana Campus On Alert 


Staffer Dead; Police Urge Caution 


URBANA, Ill. (AP) — The Univer- 
sity of Illinois increased safety pre- 
cautions Thursday arid urged stu- 
dents and faculty members to be 
wary, as campus police investigated 
the rape and strangulation of a com- 
puter programmer. 


University Chancellor Michael Ai- 
ken said at a news conference that 
officials had distributed safety tips, 
started student patrols of campus 
earlier in the day and begun locking 
residence halls from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
Officials also offered counseling for 
students and organized safety 
seminars. 


The campus went on alert after 
Maria Pia Gratton, 47, was found 
dead in the basement of a campus 


building on Tuesday. Gratton had left 
work earlier than usual to help her 
daughter go trick-or-treating. 


Preliminary results from an autop- 
sy indicated that Gratton was sexual- 
ly assaulted and strangled. 


Campus police would not comment 
Thursday on whether they had any 
leads or suspects in the case, their 
first murder investigation in 12 
years. 


Illinois State Police technicians 
have helped in gathering evidence. 
Police in Champaign and Urbana and 
the Champaign County Sheriff’s De- 


partment might be asked to join the 
case, said UI. Police Chief Oliver 
Clark. 


Police believe Gratton was abduct- 
ed during a two-block walk she made 
from the School of Chemical Sciences 
to her car. 


She was last seen leaving the build- 
ing at 5:15 p.m. Tuesday. 


On Thursday, the university 
warned people to carry themselves in 
a confident manner, not to walk alone 
after dusk and to report any suspi- 
cious activity.

Love for the 15-year-old daughter of his drug 
dealer boss prompted high school senior Jorge 
Bustamante to work as a cocaine courier so he 
could raise $10,000 and run away with the girl. 

That was the story Bustamante told Thursday in 
U.S. District Court. Bustamante, a Colombian who 
entered the United States illegally in 1992, is a 
main government witness against Elisa DeLuca 
and her husband, George DeLuca. They are ac- 
cused of running a drug operation that bought 
Colombian cocaine in New York City and sold it 
here. 


Bustamante testified that he counted drug mon- 
ey and ferried cash and cocaine between St. Louis 
and New York while attending Lafayette High 
School. He came to St. Louis with the DeLucas in 
June 1993, after George DeLuca retired as a New 
York police officer. 

Bustamante, who gives conflicting birthdays, is 
19 or 20. He told jurors the following story: 

He fell in love with Elisa DeLuca’s daughter, 
Alexandra, almost from the moment he met her. 
She lived with her mother and George DeLuca in 
Chesterfield at a $400,000 house that authorities 
say was bought with drug money. Bustamante and 
George DeLuca never hit it off. DeLuca was pro- 


tective of Alexandra and was against Bustamante’s 
moving into the house in Chesterfield. 

Bustamante had his own complaints. Elisa De- 
Luca had stopped paying him for his drug work, so 
on the sly, he began working with another drug- 
ring member distributing cocaine here. On one 
trip, Bustamante brought back 10 pounds of co- 
caine from New York for the DeLucas and 10 
pounds for his new partner. 

Bustamante told George DeLuca’s lawyer, 
Bradford Kessler, that he needed $10,000 to run 
away with Alexandra.

afraid teachers like us have lost our teaching 
skills or have become burn-outs, the three 
teachers told me. 

Perhaps I should have included this sad 
snippet in Wednesday’s column. It illustrates 
a point that I figured could go unsaid. That 
point is this — some public schools are doing 
just fine. 

Almost as soon as I arrived at work 
Wednesday, I was swamped with phone calls. 
A number of them were from principals and 
administrators of the kind of schools of which 
my three teachers so wistfully talked. 

So if you’re one of the principals or admin- 
istrators who left word on my voice mail 
extending me an invitation to visit your 

“School, I politely decline. I understand — and 

“f’m sure the readers do, too — that all public 
schools are not the “holding pens” that my 
three teachers described. 

“.. Public schools, after all, reflect the commu- 
fiities they serve. Just as some neighborhoods 
are relatively safe and others are combat 
zones, some public schools are doing a whole 
lot better than others. 

‘= If the community as a whole, and the par- 
ents in particular, expect and demand a disci- 

ined environment in the schools, the school 
edministrators will provide such an environ- 

‘thent. That’s something for everybody to 
remember.

Official Testifies In Illegal Gambling Trial

Defense attorneys in the federal racke- 
teering trial of Thomas Venezia took turns 
Thursday trying to portray a prosecution 
witness as a corrupt politician who routinely 
took bribes and ran his city for his own 
benefit. 

Mayor Sylvester Jackson of Washington 
Park finished three days of testimony in 
which he said Venezia had paid him bribes of 
up to $2,000 a week to protect Venezia’s 
illegal gambling business and arrange politi- 
cal favors. 

Jackson, 45, has pleaded guilty to racke- 


teering charges. He testified against Venezia, 
52, of Belleville, and three others being tried 
on charges of operating a multimillion-dollar 
gambling empire using video machines placed 
in dozens of area taverns by Venezia’s B&H 
Vending/Ace Music Co. 

Under cross-examination by Venezia’s at- 
torney, Michael Metnick, Jackson denied that 
he had taken bribes to protect prostitution or 
drugs. But he agreed that he also has pleaded 
guilty to federal charges of taking bribes from 
another businessman in Washington Park to 


protect an unrelated gambling operation. 
Jackson also told Metnick that, while Jack- 
son will forfeit the $400-a-month mayor’s 
post when he is sentenced in February, the 
City Council recently increased his monthly 


expense account to $1,500 from $500. 


When asked by another defense attorney, 
Michael Costello, if Jackson’s pay really had 
been increased after he pleaded guilty of 
extortion and racketeering, Jackson cracked,

David Ballog Jr. shared the tricks of his 
trade Thursday — the insurance fraud trade. 

Ballog, a 49-year-old admitted con artist, 
spoke to 200 insurance agents for SAFECO at 
the Radisson Hrgel in Bridgeton. He said he’s 
been speaking fo insurance agents across the 
country to try to thwart the bogus insurance 
claims said to be costing the industry about $2 
billion a year. 
_ “T was a born hustler,” the stout Ballog 


warned the group. “I’m a scoundrel, and when 
it comes to making money, I’m a terror.” 

And he’s going to federal prison for it in 
January 

Ballog, of Chicago, has been dubbed by 
investigators as the Godfather of Fraud. He 
pleaded guilty a year ago of mail fraud. He’s to 
serve 20 months in prison — a small price to 
pay, he said, for bilking insurance companies 
of $3.5 million in bogus claims. He said most of 
the money fueled his gambling habit and paid 
off mobsters for shark loans.

Killer Says He’s Too 
Sick To Be Executed 


Condemned Prisoner Suffered Heart Attack 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) — A 
death row inmate with heart prob- 
lems wants the Illinois Supreme 
Court to delay his execution sched- 
uled for later this month, claiming he 
is not fit to die. 

According to court papers filed by 
his attorney, George Delvecchio suf- 
fered a heart attack last week while 
in his cell at Menard Correctional 
Center and was treated at Chester 
Memorial Hospital. 

Hours after returning to his cell 
Thursday, Delvecchio, 47, apparent- 
ly suffered a relapse and was sent 
back to the hospital, said Nic Howell, 
spokesman for the state Department 
of Corrections. 

A motion for a stay of Delvecchio’s 
execution, scheduled for Nov. 22 
contends that medication, his heart 
attack and his level of incoherence 
make him no longer fit for execution. 

Dan Curry, a spokesman for Attor- 
‘ney General Jim Ryan, said there is 
nothing in Illinois law to prevent 
someone from being executed on the 
basis of his physical fitness. 

“There’s no requirement that 
someone be physically fit to be exe- 
cuted,” said Curry. “You have to be 


mentally fit to be executed.” 

Medical records filed with the Su- 
preme Court say Delvecchio smokes 
more than a pack of cigarettes a day 
and is a heavy coffee drinker. 

Delvecchio was convicted of the 
1977 murder of 6-year-old Tony Can- 
zoneri, the rape and sexual assault of 
the boy’s mother and the burglary of 
their home in northern Illinois. 

Meanwhile, the Supreme Court 
Thursday set Jan. 17 for the execu- 
tion of convicted killer Guinevere A. 
Garcia, ruling that she is mentally fit 
to waive further appeals. 

Garcia, imprisoned at the Dwight 
Correctional Center, would be the 
first woman executed in the state 
since 1938. She is one of five women 
on Illinois’ death row. 

Garcia was scheduled to die by 
injection Sept. 20, but the execution 
was postponed to determine whether. 
she is mentally competent to waive 
further appeals. 

Garcia, 36, wants to waive all ap- 
peals so she can be executed as soon 
as possible. She was sentenced to 
death for the July 23, 1991, shooting 
of her husband, George Garcia of 
suburban Chicago. ~

- Mail Bomb Stirs Review Of Prison Security 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) — Stateville’s warden 
has ordered a review of security to determine how 
a crude bomb could have been built by an inmate 
and mailed undetected to a federal judge, officials 
confirmed Thursday. 

The bomb, addressed to U.S. District Judge 
Blanche Manning, was discovered Tuesday by an 
X-ray scanner at the federal courthouse in Chica- 
go. It had gone undetected by a similar X-ray 
machine at Stateville Correctional Center, authori- 
ties said. 


Gov. Jim Edgar said it appeared that the bomb, 
made of batteries and wire and hidden in a hardcov- 
er book, was built from items that authorities are 
unable to take away from inmates because they 
have certain court-protected rights. 

_ “T do think that we need to make sure that we 
are doing everything possible within the law to see 
that bombs aren’t being mailed from prisons to 
anyone — public officials or whatever,” he told 
reporters at the Statehouse. “But I think we still 


need a few more answers before we will be able to —

determine whether we need to change the security 
procedures.” 


On Wednesday, state Corrections Department 
spokesman Nic Howell said he doubted the incident 
would lead to staff discipline, a change in scanning 
procedures or limits placed on inmates’ access to 
items such as batteries. 

Howell said Thursday that he learned afterward 
that Stateville Warden George DeTella had or- 
dered a review of prison security measures and 
also would cooperate with the FBI to determine 
how the bomb had got out. 


Stateville logs show that an inmate serving a life 
sentence for murder sent a package to Manning on 
Oct. 28. U.S. Marshal Joseph DiLeonardi said the 
bomb could have caused a flash that could have 
resulted in burns. 

Sen. Vince Demuzio, D-Carlinville, said an inves- 
tigation was warranted. 

“You are dealing with the most violent offenders 
incarcerated in one of the toughest prisons jn 
Illinois,’’ he. said. ‘Nothing should move in that 
place at all without proper supervision and without 
scrutiny. Someone obviously let down their guard, 
and that’s what happens when you do that.”’

Gingrich Seeks

Plan Draws Suspicion From Some In Both Parties

WASHINGTON — More than four 
months after he and President Bill Clin- 
ton agreed to set up a commission on 
political reform, House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich proposed one Thursday. 

Gingrich, testifying to a House panel, 
made it clear he did not want to focus 
solely on campaign reform, suggesting a 
broad “‘commission on power and politi- 
cal reform in the information age.”

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Of Stars Being Formed

WASHINGTON — Gigantic columns 
of cold gas and dust, captured in stunning 
photographs by the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope, are giving scientists an unprece- 
dented view of stars being formed. 

The gaseous towers, almost six trillion 
miles long, resemble stalagmites rising 
from a cavern floor. At their edges can be 
seen protrusions, each with tips larger 
than our solar system, in which stars are 


owing. 
“We were just blown away’ when see- 


_ ing the pictures for the first time, said 


astronomer adh Hester, the principal in- 


vestigator, from Arizona State Universi- 
ty at Tempe. 

The photographs, taken April 1 and 
released Thursday by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration, show 
about 50 stars that formed inside sec- 
tions of the columns. 

The columns act as incubators for em- 
bryonic stars, which are cocooned inside 
globules of especially dense hydrogen 


gas. The scientists have dubbed. these 


globules EGGs, for Evagareeg Gaseous
